SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Over- 
seers of  Public  Welfare  was  held  March  8th,  1928  and  duly 
organized.  Walter  E.  R.  Nye  chosen  Chairman  of  the 
Selectmen  and  Herbert  E.  Watts,  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare.  Benjamin  F.  Bourne,  Clerk  for 
both  Departments.  Mrs.  Kathryn  Burgess  was  chosen  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Dept.  of  Public  Wel- 
fare and  in  that  capacity  has  given  universal  satisfaction 
to  the  Selectmen,  the  Overseers  of  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, and  to  the  Town  in  general. 

We  have  taken  up  the  matter  of  having  a  signal  placed 
at  Red  Brook  Crossing  with  the  New  YorK,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  they  have  advised  the 
Board  that  they  would  change  the  present  bell  signal  to  a 
flashing  light  signal  and  will  follow  the  matter  intensively 
to  see  that  the  change  is  made  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  matter  of  reduction  in  price  of' electric  lights  has  been 
started.  A  petition  has  been  filed  with  the  Public  Utilities 
for  an  early  hearing.  Notification  to  fifteen  towns  on  the 
Cape  was  sent  to  cooperate  with  the  Town  of  Bourne,  Fal- 
mouth and  Sandwich  the  only  two  towns  responding.  Fal- 
mouth having  no  available  funds  to  employ  counsel  was  un- 
able to  cooperate  with  us.  Sandwich  at  a  special  town  meet- 
ing appropriated  $200  and  the  Selectmen  of  Sandwich  have 
also  filed  a  Petition  with  the  Public  Utilities. 

The  Selectmen  with  the  Board  of  Health  have  endeavored 
to  find  suitable  places  for  Public  dumps,  as  per  vote  of  our 
last  town  meeting.  We  recommend  the  Buzzards  Bay  dump 
be  continued;  at  Monument  Beach  we  viewed  several  places 
amongst  them  being  land  owned  by  Mrs.  Walsh.  \\  e 
recommend  the  same  place  as  last  year,  which  is  on  land 
owned  by  said  Mrs.  Walsh.    The  Selectmen  and  Board  of 
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Health  feel  that  this  will  make  the  most  practical  location 
for  a  clump. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  different  departments  in  the 
Town  keep  a  record  of  their  expenditures  and  be  able  to 
give  the  Board,  on  request,  the  balance  in  their  respective 
department  at  any  time.

The  library  is  doing  real  work  as  the  cir- 
culation proves.  (Thirty-four  thousand)  and  is  a  very 
necessary  part  of  the  town's  educational  system.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library : 

I  present  herewith  the  report  of  the  Sagamore  Branch 
Library  for  the  year  1928. 

The  patronage  of  the  Sagamore  Branch  library  increased 
so  extensively  the  past  few  years  it  became  a  necessity  to 
move  into  larger  quarters. 

A  large  room  was  rented  on  the  first  floor  of  Keith  Block, 
which  was  redecorated  and  furnished  with  modern  equip- 
ment including  steel  book  cases,  files,  reading  tables  and 
chairs,  a  magazine  rack,  reading  lamps,  and  a  librarian's 
desk. 

The  new  library  room  was  formally  opened  on  Saturday, 
March  30th.  The  children  were  entertained  in  the  afternoon 
with  story-telling  and  a  program  of  music,  speeches  and  an 
exhibit  of  paintings  afforded  the  evening's  entertainment. 

Mrs.  Allison  E.  Cook  was  appointed  Assistant  Librarian 
for  the  Sagamore  Branch,  to  be  called  on  when  the  regular 
librarian  was  unable  to  be  at  the  Library. 
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Arrangements  were  made  for  the  librarian  to  exchange 
the  books  at  the  main  library  three  times  each  month. 

The  adult  patronage  has  greatly  increased  since  March. 
The  summer  visitors  from  Sagamore  Beach  and  Great 
Herring  Pond  have  also  enjoyed  the  privileges  of  the 
library. 

Reading  lists  selected  by  the  High  school  and  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  for  the  grades  are  posted,  and  the  books 
are  collected  and  placed  on  shelves  which  are  labeled  for  the 
convenience  of  the  pupils. 

A  story-book  reading  club  for  children  from  grades  3 
through  grade  8  has  been  conducted  at  the  branch  library, 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  teachers  in  the  grade  schools. 

19  pupils  have  received  the  honor  certificate  for  reading 
20  books,  five  of  which  were  non-fiction.  63  children  have 
received  the  5-book  certificates.  All  the  books  read  were 
selected  from  a  reading  list  prepared  by  the  State  Board  of. 
Education,  and  were  reviewed  and  approved  by  their  teach- 
ers, before  being  presented  to  the  library. 

Books  to  use  in  connection  with  the  Certificate  reading 
were  loaned  for  the  upper  grades  and  28  books  for  the  lower 
grades  were  presented  as  a  gift  from  the  Library  commis- 
sion to  use  in  connection  with  the  certificate  reading. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  several  art  exhibits,  a 
spinning  wheel  demonstration  and  story-telling  for  children 
on  Saturday  afternoons  by  the  teachers  and  the  young 
wpmen  in  the  community. 

There  has  been  a  constant  demand  for  new  books.  The 
majority  of  books  purchased  have  been  fiction  but  many 
interesting  books  of  travel,  literature,  biography  and  poetry 
have  been  added.  We  are  in  need  of  more  reference  books 
especially  a  good  set  of  up  to  date  encyclopedias. 

We  would  welcome  more  grown-up  patrons  to  use  our 
magazines.  Any  but  current  numbers  may  be  taken  out  on 
a  card. 
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The  circulation  of  books  for  the  year  has  been  10.980. 
Last  year's  figures  were  6.123  and  in  1926_,  4.780  books  were 
circulated. 

Donations  of  books  are  gratefully  acknowledged  from  the 
Swift  Memorial  church  school  library.  Mrs.  Eben  S.  S.  Keith. 
Rev.  Oliver  W.  Bell,  Mrs.  Clifton  Beal,  Mrs.  Frank  R.  Pope. 
Mrs.  A.  V.  Xolan.  and  Misses  Mary  Veazie.  Xellie  Bruce  and 
Shirley  Hathaway.

Appeals  were  taken  in  three  of  the  above  cases,  and  the 
Grand  Jury  indicted  four  making  a  total  of  seven.  In  the 
Superior  Court  these  cases  were  disposed  of  as  follows  : 


During  the  year  the  police  patroled  16,279  miles  by  auto- 
mobile and  18,  556  miles  by  motorcycles,  a  total  of  34,835 
miles. 

One  escaped  insane  person  was  apprehended,  and  returned 
to  the  hospital,  and  three  insane  persons  were  committed.

There  was  one  drowning  accident  during  the  year.  The 
new  lungmotor,  purchased  by  the  town  last  year  was  used 
in  this  case,  but  the  victim  had  been  in  the  water  for  forty 
minutes,  and  neither  the  lungmotor  or  the  Scheaffer  method, 
also  used,  were  of  any  avail.  A  tank  of  oxygen  is  always 
kept  on  hand  with  the  lungmotor  at  the  Town  Hall,  so  that 
physicians  may  call  on  us  at  any  time  for  an  emergency 
supply.

Report  of  Inspector  of  Animals 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Bourne  : 
Gentlemen : — 

The  Animal  Inspector  of  Bourne  reports  that  he  has  made 
a  physical  examination  of  all  the  neat  cattle  of  the  Town 
known  to  him.  But  two  (2)  cases  requiring  quarantine 
measures  were  found. 

Had  occasion  to  quarantine  for  observation  three  (3) 
lots  of  dairy  cows  coming  here  from  other  states,  which 
were  released  as  O.  K.  at  expiration  of  period. 

Under  the  recent  State  regulation  five  (5)  dogs  which 
had  bitten  person  or  animal  were  placed  under  restraint  or 
quarantined  for  14  days  as  precautionary  meaure  and  report 
in  each  case  returned  to  the  State  Department  of  Conser- 
vation— Animal  Division  as  required.  90  per  cent  of  the 
Dairy  Cows  have  been  tested  with  Tuberculin  with  but 
four  (4)  reactors.   These  were  killed  and  stables  cleansed. 

An  ordinance  that  no  milk  shall  be  sold  from  untested 
cows  after  June  1,  1929,  unless  the  milk  shall  have  been 
pasturized,  has  been  enacted.  The  citizens  are  being  well 
protected  in  their  milk  supply.

Gentlemen : — 

Supplemental  to  the  tabulated  report  of  the  Health  Board 
to  be  found  elsewhere,  the  undersigned  as  Agent  of  said 
board  believing  it  be  of  interest  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town,  submits  the  following. 

In  general  the  conditions  throughout  the  Town  have  been 
good,  no  epidemical  illness  prevalent  and  but  few  occasions 
where  families  have  been  quarantined.  We  have  been  for- 
tunate also  in  having  fewer  patients  at  the  Sanitarium  re- 
quiring assistance  from  our  Board. 

Our  milk  agent  who  is  provided  through  the  Cape  Cod 
Health  Bureau  has  been  active  inspecting  milk  and  sur- 
rounding conditions,  issuing  licenses  for  selling  Milk,  Butter 
substitution  and  other  foods.  Your  agent  has  issued  licenses 
for  selling  denatured  Alcohol.  The  fees  from  these  have 
been  placed  in  the  Town  Treasury :  yet  we  have  several 
perplexing  problems  confronting  us,  the  most  serious  being 
the  disposal  of  household  and  commercial  waste.  We  have 
several  well  established  Dumps  and  with  the  co-operation  of 
our  citizens  these  can  be  taken  care  of  properly  yet  we  need 
two  more,  one  in  or  near  Monument  Beach,  the  other  at 
Cataumet  for  both  of  which  plans  are  being  formed.  Our 
accomplishment  of  these  plans  will  be  dependent  upon  the 
attitude  of  the  voters  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting.  If 
the  report  there  presented  is  accepted  and  the  appropriation 
asked  for  is  granted,  this  board  feels  very  confident  that 
there  will  be  no  cause  for  complaint  arising  from  any  of 
these  public  dumps. 

Another  source  of  trouble  is  from  the  scallop  shells  in 
the  early  fall.  The  revenue  from  the  scallop  industry  is 
considerable  to  our  citizens,  and  under  proper  conditions  no 
cause  of  unpleasantness  would  impel  abuttors  to  com- 
plain of  the  order.  The  larger  number  of  Fishermen  agree- 
ably co-operate  with  your  board  to  abate  this  trouble.  Yet 
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we  still  believe  as  stated  in  a  previous  report  that  it  should 
be  a  condition  upon  which  and  whenever  a  license  is  granted 
to  take  scallops — "that  the  shells  shall  be  placed  under  tide 
water  or  limed."  We  have  another  and  still  greater  menace 
confronting  us  : — Unless  all  drains  or  cesspools  along  the 
water  front  are  carried  into  Septic  tanks  or  underground 
reservoirs,  where  no  opening  can  get  into  tide  water,  we 
may  be  prevented  by  state  authorities  from  taking  any  shell 
fish  from  our  shore.  This  matter  is  being  investigated  by 
your  agent  who  asks  for  the  fullest  co-operation  in  cor- 
recting this  threatened  calamity.  Any  suggestions  leading 
to  the  betterment  of  our  citizens  or  to  make  the  Town  more 
sanitary  will  be  welcomed  by  this  Board.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 
to  the  Citizens  of  Bourne 


The  Planning  Board  elected  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
held  on  March  7th,  1928,  submits  the  following  report  and 
recommendations. 

The  Board  held  its  first  meeting  at  Town  Hall  on  March 
16th,  1928,  and  organized  by  electing  M.  C.  Waterhouse, 
Chairman,  and  Clinton  D.  Davis,  Secretary,  and  has  held 
ten  meetings  since  election ;  and  its  members  have  viewed 
the  several  Villages  of  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of 
familiarizing  themselves  with  the  general  conditions,  and 
needs  of  the  town. 

The  members  of  the  board  are  unanimously  agreed  that 
many  plans  can  be  suggested,  incurring  small  expense, 
which  would  add  greatly  to  the  beauty,  and  attractiveness 
of  the  town,  while  any  attempt  at  zoning  the  town  would 
necessitate  many  radical  changes,  and  would  generally 
prove  unsatisfactory. 

In  reviewing  the  general  business  of  Cape  Cod  for  some 
twenty  to  forty  years  or  more,  every  one  will  be  cognizant 
of  the  fact  that  business  industries  have  undergone  great 
changes,  and  what  was  the  principal  business  of  many  of 
the  towns,  for  one  reason  or  another,  have  now  become 
extinct. 

The  Summer  residents,  travellers,  vacationists,  and  so- 
journers, and  the  many  requirements  incidental  to  their 
enjoyment,  and  pleasure,  are  providing  occupations,  and 
furnishing  labor  to  the  inhabitants  in  many  ways  too  nu- 
merous to  mention. 

The  Cape  is  almost  wholly  surrounded  by  water,  having 
inland  lakes,  and  ponds,  with  adjoining  lands  for  inland 
residences,  and  camps;  the  shores  are  generally  irregular, 
with  indentations,  bays,  and  harbors  second  to  none  tor 
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•  safe  boating  and  bathing ;  the  shores  being  washed  as  they 
are  with  the  purest  of  salt  water,  with  picturesque  sites 
for  hotels,  and  private  residences,  Cape  Cod,  if  not  already 
so,  is  destined  to  become  one  of  the  finest  Summer  resorts 
of  any  part  of  our  Country. 

While  our  town  has  been  undergoing  great  changes 
during  the  past  twenty  years,  and  is  expecting  greater 
changes  in  the  near  future  along  the  line  of  the  Govern- 
ment Cape  Cod  Canal,  the  town  has  much  valuable  shore 
property  that  will  not  be  materially  affected  by  any  thing 
that  can  be  done  in  the  Canal  Valley ;  and  while  your  board 
would  not  recommend  any  great  expenditures  in  the  line 
of  the  Canal  Zone,  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  many  needed 
improvements  can  be  made  in  other  sections  of  the  town 
in  the  way  of  roads,  bathing  beaches,  and  conveniences  for 
those  who  help  to  make  our  town  enterprising,  and  thrifty. 

In  speaking  of  roads,  possibly  many  do  not  take  into  con- 
sideration the  fact  that  the  town  of  Bourne  has  to  furnish 
"through  roads"  practically  double  that  of  the  adjoining 
towns  of  Falmouth,  and  Sandwich,  and  .  an  even  larger 
proportion  of  the  towns  farther  down  on  the  Cape,  and  this 
fact  should  be  taken  into  consideration  by  Commissions 
who  have  to  do  with  the  State  or  County  expenditures  in 
providing  thoroughfares  for  the  general  Cape  travel. 

Many  surveys  have  been  made  with  a  view  towards  im- 
proving the  demands  and  safety  for  travel  through  the 
south  part  of  the  town  of  Bourne,  and  none  appear  to  be 
entirely  satisfactory  to  the  engineers,  or  the  people  of 
Bourne,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  all  former  surveys 
in  that  part  of  the  town  will  not  be  considered  further,  but, 
that  the  road  now  started  in  the  town  of  Falmouth,  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  on  the  easterly  side  of  the 
Woods  Hole  Branch  Railroad  will  be  continued  in  a  line 
running  easterly  of  Handy's  Bog,  Flax  Pond,  Head  of  the 
Springs,  Clay  Pond,  Phillip's  Bog,  and  so  on  to  Bourne 
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Milage  as  a  through  road,  to  accommodate  general  through 
travel,  leaving  the  present  roads  through  the  south  part  of 
the  town  for  the  general  use  of  the  town's  people,  and  the 
large  summer  travel  in  connection  with  the  summer  colo- 
nies in  that  part  of  the  town. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  the  several 
town  Dumping  Grounds,  which  threaten  to  be  a  serious 
problem  to  solve  in  the  near  future,  and  the  board  recom- 
mends that  the  dumping  ground  at  Buzzards  Bay  be 
cleaned  up  and  closed,  and  a  new  one  be  provided,  which 
will  probably  be  recommended  by  your  Selectmen ;  and 
your  board  would  also  advise  that  the  town  provide  for 
weekk  care  of  the  several  dumping  places  in  town,  when 
necessary,  during  the  summer  season,  until  more  satis- 
factory arrangements  can  be  made  for  disposing  of  accumu- 
lating refuse. 

There  are  many  places  along  the  sides  of  the  public 
highways  that  are  rough  and  unsightly,  and  your  board 
recommends  that  such  places  be  graded,  at  a  moderate  ex- 
pense., to  make  the  roads  more  tidy  and  attractive. 

Referring  again  to  the  Canal  Valley,  we  would  like  to 
impress  upon,  not  only  the  inhabitants  of  Bourne,  but  the 
people  of  the  whole  State  of  Massachusetts,  that  the  town 
of  Bourne  must.,  necessarily,  make  great  sacrifices  in  order 
to  assist  in  making  the  passage  safer,  and  more  convenient 
for  navigation,  and  of  assistance  to  commerce  in  general, 
and  in  turn,  the  Town  of  Bourne  is  entitled  to  have  con- 
venient passage  across  the  canal,  so  far  as  possible,  and  to 
have  the  rough  places  made  smooth,  and  the  low  places 
filled,  so  as  to  make  the  immediate  surroundings  a  valley 
of  scenic  beauty,  and  not  a  blot  on  the  landscape  as  it  now 
is. 

Finally:  The  Board  would  have  the  town  understand  by 
this  our  first  report  that  we  are  endeavoring  to  forecast 
the  future,  so  far  as  possible,  and  delay  in  certain  cases  for 
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future  developments,  and  if  the  board  is  continued,  it  will 
endeavor  to  recommend  improvements  in  detail  from  time 
to  time.

Last  year  there  were  two  school  appropriations,  the 
regular  appropriation  of  $79,483.00  and  another  for  state 
aided  household  arts  department  of  $660.00.  On  recommen- 
dation of  the  State  Department  of  Education  we  are  com- 
bining the  two  this  year.  We  therefore  ask  that  one  ap- 
propriation of  $80,143  be  made  for  the  support  of  schools 
and  the  state  aided  household  arts  department.  During  the 
year  reimbursements  of  about  $7,000  will  come  in  making 
the  net  cost  of  schools  to  the  town  a  little  less  than  $73,000. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Bourne : 
Gentlemen : 

The  second  annual  report  of  the  present  superintendent 
of  schools  follows.  This  report  is  his  first  to  cover  a  com- 
plete year.  We  will  comment  first  on  the  progress  made 
under  the  items  discussed  and  recommendations  made  in 
last  year's  report. 

THE  SCHOOL  DAY 

The  length  of  the  school  day  has  not  been  changed  with 
the  exception  of  Monday.  On  Monday  we  have  arranged 
for  a  long  day  starting  our  last  buses  at  4  P.  M.  instead  of 
3  P.  M.  This  has  brought  about  some  complications  and  a 
little  hardship  for  a  few  of  the  children,  but  the  benefits 
gained  by  the  majority  of  the  pupils  seem  to  justify  the 
change.  We  consider  that  this  has  been  a  step  forward. 
On  this  long  school  day  we  have  arranged  intramural  ath- 
letics for  the  girls.  About  once  a  month  we  have  been  able 
to  arrange  for  the  showing  of  the  Yale  Chronicle  History 
Series  of  motion  pictures.  On  Mondays  when  we  do  not 
liave  motion  pictures  we  have  classes  in  instrumental  music. 

THE  SCHOOL  YEAR 

We  have  made  progress  in  getting  a  longer  school  year  in 
our  elementary  schools.  We  added  one  week  to  the  fall 
term  this  year  thus  making  the  present  year  one  of  37 
weeks  instead  of  36.  This  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 
Starting  in  September  1929  we  are  planning  on  38  weeks  in 
the  elementary  schools,  beginning  the  elementary  schools 
one  week  later  than  the  high  school  and  closing  one  week- 
earlier.  We  shall  then  have  our  elementary  school  year 
more  in  keeping  with  that  prevalent  in  the  rest  of  the  State. 
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VACATION  PERIOD 

The  so-called  8  week  system  was  not  adopted  this  year, 
but  we  recommend  that  when  we  start  the  longer  school 
year  of  38  weeks  that  we  then  plan  to  put  it  into  operation. 

VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 

Attention  was  called  in  the  report  of  last  year  to  the 
advisability  of  meeting  the  capabilities,  needs,  interests,  and 
aptitudes  of  more  than  one  type  of  high  school  pupil  and  a 
state  aided  household  arts  department  in  the  high  school 
was  recommended.  In  September  this  department  was 
opened.  From  the  beginning  it  has  proven  a  decided  success. 
We  changed  over  a  storage  place  for  chairs  into  a  room  for 
the  study  of  foods  and  another  room  was  fitted  up  for  the 
study  of  clothing.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  as  a 
teacher  of  this  department  one  who  knew  her  subject  well 
and  who  is  able  to  put  theory  into  practice.  The  girls  of 
this  department  are  securing  a  high  type  of  instruction  and 
are  getting  splendid  preparation  for  meeting  their  respon- 
sibilities in  later  lfe.  A  study  of  the  report  of  the  household 
arts  teacher  will  show  that  this  course  is  much  more  than 
the  mere  cooking  and  sewing  courses  that  often  prevails  in 
many  high  schools. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Coady  and  Mr.  Demers 
greatest  progress  in  the  high  school  has  been  in  the  develop- 
ment of  school  spirit  and  morale.  Boys  and  girls  are  be- 
coming more  and  more  responsive  and  responsible.  They 
are  for  the  most  part  worthy  high  school  students.  Al- 
though the  high  school  last  year  lost  four  able  teachers 
those  who  have  taken  their  places  have  proven  themselves 
not  only  efficient,  hut  have  given  much  of  their  time  and 
energy  to  student  activities.  They  and  the  rest  of  the  facul- 
ty are  interested,  faithful,  and  well  trained  and  a  high  pro- 
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fessional  spirit  characterizes  the  work  of  most  of  them. 
The  principal  is  a  strong  up  to  date  school  man  devoted  to 
his  task  and  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  advance  the  work  of 
the  school.  He  exercises  a  rare  influence  for  good  among 
the  young  people. 

Bourne  High  School  is  graded  as  a  class  A  high  school 
by  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Education  and 
this  year  it  received  from  the  New  England  College  Entrance 
Certificate  Board  a  certificate  good  for  the  next  four  years. 
This  entitled  a  graduate  of  Bourne  High  School,  who  attains 
marks  of  B  or  better,  to  the  certificate  privilege.  This  means 
that  such  a  student  is  accepted  without  examination  at  the 
following  colleges  :  Amherst,  Bates,  Wes.,  Williams,  Boston 
University,  Bowdoin,  Brown,  Clark,  Colby,  Middlebury, 
Tufts,  and  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College.  Not  for- 
getting the  limitations  of  a  small  high  school,  it  can  truth- 
fully be  said  that  any  boy  or  girl  who  has  normal  intelligence 
and  who  is  willing  to  apply  himself  is  well  prepared  to  meet 
the  entrance  requirements  for  any  college.  There  is  no  need 
of  any  parent  in  Bourne  sending  his  child  elsewhere  for 
college  preparation.  Occasionally  a  graduate  of  the  high 
school  is  unsuccessful  in  meeting  the  entrance  requirements 
for  some  college.  This  is  unfortunate  but  it  also  happens  in 
the  very  best  schools  of  the  country  and  we  must  however, 
bear  in  mind  that  by  far  the  large  majority  of  our  graduates 
meet  entrance  requirements  successfully. 

EXTRA  CURRICULA  ACTIVITIES 

The  difficulty  in  establishing  a  program  of  extra  curricula 
activities  was  discussed  in  the  report  of  last  year.  However, 
we  have  attempted  to  inaugurate  such  a  program.  In 
athletics  we  have  had  school  teams  for  the  boys  in  football, 
baseball,  and  basketball  and  for  the  girls  we  have  had  school 
teams  in  baseball,  field-hockey,  and  basketball  and  in  all  of 
the  schools  we  have  had  intramural  teams  in  field-hockey, 
volley  ball,  baseball,  and  basketball.    About  90%  of  the

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upper  grade  pupils  have  participated  in  some  form  of  ath- 
letics. Our  school  teams  have  met  with  success.  The  spirit 
displayed  in  all  of  these  contests  has  been  of  the  best  and 
our  boys  and  girls  are  getting  out  of  athletics  those  desirable 
traits  of  courage,  perserverance,  loyalty,  and  cooperation  so 
necessary  in  a  democracy. 

The  elementary  school  children  in  Sagamore,  put  on  an 
enjoyable  minstrel  show  and  the  Bourne  Grammar  school 
children  had  a  very  fine  entertainment.

The  high  school,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Bowman  put 
on  the  Gypsy  Rover  in  splendid  fashion  and  this  fall  they 
presented  a  three  act  play  "Take  My  Advice"  in  an  able 
manner.  The  latter  was  coached  by  Miss  Tapper,  the  Eng- 
lish teacher. 

Dances  and  school  parties  sponsored  by  the  faculty  have 
proven  worth  while.  At  Christmas  time  a  Christmas  pag- 
eant "The  Nativity"  was  given  by  the  high  school  pupils  at 
the  Bourne  grammar  school  and  over  400  came  to  see  the 
performance.

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Every  year  in  the  schools  of  the  country  more  and  more 
emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  instruction  in  instrumental 
music.  This  is  because  schools  are  attempting  in  this 
manner  to  meet  the  need  for  training  in  the  worthy  use  of 
leisure  time.  In  the  Bourne  grammar  school  we  are  now 
conducting  classes  of  instruction  in  the  violin,  cornet,  saxo- 
phone, banjo,  and  drum.  There  are  40  children  taking  ad- 
vantage of  this  instruction.  The  fee  for  each  lesson  is  twen- 
ty-five cents.  It  is  recommended  that  we  extend  this  system 
of  instrumental  music  instruction  to  the  Sagamore  School. 

All  of  the  above  activities  meant  hours  and  hours  of  work 
beyond  school  hours  for  the  teachers  and  meant  miles  and 
miles  of  walking  for  the  youngsters,  but  the  results  at- 
tained were  well  worth  the  effort.  This  year  we  hope  to 
make  further  extensions  in  our  program  of  extra  curricu- 
lar  activities. 

THE  SCHOOL  LIBRARY 
Although  no  definite  school  library  has  been  established 
in  the  yast  year,  plans  are  made  for  establishing  one  this 
year.  During  the  year  we  have  placed  in  the  high  school 
new  encyclopedias  and  a  few  single  volume  reference  books. 
More  should  be  added  this  year  and  an  item  for  this  purpose 
is  included  in  the  budget  for  1929. 

THRIFT 

Instruction  in  thrift  is  required  by  state  law.  Most  of  the 
teaching  of  this  subject  in  the  schools  of  Bourne  is  inci- 
dental. One  of  the  best  ways  of  teaching  thrift  is  through 
a  school  savings  system.  There  are  many  of  these  in  the 
schools  of  the  country  such  as  duplicate  card,  stamps  vend- 
ing machines,  and  punch  systems.  Mr.  Perry  of  the  Buz- 
zards Bay  savings  bank  has  evolved  a  system  which  is  very 
similar  to  that  of  an  actual  bank.  It  is  recommended  that 
we  place  this  system  in  our  schools  in  order,  not  only  to 
give  training  in  thrift,  but  also  that  we  may  furnish  the 
opportunity  to  some  children  of  having  business  practice  in 
a  real  situation. 
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GUIDANCE 

During  the  last  five  years  perhaps  more  has  been  said  and 
written  about  guidi.  ^ce  than  any  other  subject  in  the  second- 
ary school.  All  thoughtful  teachers  have  in  some  measure 
given  instruction  in  guidance,  but  today  we  recognize  that 
this  mere  chance  handling  of  the  problem  is  insufficient. 
The  school  must  definitely  try  to  discover  the  capacity  and 
abilities  of  each  student  and  endeavor  to  lead  them  into 
activities  that  will  appeal  and  which  they  may  pursue  with 
success  and  profit.  Although  small  schools  may  not  hope 
to  do  as  much  as  the  larger  schools  in  the  matter  of  voca- 
tional guidance,  nevertheless,  they  can  and  should  provide 
some  educational  and  social  guidance.  We  have  made  a 
beginning  in  guidance  in  our  high  school  and  a  more  com- 
plete organization  and  procedure  will  be  established  during 
the  year. 

ENTRANCE  TO  FIRST  GRADE 

By  regulation  of  the  School  Committee  a  child  may  not 
enter  the  first  grade  in  September  unless  he  is  6  yrs.  of  age 
on  or  before  the  following  January  1.  Parents  of  children 
who  are  6  years  of  age  in  January,  February,  and  March 
have  often  asked  that  their  children  be  admitted.  In  a 
matter  of  this  kind  a  rule  applicable  to  all  must  be  main- 
tained. It  often  happens  however,  that  a  child  from,  5  years 
5  months  to  5  years,  8  months  of  age  is  just  as  well  able  to 
carry  on  school  work  as  one  who  is  more  than  5  years,  8 
months  of  age.  In  order  that  we  might  take  some  cog- 
nizance of  this  fact,  the  Stanford  Revision  of  the  Simon 
Rinet  Tests  were  given  to  14  children  5  years,  2  months  to 
5  years,  8  months  of  age  who  presented  themselves  at  a 
clinic  held  in  the  Bourne  Grammar  School  last  August. 
Nine  were  found  to  have  the  intelligence  of  a  5  years,  8 
month  old  child  and  since  all  of  these  were  found  to  be  in 
good  health  and  physically  able,  they  were  permitted  to 
enter.   All  but  two  of  them  are  successfully  doing  the  work 
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of  the  first  grade.  We  therefore  recommend  that  this  same 
procedure  be  followed  this  year  with  the  exception  that  the 
examination  be  confined  to  those  children  between  the  ages 
5  years,  4  months  and  5  years,  8  months. 

BUZZARDS  BAY  SCHOOL 

In  September  17  pupils  entered  the  first  grade  of  the  Buz- 
zards Bay  school.  This  is  the  largest  entering  class  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  Next  September  we  think  that  there 
will  be  just  as  many  ready  to  enter.  In  the  second  grade 
there  will  be  at  least  14,  while  in  the  third  grade  there  will 
be  but  four  pupils.  Since  the  first  two  grades  are  large 
and  the  third  grade  is  so  small  we  recommend  that  the 
third  grade  pupils  be  sent  to  the  Bourne  Grammar  School. 
This  Avill  give  the  teacher  of  the  Buzzards  Bay  School  two 
grades  which  is  a  much  better  situation  than  a  room  with 
three  grades.  It  will  also  help  the  third  grade  pupils  for 
they  will  become  members  of  a  larger  third  grade. 

Further  consolidation  will  depend  upon  the  rapidity  of 
growth  of  the  Buzzards  Bay  section  of  the  Town  and  also 
upon  what  develops  in  the  situation  at  the  Keith  Car  shops 
at  Sagamore. 

CLOSING 

It  takes  considerable  time  for  a  superintendent  in  a  union 
superintendency  to  know  each  of  the  various  towns  in  the 
district.  Under  the  present  arrangement  the  town  of  Bourne 
is  entitled  to  a  little  more  than  one-half  of  the  services  of 
the  superintendent  of  schools,  this  is  a  limited  amount  of 
time  upon  which  to  base  judgments.  Recommendations 
therefore  are  made  with  due  humility.  Good  things  do  not 
just  happen.  We  therefore  thank  all  those  who  have  helped 
to  improve  the  schools  of  Bourne.

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 
OF  BOURNE  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  J.  F.  Peebles, 

Superintendent  of  Bourne  Public  Schools, 
Dear  Sir : 

The  following  is  my  6th  report ;  two  of  which  have  been 
made  to  you  and  four  to  your  predecessor,  Mr.  Whitman. 
The  fact  that  there  may  appear  to  be  a  sameness  in  these 
reports  from  year  to  year  is  necessarily  unavoidable. 

ENROLLMENT 

We  enjoy  the  largest  enrollment  in  the  schools'  history 
this  year.  There  were  one  hundred  forty-four  students  in 
September.  We  lost  nine  of  this  number  so  now  there  are 
136  students  registered.  This  number  is  distributed  in  the 
four  classes  in  the  following  way : — Freshmen — 27  boys,  24 
girls  ;  Sophomores — 14  boys,  24  girls  ;  Juniors — 7  boys,  16 
girls;  Seniors — 11  boys,  12  girls.    One  post  graduate. 

CLASS  OF  1928 

There  were  twenty-nine  pupils  that  graduated  from  the 
high  school  last  year.  This  number  was  composed  of  four- 
teen boys  and  fifteen  girls.  Twelve  of  these  twenty-nine  are 
continuing  their  education  further.  Three  in  college,  three 
in  normal  schools  and  six  in  business  colleges  or  art  schools. 
The  other  fourteen  have  accepted  positions  around  here  or 
are  working  in  some  other  town  or  city. 

Graduates  of  the  School  for  the  last  four  years. 

I  was  in  hopes  to  get  some  reliable  data  on  just  what  the 
graduates  for  the  last  four  years  are  actually  doing.  I  sent 
out  blanks  soliciting  this  information  from  the  parents  of 
these  graduates.     I  regi  et  to  state  that  there  were  not 
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enough  of  these  returned  blanks  to  draw  any  sound  con- 
clusions. I  wanted  to  find  out  whether  the  courses  offered 
in  the  high  school  were  fitting  our  young  people  for  those 
experiences  that  they  will  be  faced  with  in  actual  life. 

I  think  that  one  reason  why  some  of  our  young  people 
are  content  to  discontinue  their  education  after  graduating 
from  high  school  or  before  is  a  lack  of  inspirational  con- 
tacts. If  they  could  see  some  of  the  openings  that  are  avail- 
able in  the  larger  places  for  the  high  school  graduate,  I  know 
they  would  continue  their  education  just  as  long  as  possbile. 

Some  of  the  Innovations  that  the  High  School  Pupils,  are 
now  enjoying. 

HOME  ECONOMICS: 

This  has  been  in  the  curriculum  for  two  years.  I  know 
that  for  a  certain  type  girl  it  is  just  the  kind  of  a  course 
needed.  I  think  that  girls  going  to  Normal  School  should 
consider  this  in  preference  to  the  straight  normal  course. 
There  is  a  greater  demand  for  Home  Economics  teachers 
today  than  there  is  for  the  regular  normal  graduates. 

THE  PHYSICAL  TRAINING  PROGRAM : 

This  also  has  been  a  part  of  the  curriculum  for  two  years. 
It  has  been  enthusiastically  received  by  all  the  students  and 
I  know  of  no  one  factor  that  has  done  more  for  the  school 
than  this. 

SOCIAL  LIFE: 

The  school  has  been  endeavoring  to  provide  the  pupils 
with  an  enriched  program  of  social  activities.  We  have  had 
school  parties  and  dances  thus  far  this  year.  I  am  sure 
that  a  great  many  of  the  parents  had  rather  have  their 
children,  at  one  of  these  socials,  well  supervised,  than  at 
some  non-school  activity. 
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THE  SPIRIT  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

I  can  truthfully  say  that  the  spirit  of  the  school  has  very 
markedly  changed  for  the  better.  I  realize  that  it  is  easy 
to  pick  out  isolated  cases  and  say  that  this  pupil's  action  in 
school  and  out  is  not  all  that  could  be  desired.  I  will  admit 
that  this  is  true.  I  would  however,  like  to  have  the  parents 
know  the  vast  majority  of  the  pupils  as  I  know  them.  I 
don't  think  that  any  high  school  around  here  has  a  better 
spirit  in  its  young  people  than  is  found  in  the  Bourne  High 
School. 

If  I  were  asked  to  suggest  one  important  way  how  to 
still  improve  this  spirit,  I  would  unhesitatingly  say  by  the 
closer  cooperation  of  home  and  school. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

We  should  have  an  athletic  field,  owned  and  maintained  by 
the  Town.  This  field  should  be  near  the  two  schools  that 
they  might  jointly  use  it.  We  should  have  more  money 
with  which  to  buy  library  books.  We  are  getting  away  from 
the  idea  that  all  one  needs,  in  order  to  learn  a  subject  thor- 
oughly, is  a  good  text  book.  Extensive  .outside  reading 
on  most  subjects  is  the  method  recommended  by  all  up  to 
date  educators.  I  don't  think  that  we  are  keeping  ah /east 
of  the  times  in  this  particular  respect. 

In  closing  I  want  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  superin- 
tendent, th  eschool  committee,  the  parents  and  the  public 
for  their  loyal  support.  Let  us  take  as  our  motto  for  our 
school  "A  better  and  a  more  progressive  school  each  year."

REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR 
OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


Mr.  James  F.  Peebles, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Bourne,  Massachusetts. 
My  dear  Mr.  Peebles: 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  hereby  gladly  submit 
my  second  annual  report  as  Director  of  Physical  Education 
in  the  Public  schools  of  Bourne. 

Physical  Education  is  an  essential  part  of  education.  Like 
all  forms  of  education,  it  must  continually  adjust  itself  to 
the  changing  conditions  of  life.  It  should  never  be  an  end 
in  itself,  but  should  always  strive  to  further  the  accepted 
aims  of  general  education.  The  modern  teacher  of  physical 
education  looks  upon  bodily  exercises  as  tools  by  means  of 
which  definite  worthwhile  tendencies  within  the  child  may 
be  developed. 

Physical  Education  is  the  regulated  and  supervised  prac- 
tice of  muscular  exercise  under  conditions  that  tend  to 
promote  the  health  of  the  pupils,  insure  normal  growth,  and 
develop  motor  control. 

The  aims  of  physical  education,  therefore,  are  two-fold, 
namely,  hygienic  and  educational. 

Viewed  as  to  its  physical  effects,  it  produces  health  and 
hardiness.  By  combating  and  alleviating  unhygienic  school 
conditions,  such  as  improper  air  conditions,  incorrect  sit- 
ting and  standing,  long  periods  of  physical  inactvity,  etc.,  it 
increases  health.  It  develops  strength,  and  increases  organic 
vigor.  By  improving  co-ordination  it  promotes  quickness 
and  skill.  It  develops  endurance,  and  produces  beauty  of 
form.  By  combining  strength  and  co-ordination  it  produces 
beauty  of  motion ;  i.  e.,  grace. 
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On  the  educational  side,  physical  education  properly 
given,  develops  a  number  of  specific  habits  such  as  obed- 
ience to  proper  authority,  alert  and  attentive  behavior, 
quick  perception  and  prompt  reaction — all  of  which  will 
prove  useful  in  situations  sufficiently  resembling  those  in 
which  the  habits  were  formed.  In  the  hands  of  a  skillful 
teacher,  physical  education,  especially  in  its  competitive 
forms,  can  be  used  to  develop  ideals  of  self  control,  loyalty 
to  leaders,  "playing  the  game  fairly,"  etc.,  which  can  be 
made  to  function  in  many  extra-school  activities. 

The  physical  education  program  as  it  is  conducted  in 
the  Bourne  Schools,  embraces  the  following  types  of  ex- 
ercise : 

(a)  Exercises  that  develop  prompt  response  to  commands 
(obedience). 

(b)  Exercises  that  develop  initiative  and  skill  (resource- 
fulness). 

(c)  Exercises  that  develop  co-operation  (loyalty,  unsel- 
fishness). 

(d)  Exercises  that  cj'evelop  determination  (leadership). 

(e)  Exercises  that  develop  the  musculature  (improved 
posture). 

The  work  in  the  first  four  grades  consists  of  simple  free 
hand  exercises,  folk  dancing,  games,  etc.  Steps  and  tactics 
have  been  added  to  these  grades  with  the  aim  of  trying  to 
develop  co-ordination  of  the  mind  and  body. 

The  work  in  the  upper  grades  consists  of  setting  up  and 
floor  exercises  of  the  more  difficult  type,  athletic  dancing, 
competitive  games,  etc.  Wand  drills  have  been  added  to 
these  grades  in  an  effort  to  develop  co-ordination.  Children 
have  been  selected  from  each  class  and  they  act  as  leaders 
during  the  physical  education  period. 

The  work  in  the  high  school  is  similar  to  that  of  last 
year,  with  the  exception  of  Indian  Club  drills.  These 
drills  were  added  recently  and  have  created  quite  a  bit  of 
interest  among  the  high  school  pupils.    They  readily  ac- 
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quired  the  knack  of  swinging  the  clubs  and  are  doing  very 
well. 

ATHLETICS 

During  the  fall  season,  field  hockey  was  introduced  as  a 
sport  for  girls  and  according  to  the  interest  shown,  it  is 
here  to  stay.  A  varsity  team  was  organized  and  which 
played  teams  of  other  schools  such  as  Hyannis,  Tabor,  East 
Bridgewater,  etc.  The  girls  played  remarkably  well  for 
their  first  season  and  were  complimented  for  their  good 
sportsmanship  and  fair  play  wherever  they  played.  Field 
hockey  was  also  introduced  to  the  Grammar  School  girls 
for  the  first  time.  Class  teams  were  organized  and  a  league 
was  formed  and  some  very  hotly  contested  games  were 
played.  These  girls  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  school 
spirit  and  sportsmanship. 

Soccer  was  introduced  to  the  Grammar  School  boys  and 
created  quite  a  stir.  Most  of  these  games  were  very  hard 
fought  and  the  championship  was  not  decided  until  the  last 
game.  The  boys  showed  very  good  sportsmanship  and  are 
to  be  complimented  for  their  fine  spirit. 

Intramural  basketball  has  been  started  in  the  high  school 
for  the  first  time  and  877%  of  the  high  school  enrolment 
are  participating  in  these  games.  This  percentage  is  proof 
that  interest  and  athletics  in  the  high  school  are  on  the  up 
grade  and  are  climbing  very  rapidly. 

Varsity  athletics  has  taken  a  strong  hold,  not  only  on 
the  high  school  pupils  but  also  on  the  towns-people  who 
have  shown  their  faith  in  our  boys  and  girls  by  attending 
our  athletic  contests,  both  at  home  and  away.  Greater  in- 
terest has  been  shown  this  year  than  at  any  time  last  year. 

I  have  been  very  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
Miss  Louise  Mills,  Commercial  teacher  in  the  high  school, 
in  assisting  me  in  my  athletic  program  for  girls.  Miss  Mills 
is  a  very  diligent  worker  and  deserves  great  credit  for  the 
manner  in  which  she  has  performed  her  very  noble  work. 
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May  I  suggest,  at  this  time,  that  some  provision  be  made, 
whereby  the  high  school  pupils  be  provided  with  a  gym- 
nasium, locker  and  shower  room,  so  that  their  health  shall 
not  be  impaired.  A  healthy  child  today  means  a  strong, 
healthy  nation  tomorrow. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School  Com- 
mittee, Superintendent  of  Schols,  Principals,  Teachers  and 
those  who  have  co-operated  with  me  in  making  my  work 
here  a  pleasure.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR 
OF  HOME  ECONOMICS 


Bourne,  Massachusetts, 
January  30,  1929. 

Mr.  James  F.  Peebles, 
Supt.  of  Schools, 
Bourne,  Massachusetts. 
My  dear  Mr.  Peebles  : 

As  instructor  of  home  economics  in  the  Bourne  schools,  I 
am  submitting  the  following  brief  survey  of  the  work  of 
this  department  to  be  incorporated  in  your  annual  report 
to  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

Home  economics  work  was  begun  in  the  Bourne  schools 
last  year  with  courses  in  sewing  and  cooking  for  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  and  a  household  arts  course  elective  for 
the  first  year  high  school  girls. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  the  work  was  re-organized 
and  a  vocational  household  arts  department  established  in 
the  high  school  in  compliance  with  the  standards  and  re- 
quirements as  set  up  by  The  Division  of  Vocational  Educa- 
tion of  the  State  which  gives  us  the  benefit  of  state  super- 
vision and  the  use  of  state  funds.  Another  freshman  class 
started,  and  last  year's  class  continued  for  their  second  year, 
each  devoting  a  double  period  daily  to  the  work,  with  two 
days  of  clothing,  two  days  of  foods  and  one  of  home-making 
during  the  week. 

The  work  in  clothing  includes  selection  and  care  of  cloth- 
ing as  well  as  the  actual  construction.  In  addition  to  the 
study  of  food  values  and  cooking,  meal  planning  and  table 
service  are  taught.    Home-making  includes  home  planning 
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and  decoration  and  home  nursing  together  with  the  various 
processes  of  housekeeping. 

In  order  to  meet  the  state  requirements  and  thus  enable 
the  department  to  function  efficiently,  new  equipment  has 
been  procured  and  a  foods  laboratory  established  as  a  sep- 
arate unit  from  the  clothing  room  which  was  formerly  used 
for  both.  This  new  room  and  equipment  has  helped  very 
materially  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  instructor  and 
pupils. 

Since  the  greater  part  of  each  day  is  devoted  to  the  high 
school  department,  the  work  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  has  been  reduced  to  one  lesson  weekly  for  each  of 
these  grades  in  Bourne  and  Sagamore,  one  half  year  being 
given  to  sewing  and  the  other  half  to  cooking. 

The  co-operation  I  have  received  in  carrying  on  the  home 
economics  work  has  been  gratefully  accepted,  and  I  have 
enjoyed  the  contact  with  the  girls  in  the  subjects  which  in 
recent  years  have  gained  recognition  as  an  essential  part 
of  the  elementary  and  secondary  school  program.

It  is  my  aim  to  develop  among  the  Elementary  School 
pupils  a  desire  to  do  solo  or  special  work  and  to  continue 
their  music  work  through  High  School  and  College. 

A  very  interesting  program  of  such  work  was  shown  at 
Graduation  when  a  girls'  sextette,  a  boys'  quartet  and  a 
Cantata,  "The  Childhood  of  Hiawatha"  was  presented. 

The  four  part  singing  or  chorus  music  at  that  High  School 
has  shown  great  progress.    The  High  School  pupils  pre- 
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sented  their  first  Operetta  "The  Gypsy  Rover"  last  Spring 
and  expect  to  present  another  one  this  year  with  greater 
success. 

Their  increased  interest  and  musical  development  was 
displayed  at  Christmas  when  they  presented  the  cantata 
"Nativity."

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Drawing 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  following  is  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Drawing  in  the  Bourne  schools. 

This  year  as  in  former  years  I  have  taught  general  courses 
in  Design  and  Representation,  these  being  the  two  basis 
principles  of  art. 

In  the  first  three  grades,  I  have  specialized  in  paper 
folding  and  cutting  to  teach  the  children  to  follow  directions 
and  relate  familiar  objects  to  standard  shapes  namely : 
square,  circle  and  triangle.  While  in  the  upper  grades  the 
children  have  been  taught  to  apply  both  Designs  and  Repre- 
sentation to  objects  of  every  day  life.  In  this  work  the 
children  made  color  wheels,  surface  designs,  painted  stained 
glass  windows,  pen  wipers,  excellent  nature  drawings  in 
black,  gray  and  white,  also  posters  for  good  health  and 
safety. 

In  the  High  School  I  have  given  a  more  advanced  course 
in  drawing  having  the  pupils  make  practical  use  of  their 
study  of  drawing,  Here  we  have  made  posters,  to  be  used 
for  school  plays,  scenery  for  the  cantata,  lamp  shades, 
leather  tooling  and  lacing.  In  addition  the  students  have 
made  pastel  drawings  of  fruit,  flowers,  etc.,  also  water 
color  and  charcoal  drawings. 

Ofice  more  representative  drawings  were  made  of  sub- 
jects connected  with  the  seasons  and  holidays,  valentines 
for  February  14th,  shields  and  hatchets  for  February  22, 
bunnies,  chickens,  etc.  for  Easter,  cats,  owls  and  masks  for 
Hallow'een,  puritan  scenes  and  turkeys  for  Thanksgiving 
and  for  Christmas  we  made  gifts  to  take  home.  In  this  way 
the  children  have  been  taught  practical  use  of  their  course 
in  art. 
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In  closing  I  again  wish  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude 
and  appreciation  of  the  hearty  cooperation  I  have  received 
from  you,  the  School  Committee,  and  the  teachers  of  the 
Schools  of  the  Town  of  Bourne.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Bourne  for  the.  period  from  September  1,  ! 
1927  to  January  15,  1929,  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro 
visions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.    This  report  ^ 
is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made   to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H. 
Fenton,  Chief  Accountant  of  this  Division.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Bourne 
for  the  period  from  September  1,  1927  to  January  15,  1929, 
and  submit  the  following  report  thereon : 


The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on 
the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  distri- 
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uting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collec- 
ion,  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
.nd  checked  in  detail.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the 
eceipts  were  analyzed  and  checked  by  a  comparison  with 
he  records  in  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
own  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was 
!>aid  into  the  town  treasury. 

The  payments  were  checked  with  the  warrants  approved 
oy  the  selectmen  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse 
own  funds. 

j  The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  proved  with  the 
.mounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on 
ile. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  items  of  expenditure  be  placed 
>n  the  treasury  warrants  approved  by  the  selectmen,  so 
hat  ajl  the  disbursements  made  by  the  treasurer  may  have 
he  proper  authorization  as  required  by  Section  52,  Chap- 
er  41,  General  Laws. 

The  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  an  actual  count,  and 
he  bank  account  was  verified  by  a  reconciliation  with  a 
tatement  furnished  by  the  National  Bank  of  Wareham. 
t  was  found  that  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  treasurer's  office 
.nd  in  the  bank  was  $90.33  in  excess  of  the  balance  called 
or  by  the  treasurer's  cash  book  on  January  17,  1929. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  for  the  levies 
rom  1925  to  1928,  inclusive,  were  examined  and  checked  in 
letail.  In  checking  the  individual  tax  levies,  it  was  found 
hat  collections  had  been  posted  to  the  commitment  list 
)iit  had  not  been  entered  on  the  cash  book,  and  vice  versa, 
hat  in  a  number  of  cases  the  amounts  on  the  cash  book 
liffered  from  those  posted  to  the  commitment  list. 

The  abatements,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the  as- 
essors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  it  was  found 
hat  many  abatements  had  been  posted  to  the  commitment 
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list  without  any  written  authority  of  the  assessors.  Th>t 
detailed  checking  which  was  necessary  in  order  to  locat 
these  discrepancies  consumed  a  great  deal  of  time  and  addetf 
materially  to  the  cost  of  the  audit. 

In  verifying  the  interest  charged  by  the  collector  01 
deferred  taxes,  it  was  noted  that  the  method  employed  by 
the  collector  in  computing  such  interest  did  not  conforn 
with  the  requirements  of  Section  57,  Chapter  59,  Genera 
Laws. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  verified  b)* 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  re-i 
plies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed; 
are  correct. 

A  reconciliation  of  the  collector's  cash  balance  on  Janu- 
ary 15,  1929,  showed  a  deficit  of  $339.55.  This  amount, 
together  with  all  moneys  collected  by  him  to  the  close  of 
February  20,  1929,  was  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  oil' 
February  21,  1929. 

It  is  recommended  that  town  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  ( 
collector  be  kept  separate  from  his  personal  funds  and  bell 
deposited  with  the  town  treasurer  at  least  weekly,  as  re-ij 
quired  by  the  provision  of  Section  2,  Chapter  60  General! 
Laws,  as  amended,  which  reads,  in  part,  as  follows : 

II 

 In  towns,  not  cities,  he  shall,  once  in  each 

week  or  oftener,  pay  over  to  the  town  treasurer 
all  money  received  by  him  during  the  preceding 
week  or  lesser  period  on  account  of  taxes  and 
interest. 

It  is  highly  desirable,  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town, 
that  business-like  methods  be  adopted  by  the  collector  im 
keeping  his  accounts  as  collector  of  taxes. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk's  record  of  appropriations  voted  by  the  town  and  with 
the  transfers  authorized  by  the  finance  committee.    It  was  I 
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noted  that  the  town  voted  to  raise  $50,000  for  state  and 
county  taxes.  Such  a  vote  is  unnecessary,  since  Section  21, 
Chapter  59,  General  Laws,  empowers  the  assessors  to  raise 
the  actual  amount  required  for  such  purposes. 

In  checking  the  appropriations,  it  was  noted  that  a 
single  amount  is  voted  by  the  town  for  the  salaries  and  ex- 
penses of  certain  departments,  the  item  for  expenses  be- 
coming a  part  of  the  salary  and  being  divided  equally  among 
the  members  of  these  departments.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  salaries  of  elective  officials  be  fixed  by  a  vote  of 
the  town  and  specifically  appropriated  for,  and  that  appro- 
priations for  the  expenses  of  all  department  officials  be  pro- 
vided for  separately,  and  expended  only  on  authority  of 
approved  vouchers,  which  should  show  in  detail,  actual  ex- 
penses incurred. 

A  deficit  of  $460.81  was  found  in  the  1925  overlay  ac- 
count which  sum  should  be  raised  in  the  1929  tax  levy,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  of  any  additional  abatements  that 
may  be  granted  by  the  assessors  on  account  of  the  1925 
levy.  Attention  in  this  connection  is  called  to  Section  23, 
Chapter  59.  General  Laws. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  hunting  and  fishing  and  of 
dog  licenses  issued  were  examined,  and  the  payments  to 
the  State  and  county,  respectively,  were  verified  with  the 
receipts  on  file. 

The  records  of  selectmen's  licenses  were  checked,  and  the 
amounts  collected  were  compared  with  the  corresponding 
receipts  shown  on  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  various  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was 
proved  and  the  withdrawals  were  checked  with  the  re- 
ceipts as  shown  in  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  collector,  town  clerk, 
and  constable  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 
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In  addition  to  the  departments  and  accounts  mentioned,  ' 
the  financial  records  of  all  other  departments  receiving  ; 
money  for  the  town  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  | 
the  treasurer's  books. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  reconciliations  J 
of  the  treasurer's  and  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  | 
tax  accounts,  tables  relating  to  the  issuance  of  hunting  and  | 
fishing,  dog,  and  selectmen's  licenses,  together  with  a  j 
balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
as  of  December  31,  1928. 

For  the  courtesies  extended  by  the  various  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  1 
assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  The  Town  of  Bourne : — 

In  last  year's  report  mention  was  made  of  a  petition  file(« 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  (in  conjunction! 
with  the  Town  of  Sandwich)  relative  to  a  reduction  in  thrj 
rates  charged  for  the  domestic  use  of  electric  lights  I  j 
is  a  pleasure  to  note  here  that  such  request  won  favor  witlj 
the  Public  Utilities  and  a  reduction  was  ordered  favorably 
to  the  petitioners.  Other  municipalities  on  the  Cape  hav<» 
since  then  benefitted  by  the  pioneer  work  of  Sandwich  anej 
Bourne. 

1 

While  upon  the  subject  of  electricity  the  Selectmen  migh  t 
report  that  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  R.  R-j 
has  installed  an  electric  signal  at  the  very  dangerous  cross  • 
ing  by  Gray  Gables  Station,  and  have  assured  the  Board  thavl  j 
a  similar  one  will  be  placed  near  the  Pocasset  Depot.  The! 
Selectmen  also  took  up  the  problem  of  having  a  signal  in  j 
stalled  by  the  Monument  Beach  station — but  the  railroad 
claims  that  this  crossing  is  a  private  one  and  the  traffic  oveij 
it  does  not  require  such  a  warning. 

Widening  and  straightening  the  road  leading  from  the 
Cataumet  Station  to  the  Falmouth  Line  was  undertaken  b} 
the  Highway  Surveyor — but  his  work  was  greatly  hamperec 
by  the  attitude  of  some  of  the  abutters.  Mr.  and  Mrsr 
Babb  have  severally  brought  suit  against  the  Town  for  lane 
damages.    Both  cases  are  now  in  the  hands  of  our  attorney 

A  suit  has  been  broug'ht  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass 
to  collect  board  for  patients  in  a  State  Institution,  placec' 
there  by  their  respective  parents,  without  the  consent  oi 
your  Board  of  Public  Welfare.    It  is  a  question  of  the 
validity  of  such  an  act, — and  whether  it  is  justifiable  to  force 
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a  town  to  meet  an  obligation  that  your  duly  appointed 
agents  believe  the  taxpayer  himself  capable  of  sustaining. 
This  is  also  in  the  hands  of  our  attorney. 

Injunction  proceedings  relative  to  the  purchasing  of  two 
fire  engines  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  was  issued 
from  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court — and  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Bourne,  together  with  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  were  authorized  to  take  no  further 
action,  to  sign  no  other  contracts,  nor  purchase  any  fire 
engines  until  ordered  to  do  so  by  said  Court.  The  Select- 
men referred  this  case  to  counsel,  so  that  at  the  hearings 
the  Town's  interests  might  be  defended.  A  return  from  the 
Master,  hearing*  this  Injunction,  is  expected  to  be  received 
about  the  time  this  report  goes  to  the  printers. 

It  is  a  pleasure  in  closing  this  report  to  draw  the  atten- 
tion of  the  tax-payer  to  the  excellent  financial  condition 
of  the  Town  at  the  termination  of  the  present  year.  All 
loans,  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  were  paid  off — and  none 
carried  over  to  embarrass  the  budget  of  1930.  Nearly  $50.- 
000  remains  in  the  treasury  (about  $25,000  as  a  free  sur- 
plus) but — it  would  be  judicious  for  the  voter  to  practice 
strict  economy  in  the  raising  of  appropriations.  It  should 
be  born  in  mind  that  a  large  manufacturng  plant  has  closed 
its  doors  and  many  dependent  upon  it  have  been  forced  out 
of  employment.  Again — the  value  of  such  property — if 
not  in  use — quickly  depreciates — and  a  loss  soon  appears 
upon  the  Assessor's  valuation  books  —  which  naturally 
governs  the  tax  rate.  It  is  a  very  good  time  to  economize 
in  the  expenditures  of  the  Town, — until  the  wheels  of  in- 
dustry once  more  are  set  in  motion — and  the  pay  envelope 
seen  in  circulation.

I  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending- 
Dec.  31st,  1929.    The  usual  normal  growth  was  noted  in 
ill  departments  during  the  past  year.   Although  the  acces- 
sions for  the  year,  including  purchase  and  gifts  amounted 
237  volumes,  the  outstanding  complaint  of  those  who 
sed  the  library  was  that  they  were  unable  to  obtain  the 
equired  books  when  called  for.    An  evidence  of  the  fact 
hat  the  library  is  unable  with  its  present  book  appropria- 
ion  to  buy  sufficient  copies  of  a  new  book  to  meet  the 
ormal  demand  for  it.    The  library  is  glad  however  to  re- 
ort  a  circulation  of  books  and  magazines  for  the  year  of 
4,789. 

The  selection  of  new  books  for  the  library,  aims  to  be 
omprehensive,  ranging  from  art  and  classic  literature,  to 
ociology,  science  and  fiction,  and  including  a  wide  variety 
f  subjects. 

Its  purpose  is  to  interest  the  intelligent  general  reader. 
The  supply  of  children's  books  is  inadequate  and  should 
:     e  increased.    The  annual  children's  book  week  was  observed 
y  a  display  of  books  on  the  reading  room  table. 

This  proved  to  be  a  delightful  innovation,  affording  an 
dmirable  opportunity  to  show  the  best  of  literature  for 
he  children  among  fitting  surroundings.  Particularly  in- 
HJleresting  the  new  set  of  "My  book-house"  proved  to  be. 
L  very  gratifying  attendance  of  observant  visitors  was 
oted.  The  Division  of  Public  Libraries  furnished  to  bor- 
owers  at  our  request,  a  great  many  books  on  all  subjects 
xcept  fiction,  some  of  the  books  being  supplied  from  the 
0  Boston  Public  Library.

JONATHAN  BOURNE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
SAGAMORE  BRANCH 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  annual  report  of  the 
work  accomplished  at  the  Sagamore  branch  library,  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1929. 

The  branch  library  has  been  very  busy  the  past  year, 
and  has  circulated  11,892  books  showing  a  small  increase 
over  last  years  figures  which  were  10,890. 

The  greatest  number  of  books  were  put  out  in  Jan.  1929,i 
when  1,341  were  circulated.  During  the  winter  months  it 
has  been  necessary  to  have  an  assistant.  Miss  Hilder-f 
garde  Morris  helped  with  the  children  for  several  months! 
last  winter  and  this  year  Miss  Marjorie  Palmer  is  helping! 
with  the  detail  work  at  the  desk. 

From  forty  to  seventy  children  spend  their  evenings  at 
the  library.    An  endeavor  is  made  to  assist  them  in  refer- 
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nee  work  and  in  selecting  appropriate  reading.  Educa- 
.-    ional  puzzles  and  drawing  for  the  little  folk  is  under  my 
upervision  and  does  much  for  the  Italian  children  who  are 
n  appreciative  group. 

The  story  book  club  for  children  is  popular  again  this 
ear,  and  includes  the  children  from  grades  3  to  8.  Books 
re  selected  from  a  graded  list  prepared  by  the  state  board 
f  education  are  reviewed  and  the  papers  signed  by  their 
eachers  before  being  presented  at  the  library.  A  small 
ertificate  is  awarded  for  reading  five  books  and  a  pin 
/hich  reads  "I  belong  to  the  library  reading  club"  is  pre- 
ented  the  child  as  a  reward.  Honor  certificates  in  blue  and 

leass 

old  are  awarded  for  reading  20  books.  Five  of  these  must 
e  non-fiction  and  the  names  of  these  books  are  recorded  on 
he  back  of  the  certificate,  thirty-five  pupils  won  the  honor 
-t  ertificates  and  eighty-one,  the  five  book  certificate.  Two 
hildren  won  prizes  awarded  at  the  library  for  reading 
ifty  books  selected  from  this  reading  list.  Fifty  books  were 
oaned  for  this  work  by  the  Division  of  Public  Libraries 
t  the  State  House,  they  also  loaned  books  written  in 
Italian  a  collection  of  books  for  summer  reading  and  any 
ion-fiction  that  was  called  for  that  was  not  available  at  the 
nain  library. 

•     Story  telling  for  children  has  been  conducted  on  every 
Jat.  afternoon  during  the  past  year.    Many  of  the  teachers 
:   iave  assisted  in  this  work  as  have  also  the  parents  and  a 
lumber  of  high  school  girls.  An  adult  reading  club  proved 
rery  successful  last  spring  and  will  be  tried  again  this 
'ear.    Books  were  reviewed   by   Mrs.   Lydia  Brownson, 
-;   Monument  Beach.    Mrs.  Herbert  L.  Chipman,  Sandwich, 
vliss  Amy  Sears,  East  Sandwich,  Mrs.  Charles  Eldridge,

esting talk  on  the  Pre-School  child.    These  meetings  were

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One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  year  which  wfj 
long  be  remembered  by  the  children,  was  the  annual  boij 
week,  which  was  celebrated  the  week  of  Nov.  17.  Tables  I 
children's  books  were  exhibited,  also  posters  representii; 
books  made  by  grades  seven  and  eight,  decorated  thr 
sides  of  the  library  room.   Compositions  on  book  characte 
by  grades  four,  five  and  six  and  bookmarks  by  grades  orl 
two  and  three  were  displayed.    A  doll  show  was  held 
the  library  on  Friday  afternoon  when  over  thirty  do.] 
were  dressed  to  represent  some  book  character  were  el 
hibited  for  a  prize. 

The  prizes  were  awarded  the  following  day,  after  a  sto:j 
telling  hour  about  dolls,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Theresa  Po]i 
teacher  of  grade  one  in  the  local  school.  A  radio  w;{ 
loaned  for  the  week  and  concerts  enjoyed  each  eveninf 
The  book  prizes  for  the  various  contests  were  given  tf 
many  of  the  local  businessmen,  and  several  interests 
friends.

ORDELLO  R.  SWIFT 


The  Town  of  Bourne  has  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in 
:he  death  of  her  veteran  town  clerk  and  treasurer,  Ordello 
3..  Swift,  who  passed  away  at  his  home  in  Bourne  village 
[anuary  7,  1930.  He  had  been  in  failing  health  for  a  long 
:ime,  but  had  attended  to  his  duties,  going  to  his  office  at 
:he  Town  hall  daily  until  about  three  weeks  before  his 
leath,  when  he  was  obliged  to  remain  at  home.  The  cause 
)f  death  was  hardening  of  the  arteries. 

Mr.  Swift  was  born  in  the  village  of  Monument,  then  a 
>art  of  Sandwich,  August  7,  1847,  the  son  of  Ellis  M.  and 
Betsey  (Sears)  Swift.  He  attended  the  town  schools  and 
ater  a  business  school  in  Providence.  With  the  exception 
>f  a  short  time  in  New  Bedford,  his  entire  life  was  spent 
n  his  native  village,  and  for  many  years  he  conducted  a 
general  store.  For  25  years  he  was  postmaster  at  Bourne, 
ieing  succeeded  by  his  daughter,  Miss  Margaret  Swift.  In 
885,  when  the  town  of  Bourne  was  entering  upon  its  sec- 
ond year  as  a  municipality,  he  was  chosen  town  clerk  and 
reasurer,  and  has  served  most  efficiently  since  that  time, 

record  in  public  office  seldom  equaled. 

No  one  could  be  more  missed  in  the  community  and 
own  than  Mr.  Swift.

Report  of  Inspector  of  Animals 


i'o  the  Selectmen  of  Bourne. 
|  Gentlemen : — 

I  Your  Inspector  of  Live  Animals  submits  the  following 
report.  All  of  the  Neat  Cattle  were  examined  during  the 
jionths  of  February  and  March  of  1929.  With  few  excep- 
tions all  were  found  in  good  condition,  those  showing 
jigns  of  off  condition  were  reported  to  the  Division  of  An- 
rnal  Industry  and  were  later  examined  by  a  Veterinarian 
Ind  properly  treated. 

;  In  the  summer  all  cattle  in  the  town  were  tested  by 
iruberculin  and  with  but  one  reaction.  A  retest  ninety  days 
later  found  a  clean  list.  A  statute  law  now  provides  that 
jio  untested  animals  may  be  brought  into  Barnstable 
County.  Thus  we  feel  that  the  citizens  are  fully  protected 
In  their  milk  food.  But  two  quarantines  were  required  up- 
on reports  of  dog  bites  during  the  year.  Several  imports 
pf  registered  cattle  were  inspected,  quarantined  and  re- 
leased with  clean  bills.  Cattle  owners  are  interested  and 
jco-operative  in  carrying  out  the  requirements  of  the 
Division  of  Animal  Industry  which  is  very  encouraging.

■  o  the  Selectmen  : 

I  The  report  of  the  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Health  is 
jubmitted. 

|  The  sanitary  department  has  an  exceedingly  difficult 
Jroblem   in   the   disposal   of   household   and  commercial 
</aste.    The  new  dump  at  Cataumet  has  provided  a  satis- 
actory  place  for  that  section.    The  Pocasset  dump  has 
Been  improved  and  can  be  kept  so  at  no  great  expense.  A 
I'ublic  dump  at  Monument  Beach  is  much  needed.  The 
Joint  committee  of  last  year  recommended  a  most  desira- 
ble location  which  for  accessibility  and  with  few  objection- 
J.ble  features  could  not  be  excelled,  and  although  this  prop- 
Isition  was  turned  down  by  the  voters  at  the  March  meet- 
ing, we  still  believe  that  it  should  be  taken  for  that  purpose 
nd  so  recommend. 

I  The  dump  at  Buzzards  Bay  should  be  relocated  farther 
Iway  from  the  village.  Notwithstanding  constant  care 
Ivith  frequent  burning  it  is  very  difficult  to  keep  it  sani- 
tary, also  the  smoke  is  offensive  to  the  nearby  dwellers. 

Regulations  governing  dumping  automobiles  should  be 
bassed  and  a  place  provided  for  their  disposal. 

Your  committee  recommends  a  location  on  the  woods 
jroad  leading  into  the  "new  way"  road  toward  Bournedale, 
j.aking  area  sufficiently  large  to  be  used  for  all  dumping 
purposes.

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veport  of  the  Planning  Board  to  the 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne 


The  Planning  Board  elected  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
eld  in  March  1929,  submits  the  following  report  and  recom- 
lendations. 

The  Board  has  had  a  considerabe  number  of  different 
nprovements  under  consideration  this  past  year. 
The  main  problems  have  been  highways,  fish  houses  and 
athing  beaches. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  purchase  property  at 
uzzards  Bay  for  a  bathing  beach  without  delay.  Also 
hat  the  existing  sheds  at  the  landing  at  Buzzards  Bay  be 
emoved  and  replaced   by   modern   attractive   building  that 
ill  be  a  credit  to  the  fishing  industry  of  our  town. 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  obtain  additional  bath- 
ig  beaches  each  year  in  parts  of  the  town  that  do  not  have 
dequate  beaches  at  present. 
It  is  also  the  intention  of  the  board,  if  the  bill  before  the 
egislature  to  allow  the  town  to  erect  fish  houses  is  passed, 
o  be  able  to  place  fish  houses  in  other  parts  of  the  town 
vhere  needed.    We  must  keep  our  shore  line  clean  and 
••;/.  .ttractive  if  we  wish  to  have  increasing  numbers  of  sum- 
ner  visitors. 

Town  wharves  in  various  parts  of  the  town  have  been 
liscussed  and  the  Board  intends  to  take  action  this  coming 
ear  on  a  town  wharf  in  the  town  probably  at  Monument 
Beach  due  to  the  fact  that  a  considerable  number  of  boats 
ise  this  harbor,  both  transient  yachtsmen  and  local  owners. 

The  highway  problem  has  been  given  careful  considera- 
ion  and  several  inexpensive  improvements  have  been  sub- 
mitted for  your  action  at  the  1930  Town  Meeting.  These 


120 


improvements  are  mainly  in  the  shape  of  removing  hazarc! 
ous  conditions  at  various  corners  in  the  town. 

Much  thought  has  been  given  to  the  proposed  Mid-Cap- 
Highway  and  the  effect  it  will  have  on  our  town.  In  con 
sidering  this  question,  we  have  kept  our  village  life  upper* 
most  in  our  minds.  The  villages  of  Cape  Cod  have  man;, 
unique  and  desirable  qualities.  In  many  respects  they  con 
trast  favorably  with  villages  in  other  parts  of  the  countr; 
and  bear,  in  some  respects,  likeness  to  the  villages  of  Eng 
land  which  are  probably  the  most  beautiful  in  the  world 
The  outsider  when  he  approaches  New  England  villages  i 
impressed  by  the  beauty  of  the  roadside  scenery,  the  quiei 
village  streets  arched  with  elms  and  lined  with  attractiv< 
homes.  It  is  these  characteristics  plus  the  climate,  the  hill: 
and  the  waterfronts  of  Cape  Cod,  which  is  bringing  increase 
ing  numbers  of  American  people  to  spend  their  summers  01 
good  Cape  Cod. 

Before  the  coming  of  the  automobile,  Massachusetts  wa: 
beginning  the  development  of  an  efficient  highway  system 
These  main  highways  naturally  tied  in  with  existing  roads! 
in  fact,  consist  largely  of  merely  improved  roads.  Villag* 
main  streets  were  used  the  same  as  country  highways.  Trm 
Avas  alright  in  the  day  of  the  horse  and  carriage  but  where  it 
means  anywhere  from  500  to  1500  automobiles  per  houn 
busses,  trucks,  and  trailers  it  is  an  entirely  different  problem. 

The  highway  authorities  and  the  unthinking  public  workj 
on  the  assumption  that  it  is  too  expensive  to  build  new 
highways.  If  the  people  would  think  the  matter  through, 
they  would  see  that  in  the  end  we  cannot  afford  not  to 
build  new  highways.  Every  village  should  be  by-passed* 
by  the  main  highway  and  such  highways  should  have  spur; 
roads  leading  into  the  village  centers.  If  this  is  not  done, 
the  villages  will  be  ruined,  their  elms  cut  down,  their  homes) 
rendered  uninhabitable,  and  the  expense  of  re-establishing 
village  life  will  be  greater  and  will  extend  over  a  much; 
longer  period  of  time. 
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If  we  do  not  save  our  villages,  we  will  have  to  re-establish 
hem  in  new  locations,  or  go  without  them.  If  we  go  with- 
mt  them,  Cape  Cod  will  no  longer  be  Cape  Cod  as  we  have 
:nown  it.  It  will  be  killing  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden 
gg.  As  to  re-establishing  these  village  centers,  it  is  prac- 
ically  impossible.  The  village  centers  have  largely  devel- 
iped  where  they  ought  to  be. 

The  main  place  for  a  Cape  Cod  village  is  on  the  water 
ront.  There  are  other  attractive  villages  more  inland  but 
hey  lack  some  of  the  characteristics  of  our  waterfront 
"ape  Cod  villages.  The  present  system  of  highway  develop- 
nent  on  the  Cape  will  ruin  all  the  villages,  waterfront  and 
nland.  This  destruction  is  already  g*oing  on.  It  has  been 
o  gradual  that  people  have  been  slow  to  see  it.  Much  of 
t  has  been  done  in  the  name  of  "progress  and  development." 
R.uin  these  Cape  villages  and  what  will  be  the  results  as  far 
is  they  affect  the  permanent  residents  of  Cape  Cod,  and, 
f  these  are  substantially  driven  out,  what  will  be  the  effects 
)n  the  summer  residents  of  Cape  Cod? 


The  obvious  solution  for  Cape  Cod  is  an  almost  entirely 
lew  main  highway  cutting  thru  the  town  of  Bourne  in  the 
east  destructive  wTay  and  then  following  the  main  back- 
)one  of  the  Cape,  at  any  rate  as  far  as  Orleans.  Such  a 
nain  highway  with  a  proper  branch  following  the  main  base 
}f  the  highlands  south  through  Bourne  and  Falmouth  with 
pur-roads,  already  largely  in  existence,  leading  to  the  viE- 
age  centers,  would  save  our  village  streets  for  village  life 
hich.is  largely  the  life  of  Cape  Cod. 


This  is  only  but  a  hasty  peep  into  the  subject.  Involved 
n  it  are  numerous  aspects  not  here  mentioned.  It  is  high 
time  for  the  citizens  of  the  Cape  to  think  this  matter  over 
and  to  make  up  their  minds  what  they  are  going  to  do. 
Things  in  this  direction  are  taking  place  most  every  day  and 
almost  universally  they  have  injurious  qualities. 
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At  this  time  The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  Th  j 
Board  of  Selectmen,  The  Bourne  Chamber  of  Commerc  j 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  co-operation.  Th  \

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  PROPAGATION 
AND  CONSERVATION  OF  THE  SHELLFISH 


;To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  last 
(Town  Meeting,  March  1929  submits  the  following  report 
;and  recommendations. 

\    This  Committee  with  the  assistance  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  have  endeavored  to  bring  to  a  successful  close 

j  the  plan  of  action  recoutmended  by  the  Bourne  Fisher- 

I  men's  Association. 

The  plan  mentioned  above  is  namely :  Propagation  and 
Conservation  of  shellfish  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town, 

i  state  and  summer  residents.   This  being  a  new  venture  we 

|  feel  that  some  explanations  should  be  made. 

;    The  Committee  has  made  a  careful  study  of  the  situation 

i  and  find  from  a  financial  standpoint  that  it  is  an  industry 

I  the  Town  should  interest  itself  in. 

The  scallop  fishing  has  brought  $49,230.00  into  the  Town 
this  past  season  and  by  propagation  and  conservation  could 
be  made  more  profitable.  By  propagation  we  mean  to 
transplant  scallop  seed,  that  has  caught  in  shoal  water,  to 
deep  water  where  it  will  attain  its  growth  by  having  better 
feed  and  protection  from  freezing.  There  have  been  hun- 
dreds of  bushels  lost  every  year,  due  to  freezing. 

The  starfish,  worst  enemy  of  both  scallops  and  oysters, 
have  been  ably  taken  care  of  this  season  by  the  fishermen, 
who  brought  in  all  they  caught  while  fishing  scallops. 

The  quahog  seed  was  purchased  from  certified  grounds 
and  planted  in  three  areas  of  the  Town  waters.  These 
areas  were  posted  and  closed  to  fishing  in  order  to  seed  the 
shores  for  future  seasons.  Clams  and  quahogs  have  netted 
$4,504.00  this  past  year. 
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A  moderately  sized  set  of  oyster  seed  was  found,  so  situ  ! 
ated  that  their  growth  was  being  hampered.    It  was  de-|j 
cided  by  the  Committee  to  move  as  much  as  possible  to  a 
better  location.    The  Board  of  Selectmen  proceeded  to  dc;; 
this  at  a  very  small  cost  to  the  Town. 

By  Conservation,  we  mean  strict  adherence  to  the  rules 
and  regulations,  of  the  State  and  Town,  governing  the  M 
amount  and  size  of  the  shellfish  to  be  taken  from  thej 
waters.  The  fact  that  an  officer  to  patrol  the  shores  isl 
very  essential  has  been  proven  by  the  experiment  of  the  I 
past  year.  This  Committee  recommends  that  an  officer  bet 
maintained  yearly  for  this  duty.

Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Committee : 

There  follows  the  third  annual  report  of  the  preset 
superintendent  of  schools.  It  is  indeed  with  pleasure  th; 
I  submit  this  report  because  during  each  of  the  three  yeai 
there  has  been  steady  growth  and  progress  in  the  educ; 
tional  activities  of  the  town  of  Bourne,  and  because  this  hz\ 
been  particularly  true  during  the  past  year.  This  can  t 
better  understood  by  the  perusal  of  this  report  and  thos 
that  follow  it. 

For  the  past  two  years,  we  have  urged  further  consol 
dation  of  the  schools  of  Bourne.  There  are  at  present  thre 
one-room  rural  schools.  It  is  hard  to  justify  their  exi: 
tence.  In  September  of  this  year  some  progress  towar 
consolidation  was  brought  about  when  the  third  grade  i 
the  Buzzards  Bay  school  was  discontinued  and  the  childre 
transported  to  the  central  school  at  Bourne.  This  leave 
but  two  grades  in  the  Buzzards  Bay  school  consisting  of  2 
pupils.  The  other  two  rural  schools  situated  at  Monumet 
Beach  and  Cataumet  have  four  grades  to  a  teacher,  a  stag 
in  education  that  has  almost  gone  by.  A  petition  from  tr 
parents  of  the  Pocasset  pupils  attending  the  Cataum( 
school  has  been  received.  This  petition  requests  tr 
school  committee  to  transport  their  children  to  the  coir 
solidated  school  at  Bourne.  A  like  petition  has  been  f( 
ceived  from  Cataumet  parents  who  wish  to  have  their  chij; 
dren  also  transported  to  Bourne.  Since  every  request  b 
parents  for  attendance  at  a  consolidated  school  has  bee 
granted,  this  one  ought  also  to  be  granted.  Parents  of  tr 
pupils  attending  the  Monument  Beach  school  have  alsi 
asked  to  have  their  children  brought  to  the  Bourne  schoi 
and  their  request  should  also  be  granted.    If  these  pupil 
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j.re  brought  to  Bourne,  we  can  improve  the  conditions  in 
II his  school  also,  for  instead  of  six  teachers  with  eight 
grades,  we  can  have  eight  grades  and  eight  teachers  or  a 
i^rade  to  a  teacher.  If  these  pupils  are  brought  to  Bourne, 
(ptimates  for  next  year  would  indicate  that  there  would  be 
K5  in  grade  one,  29  in  grade  two.  35  in  grade  three,  and  24 
In  grade  four. 

The  heating  plan  in  the  high  school  consists  of  three 
lot  air  furnaces  and  one  steam  boiler.  These  are  all  nearly 
hirty  years  old  and  cracks  are  beginning  to  appear  that 
)ermit  coal  gas  to  get  into  the  heat  ducts.  These  heat 
inits  may  last  three  or  four  years  longer  by  taking  care 
)f  some  repairs  or  they  may  go  at  any  time.  It  would 
;eem  wise  not  to  spend  a  considerable  sum  of  money  in 
"epairing  them,  when  their  life  is  so  short.  A  better  plan 
s  one  that  the  school  committee  has  been  considering  for 
wo  or  three  years,  namely,  a  centralized  heating  plant.  A 
leating  plant  of  this  type  would  save  several  hundred  dol- 
ars  on  the  coal  bill.  The  new  Henry  T.  Wing  Schoool  at 
Sandwich  which  has  a  centralized  heating  plant  uses  about 
X)  tons  of  Buckwheat  coal  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $800. 
This  building  is  much  larger  than  the  Bourne  high  school, 
laving  thirteen  class  rooms,  an  assembly  hall,  cafeteria, 
md  an  auditorium.  Bourne  high  school  has  seven  class 
"ooms  and  a  study  hall,  yet,  to  heat  it  requires  100  tons  of 
.arge  size  anthracite  coal  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $1400. 
-t  would  seem  to  be  a  matter  of  economy  to  centralize  the 
leating  plant  at  this  school. 

Such  a  centralized  plant  would  permit  the  division  of 
the  larger  class  rooms  into  two  units  whenever  necessary. 
Dne  such  division  is  needed  this  year.  If  the  room  in  the 
lortheast  corner  should  be  divided,  one  part  could  be  made 
over  into  a  superintendent's  office  and  committee  room  and 
the  other  part  for  a  commercial  room.  The  household 
irts  room  could  then  be  placed  in  what  is  now  the  office  of 
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the  superintendent  of  schools.  This  would  do  away  witlji 
the  necessity  of  having  the  girls  of  this  department  travel  m 
ling  back  and  forth  from  the  high  school  to  the  Bourn<j| 
grammar  school  two  or  three  times  a  day. 

Regardless  of  the  merits  of  single  salary  schedule,  th(ll 
fact  remains  that  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  makes  ill 
necessary  to  pay  more  for  services  of  a  male  teacher  thaijl 
those  of  a  woman  teacher.  This  year  we  replaced  a  womarjl. 
teacher  of  French  for  a  male  teacher.  This  change  is  conjj 
sidered  valuable  since  one  of  the  weaknesses  of  secondar}*! 
schools,  particularly  in  the  smaller  high  schools,  has  beeiffl 
the  lack  of  male  teachers.  It  is  recommended  that  th<|l 
extra  money  needed  to  employ  a  male  teacher  be  provid  jl 
ed  in  the  budget. 

One  of  the  cardinal  principles  of  education  is  character! 
training.  This  training  is  perhaps  better  taught  by  thejl 
practice  of  good  conduct  than  by  the  study  of  theories  olH 
behavior ;  therefore  many  opportunities  for  character  de-B 
velopment  are  provided.  Probably  the  activities  that  dcji 
much  to  develop  worthy  character  traits  are  games  anc  1 
athletics.  Effort  is  made  to  interest  every  pupil  in  somen 
form  of  play  and  to  a  large  degree  this  is  accomplished  irjl 
our  schools.  The  regular  physical  educational  program  noijl 
only  schedules  physical  exercises,  but  games.  In  this  pro- 1 
gram  there  are  games  for  the  pupils  of  all  grades.  Ir  1 
the  middle  and  upper  grades  and  in  the  high  school  then|j 
is  a  year  round  program  of  intramural  athletics  in  which! 
most  of  the  students  participate.  The  school  in  additiorjl 
carries  on  interscholastic  competition  in  football,  basket-jl 
ball,  and  baseball.  Of  course,  the  major  purpose  of  all  thiifl 
is  the  development  of  health,  but  almost  on  a  par  with  thai  I 
aim  is  the  aim  of  character  training,  and  there  is  evidenccw 
that  these  aims  are  being  accomplished.  Our  boys  anci 
girls  are  developing  good  health  as  well  as  judgment,  self -i 
reliance,  self-control,  cooperation,  tolerance,  fair  play,  anc 
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any  other  desirable  attributes.  In  interscholastic  play 
ourne  tries  her  best  to  win,  and  only  fair  means  are  em- 
oyed.  Many  victories  have  come  to  Bourne  in  all 
•anches  of  sport,  but  whether  as  victor  or  vanquished, 
ir  boys  and  girls  have  earned  a  fine  reputation  for  good 
•ortsmanship.  As  further  evidence  of  the  value  of  this 
aining  the  following  is  submitted :  A  visitor  to  the  school 
iked  to  see  the  dressing  rooms  for  athletic  teams.  He 
as  conducted  to  the  two  makeshift  rooms  in  the  attic  of 
le  Bourne  Grammar  school.  He  then  remarked  on  the 
.ct  that  the  walls  of  these  rooms  were  not  only  free  from 
3scene  words,  but  there  was  not  even  a  name  or  initial 
arked  upon  them.  Valuable  training  for  character  de- 
dopment  and  citizenship  is  provided  by  the  Student  Coun- 
1  which  has  been  recently  organized  at  the  high  school, 
his  may  readily  be  seen  by  reading  the  following  from  the 
institution  of  this  organization :

This  Student  Council  provides  training  for  leadership  as

he  assembly  programs  at  the  high  school  are  also  pro-

viding  training  for  character.  Once  a  week  a  group  11 
pupils  put  on  an  assembly  program  for  the  whole  schodl 
and  the  programs  are  of  such  type  that  their  presentatk  J 
gives  the  student  body  a  desire  for  good  things.  Oth  tl 
student  activities  such  as  the  orchestra,  glee  club,  dramat  J 
club,  athletic  association,  mag'azine  staff,  and  operetll 
groups  provide  training  for  the  right  use  of  leisure  tintl 
as  well  as  for  the  development  of  character  and  good  citjl 
zenship. 

In  order  to  get  from  the  village  part  of  Sagamore  ijif 
the  school,  it  is  necessary  to  cross  the  bridge.    This  h?|| 
been  a  severe  ordeal  for  the  younger  children,  particular!  I 
on  stormy  or  windy  days.    The  bridge  gets  the  full  sweejj 
of  most  storms  and  travelling  it  by  young  children  has  nojli 
only  been  arduous,  but  dangerous.    The  school  departmeiflj 
is  trying  an  experiment  for  the  three  winter  months  (3 
January,  February,  and  March.    All  primary  children  ar; 
being-  brought  to  the  school  mornings  and  returned  to  the: 
homes  in  the  afternoon.    The  cost  involved  is  very  littl 
and  we  hope  the  experiment  will  prove  a  success. 

Parents  are  urged  to  cooperate  with  the  school  depart 
ment  in  the  matter  of  long  school  day  on  Monday.  A] 
ready  we  have  found  it  to  be  a  decided  asset  and  its  purpos 
may  best  be  expressed  by  quoting-  from  a  recent  bulleti 
sent  to  the  teachers : 

"One  of  the  main  reasons  for  establishing  a  long  school 
day  was  to  make  sure  that  teachers  had  an  opportunit; 
to  help  those  pupils  who  needed  special  assistance  in  theij 
work.  My  observation  leads  me  to  believe  that  all  teacher 
are  not  making  the  most  of  this  opportunity.  Most  an; 
teacher  will  help  a  child  who  asks  for  assistance,  but  th 
good  teacher  sees  to  it  that  those  children  who  need  helf 
get  it. 

All  students  receiving  D  and  a  great  many  receiving  ( 
should  be  called  back  on  Monday  afternoons  for  special  help 
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A  wise  use  of  the  opportunity  provided  in  the  long  school 
ay  will  make  the  child  more  proficient  and  the  teacher 
lore  successful." 

Last  year  particular  stress  was  placed  on  improving  the 
vriting  of  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  first  eight  grades  and 
nuch  was  accomplished.  This  year  this  emphasis  is  con- 
inued  and  our  new  point  of  emphasis  for  the  present  school 
rear  is  on  reading,  particularly  silent  reading.  We  have 
:hosen  this  subject  because  silent  reading  ability  is  the  basis 
>f  success  in  most  school  subjects  as  well  as  in  fields  of 
mdeavor  after  graduation.  Pupils  have  been  given  the 
>angren  Woody  tests  for  reading.  These  tests  are  diag- 
lostic  and  a  pupil's  power  in  various  reading  skills  is  meas- 
ured and  diagnosed.  The  skills  tested  are  vocabulary 
knowledge,  skill  in  following  details,  skill  in  getting  the 
pentral  thought,  skill  in  organizing*  material,  skill  in  getting 
:he  general  impression,  skill  in  getting  detail  and  rate  of 
Reading.  Every  pupil  is  trying  to  improve  his  power  in  the 
1/arious  skills  and  to  overcome  his  own  disabilities.  Teach- 
ers are  charged  with  the  responsibilities  of  guiding  and 
training  the  pupil  in  such  a  way  that  he  may  improve.  In 
(May  another  form  of  the  test  will  be  given  and  we  believe 
that  the  pupils  will  show  marked  improvement  in  reading. 

In  September  the  Bourne  elementary  schools  were  placed 
>n  a  38  week  school  year  basis.  This  is  without  question 
fa  progressive  step  and  the  work  of  the  school  year  will  be 
(accomplished  with  less  strain.  We  are  trying  in  connec- 
tion with  this  38  week  school  year  the  so-called  eight  week 
system  of  vacations.  This  system  means  that  starting  in 
January  there  will  be  eight  weeks  of  school,  a  vacation 
week,  eight  weeks  of  school  and  another  vacation  and  then 
the  final  eight  weeks  of  schools.  The  time  of  these  vaca- 
tions may  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  school  calendar. 

During  the  year  a  play  area  has  been  developed  behind 
the  high  school.    Nearly  an  acre  of  land  has  been  cleared. 
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rolled,  and  somewhat  levelled.  This  area  has  been  a  greaif 
assistance  to  our  physical  educational  department  as  it  haJ 
permitted  the  playing  of  some  team  games  so  necessarfl 
to  young  people  of  high  school  age.  This  area  shouhi 
be  increased  and  a  little  something  done  to  improve  i 
each  year.  In  four  or  five  years  there  would  be  a  pla}| 
ground  capable  of  taking  care  of  the  intramural  athletic:  1 
of  the  high  school. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  loading  and  disl 
charge  of  bus  pupils  at  the  high  school  that  provides  much 
more  safety  than  formerly.  The  hard  surface  on  Cotuii 
Avenue  has  been  extended  and  a  turning  area  for  the  | 
buses  has  been  made  on  the  road  behind  the  high  school  [ 
This  arrangement  takes  the  buses  off  the  main  street  and  wel 
believe  is  has  removed  a  source  of  danger. 

The  teaching  of  instrumental  music  in  our  schools  which* 
was  started  last  year  has  been  continued  and  the  mistakes) 
of  last  year  corrected  so  that  we  are  now  able  to  makef 
good  progress.  Once  a  week  there  is  group  instruction) 
for  the  violin,  piano,  clarinet,  saxophone,  cornet,  trombone,1 
and  drum.  A  school  orchestra  has  been  organized  for  the 
advanced  pupils  and  very  soon  they  will  play  sufficiently! 
well  to  be  of  considerable  value  for  school  functions.  Our 
pupils  have  been  free  to  make  their  own  choice  of  in- 
struments with  little  effort  on  the  part  of  teachers  to  guide 
them.  In  order  to  secure  a  proper  balance  in  the  orchestra 
it  is  necessary  that  there  be  bass  instruments.  It  may  be 
necessary  for  the  school  to  purchase  a  few  of  the  larger 
instruments  for  school  use.  This  practice  is  followed  in 
many  places.  Cooperation  of  the  parents  in  the  matter  of 
regularity  of  practice  is  urged.  With  such  cooperation, 
there  is  little  question  but  that  decided  progress  in  instru- 
mental music  will  come  about.  All  pupils  who  have  musical 
ability  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  develop  it.  The 
joy  that  comes  to  a  person  who  can  play  a  musical  instru- 
ment is  of  great  value  in  training  him  for  proper  use  of 
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isure  time.  Some  pupils  with  ability  can  not  afford  to 
iv  $.25  a  week  per  lesson.  Nevertheless  we  ought  to  in 
)me  manner  provide  for  their  instruction.  Falmouth,  Hy- 
mis,  Fairhaven,  and  many  other  towns  employ  a  teacher 
>r  instrumental  music.  The  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
ourne  ought  also  to  have  the  services,  at  least  for  part 
me,  of  an  instrumental  music  teacher. 
The  school  savings  banks  established  during  the  past 
?ar  have  proven  very  successful.  Many  of  the  pupils 
re  forming  a  regular  habit  of  saving.  Each  week  on  bank 
ly  they  make  a  deposit.  This  habit  is  a  worthy  one  and 
:achers  and  parents  should  do  all  they  can  to  foster  it.  We 
re  disappointed  to  find  that  the  high  school  pupils  do  not 
3  as  well  as  the  grammar  school  pupils  in  the  matter  of 
iving.  Of  course,  there  are  many  demands  for  money  that 
le  high  school  pupil  has  to  meet,  yet  this  valuable  funda- 
tental  habit  for  success  should  be  established.  We  there- 
)re  hope  that  more  high  school  pupils  will  make  use  of  the 
:hool  bank.  _ 

"WHY  DO  SCHOOLS  COST  SO  MUCH?" 
|In  reflecting  on  increased  school  costs  in  recent  years, 
Dnsideration  should  be  given  to  other  items  besides  the 
ecreased  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  and  the  increased 
:hool  enrolment.  These  and  similar  items  do  not  tell' the 
'hole  story. 

"Our  schools  have  become  veritable  "Shock-absorbers'* 
l  that  they  have  been  forced  to  assume  many  activities  far 
emote  from  the  early  conception  of  school  functions. 

"They  have  developed  into  sensitive  instruments  record- 
lg  our  social  and  economic  tendencies,  accurately  reflect- 
ig  the  peoples'  changing  habits,  tastes  and  needs.  Step  by 
tep  they  have  added  to  their  scholastic  labors  varying 
unctions,  a  partial  enumeration  of  which  will  serve  to  illu- 
trate  the  part  they  play  in  our  everyday  lives. 

"The  schools  responded  with  recreational  facilities  when 
hese  were  found  necessary  as  a  vent  for  the  excess  of 


youthful  energy  and  leisure.  When  adults  courted  simila 
privileges,  school  community  centers  came  into  existence 

"The  moral  development  of  youth  being  everybody' 
concern,  the  schools,  therefore,  must  supply  character  train 
ing  and  teach  ethics. 

"It  is  emphasized  that  discipline  has  disappeared  fron 
the  home,  so  the  schools  are  turned  to  for  the  fostering  o 
respect  for  law  and  order.  Where  physical  welfare  is  ne 
glected,  the  schools  must  safeguard  health  by  assuming 
medical  supervision  of  the  pupils  ;  since  many  short-coming:] 
are  traceable  to  defective  teeth,  schools  must  have  dental 
clinics. 

"There  is  a  wide  variety  of  talent  amongst  pupils,  there 
fore  the  schools  must  attempt,  individual  instruction;  the} 
must  discover  and  satisfy  individual  inclinations  and  in- 
terests. A  school  of  one  thousand  children  touches  fiv< 
hundred  homes  at  their  most  sensitive  point,  hence  eacl 
child  must  be  schooled  as  if  he  were  the  sole  object  oi 
education. 

"Boys  and  girls  must  be  prepared  for  gainful  occupa- 
tions, hence  Vocational  Training.  Girls  are  seldom  taugfr 
sewing  and  cooking  in  the  home,  so  the  schools  provide  i 
Domestic  Art  Department.  There  boys  must  be  kept  close 
to  the  farm,  Agriculture  must  be  taught. 

"As  High  School  pupils  vary  in  personal  choice  of  college 
admission  requirements  of  diverse  institutions  have  to  be! 
met.  The  schools  are  required  not  only  to  give  intensive 
training  to  prepare  pupils  for  their  colleges  but  at  the  same 
time  give  general  training  for  those  planning  otherwise. 

"Methods  of  instructions  and  subject  matter  are  constant- 
ly changing,  making  it  imperative  for  instructors  and  school 
executives  to  devote  a  goodly  portion  of  their  out-of-schooK 
time  to  study,  to  keep  abreast  of  these  changes. 

"A  multiplicity  of  special  weeks  have  become  a  part  of  thej 
school  program,  such  as  "Safety  First  Week,"  "Fire  Pre- 
vention Week/'  "Accident  Prevention  Week,"  "Cleanup 
Week,"  all  of  which,  with  many  others,  are  commendable. 
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Yes.  our  schools  have   become  "shock-absorbers"  in 
effort  to  stabilize  thought,  conduct  and  action.    If  this 
ging  and  complex  program  has  increased  school  costs 
jjj  become  an  added  burden  to  the  taxpayer,  the  greater 
vlight  has  fallen  on  the  school  executive  and  School  com- 
qttee.    It  is  not  a  nine  or  ten  months'  job,  as  popularly 
posed ;  it  is  a  perpetual  labor." 

t  is  daily  becoming  more  evident  that  the  supervision 
the  Bourne  schools  requires  more  than  11/20  of  a  sup- 
ntendent's  time.    This  fact  the  citizens  of  the  town  real- 
\\d  a  few  years  ago  when  they  asked  in  town  meeting  that 
e  school  committee  attempt  to  secure  the  full  time  ser- 
:es  of  a  superintendent  of  schools.    It  is  possible  for  the 
xt  two  years  for  the  town  of  Bourne  to  secure  good  ad- 
rinistration  of  its  schools  without  full  time  service,  but 
is  very  difficult  to  have  such  an  administration  with  as 
tie  as  11/20  of  the  time  of  the  superintendent.    The  con- 
lidation  of  the  schools  of  Sandwich  has  lessened  the  time 
uired  for  the  proper  administration  and  supervision  of 
e  schools  of  that  town  and  it  would  seem  that  they  ought 
|j  be  willing  to  decrease  their  share  of  the  services  of  the 
perintendent.    It  is  therefore  urged  that  the  school  com- 
ttee  of  Bourne  make  every  effort  at  the  next  joint  meet- 
>■  to  secure  a  larger  portion  of  the  superintendent's  ser- 
es. 

The  careful  attention  of  the  citizens  of  Bourne  is  called 
the  reports  that  follow. 

Permit  me  to  express  at  this  point  my  appreciation  of 
e  loyal  cooperation  of  the  principals  and  the  teachers  as 
ill  as  for  the  support  of  those  citizens  whose  efforts  have 
ide  educational  progress  possible. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  earn- 
t,  deliberate  and  faithful  manner  in  which  you  as  a  school 
mmittee  have  conducted  your  deliberations.

Report  of  Principal  of  Bourne 
High  School 


James  F.  Peebles, 
Bourne,  Massachusetts. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Peebles: 

I  hereby  submit  my  seventh  annual  report.  I  sincere 
think  that  the  school  is  making  healthy  progress.  I  cs 
see  this  in  a  great  many  ways.  I  think  the  morale  of  tl 
school  is  on  a  much  higher  plane  now  than  it  ever  has  bee 
before.  We  are  now  getting  some  earnest  boys  and  girl 
who  are  in  the  main,  desirous  of  making  the  most  of  the 
opportunities  while  here. 

The  enrollment  of  the  school  is  just  about  holding  its  owi 
There  were  142  enrolled  at  the  beginning  of  school  in  Sej 
tember  and  at  the  present  time  there  are  141  in  atten* 
ance.  When  one  considers  the  working  opportunities  o 
fered  to  the  parents  of  these  pupils,  this  speaks  well  for  tl 
parents  in  their  determination  to  have  their  children  secu: 
an  education.  The  entering  class  in  September  numbered  ^ 
pupils.  This  class  was  considerably  smaller  than  the  ei 
tering-  classes  of  former  years,  but  the  class  coming  up  ne: 
year  we  understand,  is  to  be  one  of  the  largest  that  ev< 
entered  the  High  School. 

The  class  that  graduated  last  June  was  larger  than  fof 
merly.    A  high  percentage  of  these  boys  and  girls  are  no 
continuing  their  education  in  more  advanced  institutioij! 
of  learning. 

We  have  had  a  drive  on  this  year  for  better  attendanc| 
The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  because  oij 
per  cent  of  attendance  for  the  first  3  months  has  been  aroui  j 
98%.    A  great  improvement  could  still  be  made  if  some  < 
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e  parents  would  see  to  it  that  their  children  were  not  al- 
Iwed  to  remain  away  from  school  on  any  account  other 
tan  sickness.  There  are  altogether  too  many  poor  ex- 
Ises  being  offered  for  these  absentees.  Some  of  these 
Iccuses  such  as :  appointments  with  the  dentist,  seeing  their 
Ider  brother  or  sister  off  on  a  train  or  just  plain  missing 
ie  barge,  are  some  excuses  that  we  consider  unnecessary. 

There  have  been  some  new  innovations  this  year  and  we 
ill  mention  only  two  of  these  that  we  consider  the  most  im- 
prtant.  We  have  introduced  an  assembly  program  which 
proving  very  interesting  and  instructive.    Each  week 

fferent  groups  of  the  student  body  present  an  assembly 

ogram  of  about  40  minutes  in  length.  This  takes  the 
?gular  place  of  morning  exercises.   From  the  response  that 

e  have  had  thus  far  from  the  student  body,  we  realize  that 
lese  assemblies  are  proving  themselves  instructive  as  well 
3  producing  a  better  school  spirit.    The  majority  of  the 

pils  are  very  willing  to  participate  in  these  exercises. 

We  have  also  organized  a  Student  Council  which  is  func- 
oning  and  in  which  the  student  body  has,  even  at  this  early 

te,  absolute  confidence.  This  Council  gives  the  student 
ody  a  voice  in  the  government  of  the  school  and  a  demo- 
ratic  feeling  prevails.    This  promotes  good  citizenship. 

Athletics  in  the  school  have  been  developing  along  safe 
nd  sane  lines.  The  student  body  is  still  very  much  inter- 
sted  in  the  various  games  and  in  the  making  of  the  dif- 

rent  teams.  We  had  a  first  class  basketball  team  last 
winter  and  the  interest  in  this  sport  is  even  keener  this 
ear  than  last.   We  understand  that  the  town  has  acquired 

field,  large  enough  for  athletics  and  we  are  looking  for- 
vard  to  the  time  when  this  field  will  be  put  in  condition, 
nd  we  will  have  a  field  of  our  own. 

I  came  across  a  statement  recently  which  expresses  very 
efinitely  my  idea  of  an  educational  policy.    The  statement

Report  of  the  Director  of 
Physical  Education 


r.  James  F.  Peebles, 
iperintendent  of  Schools, 
ourne,  Massachusetts. 

[y  dear  Mr.  Peebles  : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  third  annual  report  as 
irector  of  Physical  Education  in  the  schools  of  Bourne. 
Just  what  do  we  mean  by  Physical  Education?   It  is  un- 
rtunate,  that  the  general  public  things  of  physical  educa- 
on,  as  having  to  do,  primarily,  with  formal  gymnastics, 
owever,  the  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the  student  of 
ysical  education  is  being  trained  in  all  our  progressive  in- 
itutions  today,  along  other  lines  and  with  material  more 
lated  to  living,  than  the  "Giant  Swings"  and  waltz  series. 
A  good  program  of  physical  education  should  aim  to 
ovide  an  opportunity  for  the  individual  to  act  in  situa- 
ons  that  are  physically  wholesome,  mentally  stimulating 
d  satisfying,  and  socially  sound.    It  is  obvious  that  gen- 
al  education  would  be  more  acceptable  as  a  program  of 
tifld  nurture,  if  greater  emphasis  were  placed  upon  phy- 
ical  and  social  values. 
In  my  report  last  year,  I  outlined  the  work  of  all  grades 
tiring  the  school  day  but,  gave  little  information  about  our 
fter-school  activities,  namely,  athletics.    May  I  take  this 
portunity  to  give  you  this  information. 
All  educators  who  have  given  attention  to  curriculum 
instruction,  are  of  one  accord — Athletics,  properly  admin- 
itered,  is  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of  a  physical 
1ucation  department.    Athletics  along  with  physical  edu- 
ation,  proposes  to,  aims  to,  and  does  improve  the  physical, 
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mental,  moral  and  social  side  of  the  individual.    They  con! 
stitute  a  broad  purifying  stream,  flowing  about  the  youtl, 
of  the  nation.  In  a  school  curriculum  that  has  many  aspects  1 
athletics  in  general  stand  out  as  the  pre-eminent  positive; 
agent  for  better  citizenship  and  manhood. 

It  has  been  said,  "Our  athletics  provide  the  highest  social! 
code  of  the  age."  Who  shall  deny  this  is  true?  and  thiJ 
being  true,  we  can  look  forward  to  the  time  when  athletica 
will  no  longer  be  considered  as  extra-curricular  activity 
but  will  be  given  its  rightful  place  on  the  academic  program 
By  that  time  educators  will  have  accepted  the  point  of  view | 
that  the  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  train  for  citizenship; 
and  that  athletics  may  be  used  as  a  medium  for  developing; 
qualities  of  characters,  that  are  just  as  important,  in  thej 
race  of  life,  as  intellectual  attainments.  Today  it  is  encour- 
aging to  find  more  and  more  people  realizing  the  tremend- 
ous value  of  athletics,  when  used  as  a  medium  for  teach- 
ing young  men  and  women,  how  to  play  together,  live  to- 
gether and  work  together.  And  very  few  of  us,  who  really 
think  the  matter  through  carefully,  will  deny  the  great 
value  of  the  various  forms  of  athletics,  in  teaching  self- 
control,  judgment,  rapidity  of  thought,  power  of  decision 
under  stress  team  play,  and  Good  Sportsmanship. 

The  above  outline  will  give  you  an  idea  of  what  we  are 
trying  to  accomplish  in  the  athletic  programs  of  both  the 
grammar  and  high  schools.  Every  boy  and  girl  from  the 
seventh  grade  and  up  has  an  opportunity  to  participate  in 
various  forms  of  athletics.  Before  participating,  every  pupil 
is  given  a  thorough  physical  examination  by  a  physician  and 
must  be  pronounced  fit  before  being  accepted.  The  boys 
and  girls  are  very  much  interested  in  the  various  games  and 
show  considerable  enthusiasm  in  their  everyday  work.  To 
quote  an  old  proverb  :  "Nothing  great  was  ever  achieved, 
without  enthusiasm. " 


As  a  result  of  this  enthusiasm,  the  representatives  of  our 
high  school  teams,  have  developed  varsity  teams  that  stand 
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i  the  top  of  the  athletic  pinnacle,  in  both  ability  and  char- 
ter. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
hool  Committee,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Principals, 
achers,  and  those  who  have  co-operated  with  me  in  mak- 
g  my  work  a  pleasure.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Household 

Arts 


Mr.  James  F.  Peebles, 
Supt.  of  Schools, 
Bourne,  Massachusetts. 

My  clear  Mr.  Peebles  : 

In  accordance  with  custom  and  by  your  request,  I  am 
submitting-  my  second  annual  report  as  supervisor  of  home 
economics  in  the  Bourne  Schools. 

Throughout  the  year  the  work  and  scope  of  the  depart- 
ment has  broadened,  and  greater  interest  and  achievement 
are  to  be  noted. 

As  formerly,  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  meet  once  a 
week  and  devote  half  the  year  to  sewing,  the  other  half  to 
cooking. 

The  course  in  sewing  includes  a  working  knowledge  of 
fundamental  stitches  and  processes  as  well  as  machine 
stitching  and  applying  the  same  to  individual  problems, — 
a  foods  outfit  in  the  seventh  grade  ;  under-wear  and  simple 
wash  dresses  in  the  eighth  grade. 

The  elementary  course  in  cooking  begins  with  study 
and  preparation  of  breakfast  foods  and  continues  in  the 
eighth  grade  with  a  course  in  health  foods  and  preparation 
of  dishes  made  largely  of  milk,  eggs,  vegetables,  fruits  and) 
whole  grain  cereals. 

The  home  economics  course  of  the  high  school  has  this; 
year  added  household  chemistry  as  a  correlative  subject, 
including  as  it  does  many  practical  experiments  and  ex- 
planation of  processes  connected  with  the  home  and  every-« 
day  life. 
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]  The  household  arts  taken  by  the  high  school  girls  consist 
:  clothing  and  foods  as  major  subjects  three  days  a  week 
|>r  twenty  weeks  each,  the  former  including  a  study  of  tex- 
les,  fashions  and  construction  of  cotton,  silk,  and  wool 
irments  and  household  articles  of  linen.  Besides  the  pre- 
iration  and  serving  of  food,  costs  and  amounts  of  the 
icipes  used  are  figTired  and  kept  for  reference. 

The  course  in  related  art  is  given  one  day  each  week 
iroughout  the  year  and  includes  costume  design  and  the 
rt  of  entertaining  with  practical  problems. 

Home  administration,  a  half  year  subject  one  day  a  week 

eludes  budget  making,  daily  work  schedules,  and  the  best 

chnique  for  performing  the  various  household  tasks, 
illing  the  other  half  year  is  the  course  in  child  care  which 
ternates  with  the  home  nursing  course  of  last  year. 

One  notable  feature  of  the  year  was  the  administration 
f  an  eig'ht  weeks'  unit  of  work — in  preserving,  jelly  making 
east  breads,  deep  fat  frying,  and  the  art  of  entertaining — 

a  Hallowe'en  party,  each  girl  having  some  responsibility 
)r  the  success  which  it  proved  to  be, — such  as  original  in- 

tations,  decorations,  hostessing,  entertaining,  making  and 
:rving  of  refreshments  consisting  of  sandwiches  (our  own 

ead  and  jellies),  doughnuts  and  root  beer,  and  a  display 
f  preserves  and  jellies.    Other  occasions  for  extending 

spitality  to  those  interested  in  the  department  are  being 

anned,  and  we  hope  all  wTho  care  to  come  will  consider 

emselves  cordially  invited.

Report  of  the  Music  Supervisor 


Supt.  of  Schools, 
Bourne,  Massachusetts. 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Musi' 
for  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

It  has  been  my  interest  as  Supervisor  of  music  during 
the  past  year  to  establish  in  the  pupils  a  desire  to  hea: 
good  music. 

In  using  the  Progressive  series,  from  the  Primary  Grade;; 
through  the  Elementary  Grades,  we  aim  to  fulfill  two  fun-  • 
damental  ideals ;  first,  to  assemble  the  music  most  suitable 
for  school  purposes.    Second,  to  organize  this  material  intc 
a  plan  based  upon  approved  principles  of  modern  musica 
education. 

In  the  Primary  Grades  the  young  pupil  receives  his  first||:.- 
training.    Each  individual  voice  is  tested,  thereby  deter 
mining  the  pupils  that  need  special  attention. 

The  monotone  singers  for  example  have  their  voices 
properly  adjusted  thus  enabling  them  to  sing  with  the  other 
pupils  in  proper  pitch. 

By  the  addition  of  many  new  instruments,  the  Primary 
Band  has  become  a  more  complete  musical  organization. 
This  year  it  has,  to  a  large  degree,  developed  a  surprising- 
ly great  sense  of  rhythm. 

In  the  Elementary  Grades  we  have  continued  the  develop- 
ment of  voice  culture  stressing  the  importance  of  soft 
singing. 

This  year  the  pupils  seemed  to  have  grasped  more  readily 
the  two,  three  and  four  part  music  development. 

Upon  entering  the  Junior  High  School,  all  voices  are 
tested  again.    Then  the  pupils  are  assigned  to  one  of  the 


flowing  parts,  Soprano,  Alto,  Tenor,  or  Bass.  This  en- 
ales  them  to  sing  within  their  range  and  continue  with 
f  ir  part  music. 

This  year  the  Junior  High  School  pupils  have  shown  a 
social  attitude  for  sight  reading. 

These  two  groups.  Elementary  and  Junior  High  School 
fj-nish  most  of  the  material  necessary  for  the  annual  con- 
cts. 

jfn  the  Senior  High  School,  the  voices  are  again  tested  for 
tfe  purpose  of  detecting  changes  that  frequently  occur 
■(this  time. 

The  High  School  pupils  presented  their  second  operetta, 
'.ings  in  the  Sawdust"  with  great  success. 

The  High  School  Groups  are  able  to  take  up  more  ad- 
inced  work  giving  more  time  to  the  beauty  of  the  songs 
|d  less  to  the  actual  mechanics. 

-In  this  way  the  pupil  learns  to  appreciate,  to  a  much 
litter  degree  the  standard  songs  of  today. 
'This  idea  is  very  well  expressed  in  the  following  quo- 
ition  from  "The  Music  Master."  "If  there  is  anything 
i|}re  pleasant  than  the  thorough  appreciation  of  good  music, 
do  not  know  of  it.  And  the  way  to  appreciate  good 
sic  is  to  know  good  music.  And  the  way  to  know  good 
sic  is  to  play  and  sing  it."

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Report  of  Drawing  Supervisor 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : — 

The  following  is  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Supervisor  < 
Drawing-  in  the  Bourne  Schools. 

As  creative  expression  is  the  aim  of  progressive  educ 
tion,  Art  and  Drawing  are  now  taught  much  along  th 
principle. 

The  first  grade  students  being  taught  to  express  then 
selves  through  paper  cutting  and  drawing,  their  person; 
ideas  of  houses,  fruit,  vegetables,  etc.  This  same  princip!; 
has  been  carried  out  by  the  upper  grades  and  High  Scho< 
classes,  especially  the  advanced  class  in  drawing,  as  wi 
be  shown  by  the  following  outline  of  work  accomplish^; 
during  the  school  year  January  I,  1929  to  January  1,  1930.' 

In  addition  to  creative  expression  drawing  the  first  an 
second  grades  outlined  circles,  squares  and  triangles,  learne 
their  respective  values  as  to  object  drawing,  and  then  ci- 
thern out  of  paper.  Later,  using  these  three  standard  shape 
as  a  basis  for  all  drawings  and  paper  cutting. 

The  third  and  fourth  grades,  doing  advanced  Avork  wit 
the  standard  shapes,  made  trains,  color  scales,  costume  chil 
dren  of  different  lands,  maybaskets,  seed  packages  and  pos 
ters.  The  third  grade  used  crayons  for  coloring;  while  th 
fourth  grade  received  their  first  instructions  in  the  use  c 
water  color  painting. 

The  fifth  grade  showed  a  marked  improvement  in  crea 
tive  expression  by  drawings  illustrating  the  use  of  woo 
from  the  stage  of  growing  lumber  to  the  completed  house 
These  sets  of  drawings  were  made  by  the  pupils  from  ob 
servation,  discussion  and  study.  The  fifth  grade  also  madj 
posters,,  color  charts  and  drawings  of  trees,  flowers,  fruits 
etc. 
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The  sixth  grade  for  creative  expression  drawings  drew 
leir  idea  of  a  Medieval  Castle  including  painted  drawings 
f  Knights,  Ladies,  Pennants,  etc.  Following  that  the 
mbined  class  made  a  Cardboard  Castle  on  the  sand  table 
sing  a  stucco  finish  of  flour,  water  and  salt  for  the  outside 
f  Castle.  Knights,  Ladies,  etc.  were  cut  from  individual 
rawings  and  placed  around  and  near  the  sand  table  Cas- 
e.  In  addition,  the  sixth  grade  made  drawings  in  repre- 
entation  and  design  as  follows  ;  posters,  color  wheels,  an- 
nal  drawings,  figure  drawings  and  free  brush  work 
esign. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  designed  forms  using  al- 
rnation  and  repetition  thereof  on  surface  patterns.  Fol- 
Dwing  this  they  made  free  brush  designs  using  central, 
•  • xial  balance  and  pose  drawings.    In  design  and  represen- 
ation  they  made  drawings  of  berries,  etc.,  painted  them, 
sing  water  color  in  two  values  also  complimentary  values. 
In  High  School  original  designs  were  made  in  competi- 
ve  emblem  design   drawing   with  all   other   schools  in 
.  lean  Barnstable  County  for  insignia  to  symbolize  the  Forestry 
Association  of  this  County.    The  insignia  accepted  to  be 
sed  by  the  Forestry  department  was  an  original  design 
nade  by  Richard  Jackson  of  Bourne  High  School.    In  ad- 
ition  the  advanced  class  made  posters  for  public  display 
dvertising  the  several  school  plays.   They  also  made  char- 
oal,  pastel  and  water  color  drawings. 

While  the  Freshman  class  did  some  poster  work,  char- 
oal  and  water  color  drawings.  These  consisted  of  draw- 
ngs  of  flowers,  vines,  animal  and  group  drawings. 

Again  I  want  to  thank  you  Mr.  Superintendent,  the 
School  Committee  and  the  teachers  of  the  Bourne  Schools 
or  the  continued  support  and  cooperation  I  have  received 
hroughout  the  school  year.

Report  of  School  Nurse 


Mr.  James  F.  Peebles, 
Superintendent  Bourne  Schools, 
Bourne,  Massachusetts. 
Dear  Mr.  Peebles : 

The  year  1929  has  been  a  more  definitely  organized  pro- 
gram of  school  nursing  work  attempted,  and  more  work 
accomplished. 

The  nurse's  working  day  has  been  re-organized — morn- 
ings, five  days  a  week  from  9  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.  belongs  to 
the  schools.  There  must  of  course  be  many  interruptions, 
owing  to  the  many  branches  of  community  work,  but  on 
the  whole,  the  plan  works. 

Two  main  points  stand  out  in  the  health  work — the  den- 
tal program  and  nutrition  work.  The  usual  dental  clinic  is 
conducted  weekly — but  with  this  change  in  policy.  The 
bulk  of  the  work  is  concentrated  on  the  first  three  grades, 
a  complete  program  of  corrective  work  to  follow  a  thor- 
ough examination.  We  shall,  of  necessity,  have  to  do 
some  emergency  work. 

We  believe,  if  we  can  pursue  this  plan,  that  a  few  years 
will  show  a  very  definite  decrease  in  the  number  of  ex- 
tractions. As  it  is,  we  have  cut  the  extractions  at  least 
50  per  cent  in  a  period  of  two  years. 

All  the  schools,  with  the  exception  of  Buzzards  Bay, 
where  the  children  can  all  go  home  to  a  hot  lunch,  have 
mid-morning  milk.  At  Cataumet  and  Sagamore,  due  to  the 
energy  and  interest  of  the  respective  teachers  and  vari- 
ous community  folk,  a  hot  lunch  is  served  noons  during  the 
winter.  In  Cataumet  the  teacher,  Mrs.  Chadwick,  plans 
the  meals,  everyone  enjoys  them,  and  all  help  in  the  clean- 
ing up.  In  Sagamore,  the  children,  wl]o  are  obliged  to  carry 
a  lunch,  can  enjoy  a  hot  meal.  The  training  they  receive  is 
also  very  valuable. 
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;  As  usual,  the  efficiently  conducted  High  School  Lunch 
Loom  is  a  tremendous  asset  in  keeping  our  underweight 
Iroblem  down.  This  Lunch  Room  has  become  an  institu- 
;on- — it  has  been  very  highly  praised  by  the  various  state 
urses  and  nutrition  workers  who  have  visited  it. 

The  only  new  venture  this  year  was  the  Hygiene  and 
Home  Nursing  Classes,  conducted  by  the  nurse  in  her 
[inic  at  the  Bourne  Grammar  School.  This  came  into  her 
/ork  as  a  part  of  the  Domestic  Arts  course. 

The  nurse  cannot  begin  to  express  her  apppreciation  and 
ratitude  to  everyone  who  helps  to  make  this  worth  while 
'ork  possible.

The  defects  found  as  a  result  of  the  physical  examina-j 
tions  run  as  usual  to  enlarged  and  diseased  tonsils,  cervical! 
glands,  dental  defects  and  a  few  heart  conditions.  The  re- 
sponse in  -correction  of  tonsil  defects  has  been  very  grati- 
fying. 

The  co-operation  between  the  teachers  and  parents  andj 
all  persons  connected  with  the  school  in  any  way  is  heartily: 
appreciated.  We  are  all  working  for  the  same  result— 
"a  sound  mind  in  a  healthy  body."

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Bourne  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1930,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  This  report  is  in  the 
form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton, 
Chief  Accountant  of  this  Division.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Bourne  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1930,  the  following  report 
being  submitted  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on  the 
books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing 
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money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were 
examined  and  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  col- 
lecting money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The 
payments  were  compared  with  the  selectmen's  warrants 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  footings  of  the  cash  book  were  proved  and  the  cash 
balance,  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  cash  book  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1930,  was  reconciled  with  statements  furnished  by 
the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  proved  with 
the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities 
on  file. 

The  securities  representing  the  investments  of  the  trust 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  listed,  and  the  income  was  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  have  been 
well  kept. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  commitments  of  poll,  property, 
and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes  of  1930  were  footed  and 
analyzed,  being  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  asses- 
sors' warrants  to  the  collector. 

The  payments  to  the  treasurer  on  account  of  the  levies 
of  1927  to  1930,  inclusive,  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's 
cash  book,  and  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the 
assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to 
the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  tax  collector  have  been 
kept  with  a  marked  degree  of  accuracy,  thereby  facili- 
tating the  work  of  the  audit. 
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The  appropriations  voted  by  the  town  and  recorded  by 
the  town  clerk  were  listed  and  checked  to  the  appropriation 
ledger  kept  in  the  selectmen's  office. 

It  was  noted  that  although  the  town  pays  $2,800  toward 
th'e  salary  and  expenses  of  a  full-time  visiting  nurse,  the 
fees  collected  by  the  nurse  are  paid  to  the  Bourne  Nurses' 
Association.  In  this  connection  it  is  recommended  that 
all  fees  collected  by  the  nurse  be  paid  into  the  town  treas- 
ury, as  required  by  Section  53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws, 
jwhich  reads  as  follows : 

All  moneys  received  by  any  town  officer  or 
department,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  spec- 
ial acts  and  except  fees  provided  for  by  statute, 
shall  be  paid  by  such  officer  or  department  upon 
their  receipt  into  the  town  treasury.  Any  sums 
so  paid  into  the  town  treasury  shall  not  later  be 
used  by  such  officer  or  department  without  a  spec- 
ific appropriation  thereof,  except  that  sums  allotted 
to  towns  for  highway  purposes  by  the  common- 
wealth or  a  county,  which  shall  be  used  only  for 
the  purposes  specified  by  the  officials  making  the 
allotment  or  to  meet  temporary  loans  issued  in  anti- 
cipation of  such  allotment  as  provided  in  sections 
six  or  six  A,  shall  be  available  therefor  without 
any  appropriation. 

I  The  records  of  town,  sporting,  and  dog  licenses  issued 
by  the  town  clerk  were  examined,  and  the  payments  to 
Jthe  town,  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game,  and  to 
the  county,  respectively,  were  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned  above,  the 
financial  records  of  all  the  other  departments  receiving 
jmoney  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were 
examined  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  records. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  collector,  and  town 
clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 
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Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assess-  j 
ment,  and  trust  funds  accounts,  together  with  a  balance 
sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of 
December  31,  1930. 

For  the  courtesies  extended  and  the  assistance  rendered 
by  the  various  town  officials  during  the  progress  of  the  ' 
audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself, 
to  express  appreciation.

\)  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne : 

The  Board  takes  great  pleasure  in  presenting  the  follow- 
tig  account  of  the  affairs  of  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

Relative  to  the  financial  standing:    You  will  see  by  our 
nancial  report  that  there  was  a  balance  of  $67,684.49  on 
?and  Dec.  31,  1930.    The  sum  of  $28,229.92  to  be  carried 
forward  to  the  year  1931,  of  this  amount  $20,000  is  free  cash 
baking  the  total  free  cash  $59,454.57. 

The  bonded  indebtedness,  which  expires  in  1939,  is  $52,750. 
vfter  taking  this  amount  from  the  total  free  cash  given 
bove,  there  is  a  balance  of  $6,704.57.  Therefore,  the  Town 
an  honestly  say  that  it  is  out  of -debt.  It  has  a  financial 
landing  of  which  it  may  justly  be  proud, 
j  The  suits,  as  far  as  known,  against  the  Town  are  :  the 
lr.  and  Mrs.  Babb  case,  abutters  on  the  County  Road,  near 
he  Falmouth  line ;  and  the  case  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  for  payment  of  board  for  a  patient  in  the 
itate  Institution. 

j  Injunction  proceedings  in  regard  to  the  purchase  of  two 
re  engines  by  the  Board  of  Engineers  was  reported  on  by 
ihe  Master,  James  A.  Halloran  on  April  8,  1930.    The  final 
decree  from  Judge  J.  Pierce  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
las  received  on  June  14,  1930  and  read  as  follows: 
!  "This  cause  came  on  to  be  heard  at  this  sitting,  and  was 
rgued  by  counsel;  and  thereupon,   upon  consideration 
hereof  it  appearing  that  the  Master's  Report  has  been  con- 
fined, it  is  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  that  the  con- 
jracts  referred  to  in  the  petition  be,  and  the  same  are 
ereby,  declared  void,  and  that  an  injunction  issue  as  prayed 
or  in  the  petition." 

After  receipt  of  this  report  the  Board  immediately  re- 
!  nested  the  return  of  the  two  contracts  which  had  been 
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issued.  The  Ahrens  Fox  company  willingly  returned  tl 
one  in  their  possession,  but  although  the  Board  has  writb 
several  times,  the  McCann  Company  has  never  returned  tl 
one  issued  to  them. 

The  Board  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  the  people  < 
the  Town  of  Bourne  to  the  Police  Department.  Aft 
months  of  diligent  examination  of  the  various  refereno 
presented  them  in  recommendation  of  the  forty  odd  appli 
ants  for  the  post  of  Chief  of  Police,  Mr.  William  Murdoc 
Jr.,  Sergeant  of  the  Middleboro  Police  Department  wi 
chosen.   The  Board  feels  that,  in  view  of  the  splendid  woi  j 
done  by  Chief  Murdock,  combined  with  efficient  assistant 
given  him  by  his  staff  and  the  very  acceptable  co-operatic  j 
of  the  State  Constabulary,  made  possible  by  Mr.  Murdoc 
the  Town  of  Bourne  is  receiving  the  greatest  possible  po* 
ice  protection.    Further,  it  feels  that  in  the  future  the  d'j 
velopment  of  an  efficient  department  can  ably  be  carrio 
on  by  Chief  Murdock.  : 

Relative  to  the  gasoline  permits:  Contrary  to  the  gei: 
eral  opinion  that  this  was  an  arbitrary  measure  of  tl. 
Board,  it  is  seen  by  examination  of  Chapter  148,  Section  J 
that  it  was  necessary.  Further  orders  were  received  fro1  i 
the  Fire  Marshal's  office  requiring  absolute  compliance  witj 
this  law. 

In  regards  to  the  roads  of  the  Town  of  Bourne:  Tlj 
expense  of  the  highway  on  the  South  side  of  the  Canal  w; 
borne  in  a  ratio  of  25%  by  the  County  and  75%  by  t\ 
State.  The  road  under  construction  in  Sagamore  from  tl 
bridge  to  the  Plymouth  line  will  be  taken  care  of  in  tl 
same  way.  According  to  the  plans  now  being  made,  tl" 
new  road  from  Douglas'  Corner  to  the  Falmouth  line  wi 
be  up  for  consideration  probably  late  in  1931.  In  the  matt( 
of  the  Back  River  Bridge,  the  state  has  agreed  to  contril| 
ute  $12,000,  the  County  the  same,  providing  the  Town  wi 
agree  to  appropriate  a  like  amount.  During  this  year  tb| 
endeavor  has  been  made  to  mark  all  the  principal  highway 
leading  from  town  to  town  with  guide  boards.  Most  c 
them  have  been  posted  in  this  way. 
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In  closing,  the  Board  wishes  to  make  the  recommenda- 
ion  that  the  voters  be  especially  careful  this  year  in  voting 
urns  of  money  at  the  annual  meeting  as  this  is  unquestion- 
bly  the  year  to  practise  the  strictest  economy. 

The  motto  of  every  taxpayer  in  the  Town  of  Bourne 
hould  be,  "No  Debt,  a  Working  Capital  of  $100,000  and  a 
;20  Tax  Rate".  This  motto  can  be  made  a  fact  in  three 
^ears,  with  your  co-operation  and  persistent  effort  in  keep- 
ng  the  expenses  down  to  a  reasonable  amount.

The  work  at  the  branch  library  has  been  very  similail 
to  that  of  other  years. 

Certificate  reading-  for  children  from  grades  3  to  8  has) 
been  encouraged  and  has  been  done  through  the  co-opera  ! 
tion  of  the  teachers  in  the  grade  schools. 

In  grades  7  and  8  compulsory  reading  of  five  books  or 
the  Graded  list  was  done  in  connection  with  the  Englisl  ; 
course. 

Fifty  books  were  loaned  for  this  work  last  year  by  thf 
Division  of  Public  Libraries  and  were  exchanged  for  2 
collection  of  new  books  this  fall.

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  work  of  this  year  h; 
been  the  opportunity  for  the  usefulness  to  the  communis 
afforded  us  by  the  Tercentenary  of  the  Massachusetts  B;f 
Colony.  The  library  set  apart  a  collection  of  books  c] 
Americana,  including  history,  biography,  geneology,  eti 
which  has  been  extensively  utilized  by  many  persons  who:; 
interest  in  the  history  of  our  Commonwealth  was  stirj 
ulated  both  by  the  Tercentenary  and  the  dedication  in  tl] 
town  of  Bourne,  of  the  replica  of  Aptucxet,  the  Pilgri* 
trading  post,  constructed  by  the  Bourne  Historical  Societl 

Circulation  in  general  has  increased  over  all  past  yea  f 
reaching  a  total  of  25,180,  which  is  196  in  access  of  the  fijt 
ures  for  1929.  One  hundred  and  seventy  two  books  weij 
purchased  during  the  year,  and  two  hundred  and  ten  adde* 
to  the  shelves  through  the  generosity  of,  Mr.  Frederic' 
William  Andros  ;  Mrs.  William  Basset;  Mrs.  Charles  Phiij 
ney ;  Mrs.  George  Beach;  Mr.  Charles  Cummings ;  Old  Coj 
ony  Union  Womens  Club;  Mr.  John  Gardner;  Miss  Mar? 
Williams;  Mr.  S.  D.  Hanna ;  Miss  Flora  Ryder;  Mrs.  Hcwj 
ard  Eldridge  ;  Mrs.  John  Parkinson.

Our  magazines  are  selected  after  a  careful  survey  t 
determine  reader-preferences  and  with  due  consideratio 
to  the  nature  of  their  contents.  We  try  to  have  those  whicl 
while  expensive  for  an  individual  to  take  regularly,  yet  ar 
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of  such  nature  that  well  read  persons  wish  to  be  familiar 
with  their  contents. 

The  popular  demand  for  certain  books  brings  up  the 
point  that  in  case  of  books  of  a  worth-while  nature,  it 
would  often  be  desirable  for  the  library  to  purchase  more 
than  one  copy  in  order  that  would-be  readers  need  not 
wait  too  long  for  their  turn  to  have  the  book.  This,  how- 
ever should  not  apply  to  all  types  of  popular  fiction. 

In  June  the  library  extended  hospitality  to  the  literary 
branch  of  the  Old  Colony  Union  Womens  Club,  Material 
being  made  available  in  advance,  for  the  research  necessary, 
to  two  very  fine  papers,  on  literary  subjects,  read  at  the 
meeting  by  Mrs.  Breta  Harris,  and  Mrs.  Bernice  Crump. 
The  library  is  always  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  co-operate 
with  the  community  in  such  pleasant  projects. 

Another  field  in  which  the  library  enjoys  the  opportunity 
to  co-operate,  is  the  home  study  work  of  college  and  high 
school  students.  Many  of  the  boys  and  girls  come  to  the 
library  to  look  up  material  or  information. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  anticipate  the  gift  of  a 
much  needed,  up  to  date,  Encyclopedia  in  the  near  future, 
as  this  should  prove  of  inestimable  value  to  students,  as  well 
as  to  the  community  at  large. 

During  the  annual  Childrens  Book  Week  a  display  of 
juvenile  classics  alternating  with  various  other  types  of 
childrens  literature  was  made.  At  that  time  an  earnest 
effort  was  put  forward  to  interest  young  readers  in  the 
works  of  the  best  Authors  of  children's  books.  An  interest- 
ing exhibit  of  pictures  was  also  displayed  at  that  time, 
which  were  reproductions  of  works  by  Gainsboro,  Van 
Dyke,  Lawrence  and  other  famous  painters.  An  enthusias- 
tic response  to  these  special  exhibits  was  given. 

During  the  months  of  November  and  December  of  this 
year,  the  attendance  was  increased  over  that  of  corres- 
ponding months  of  previous  years. 

Books  are  supplied  the  Sagamore  Branch  Library  three 
times  each  month.   With  the  number  of  volumes  owned  by 
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the  library  being  approximately  eleven  thousand,  it  may 
readily  be  seen  that  the  books  are  in  active  use. 

Special,  books  and  magazines  on  timely  subjects  have 
been  received.

The  Sagamore 
branch  meets  the  requirements  of  Sagamore,  Bournedale, 
and  Sagamore  Beach.

Early  in  1931,  a  southern  branch  will  be  opened.  The 
library  hours  will  be  the  same  as  those  of  the  rest  of  the 
system.  Deliveries  of  books  will  be  made  regularly,  steel 
cases  are  being  placed  in  position  and  every  resource  of 
the  main  library  will  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  people  of 
the  two  lower  villages.  Newspaper  announcements  will 
soon  be  printed.  This  branch  will  be  enlarged  and  made 
more  efficient  if  the  patronage  warrants  it.

Report  of  Moth  Superintendent 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  this  department  has 
gone  on  about  as  usual.  Every  street  in  town  has  been 
patrolled  and  egg  clusters  treated  with  creosote;  all  im- 
portant woods  roads  have  also  received  attention.  A  record 
is  kept  of  all  localities  showing  moth  infestation.  Local- 
ities that  can  not  be  creosoted  are  listed  for  spraying  and 
are  attended  to  by  the  machines  at  the  beginning  of  the 
spraying  season.  As  soon  as  this  work  is  done,  spraying 
goes  on  wherever  there  is  infestation  meriting  it. 

Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  tent  caterpillar 
found  in  large  numbers  on  wild  cherry  trees,  particularly 
on  the  roads  leading  to  Sagamore  Beach. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Satin  Moth  has  become 
prevalent  particularly  at  Buzzards  Bay.  Spraying  has 
been  very  successful  against  this  pest  and  the  damage  will 
not  be  so  great  this  year. 

The  superintendent  has  endeavored  to  employ  men  for 
shorter  periods  of  time,  thus  allowing  the  use  of  more  men, 
as  the  applications  for  work  in  this  department  have  more 
than  doubled  recently. 

Any  report  of  bad  tree  conditions  received  by  the  Super- 
intendent will  have  immediate  attention.

Report  of  Shellfish  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  last 
Town  Meeting,  March  1930  submits  the  following  report 
and  recommendations. 

Although  this  season  was  a  particularly  poor  one  for  the 
scallop  fishermen,  the  Committee  feels  that  some  progress 
has  been  made  along  the  lines  of  their  program. 

Very  early  in  the  season  it  was  discovered  that  there  was 
a  quantity  of  dead  scallops  and  star-fish.  The  fishermen 
held  to  the  plan  of  last  year — that  of  bringing  in  all  star- 
fish. However,  towards  the  last  of  November,  the  fishing 
became  so  poor  that  many  gave  it  up.  The  Committee 
recommended  that  the  Board  act  in  the  matter.  It  was 
finally  decided  to  pay  the  fishermen  $1  per  bushel  for  star 
fish.    There  were  107iy2  bushels  brought  ashore. 

Along  with  the  conservation  program,  there  was  a  fairly 
extensive  movement,  for  the  propagation  of  oysters,  start- 
ed. Forty  bushel  were  planted  in  Barlow's  River.  Last 
year's  planting  was  examined  and  found  to  have  a  most  en- 
couraging growth.  Many  residents  obtained  permits  from 
the  Board  and  enjoyed  the  Saturday  afternoon  fishing  of 
oysters. 

The  Committee  felt  that  the  quahog  propagation  might 
be  left  till  Spring  and  thought  that  this  would  be  a  more 
practical  time  for  the  work. 

About  458  bushels  of  seed  scallops  were  removed  from 
the  shoal  water  and  the  beaches,  on  which  they  had  been 
washed  by  storms,  to  adjacent  deep  water. 

The  Board  authorized  the  placing  of  two  buoys  to  mark 
the  town  line  between  Wareham  and  Bourne.  These  were 
put  on  the  angles  between  Sias  Point  and  Hog  Island. 
This  action,  it  was  felt,  would  stop  the  frequent  disputes 
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over  the  line.  The  Town  of  Wareham  met  half  the  ex- 
pense. 

New  posters  were  distributed  to  all  the  beaches  and 
the  officer  whose  duty  is  to  patrol  the  shore  has  seen  that 
these  were  posted  and  that  an  efficient  patrol  was  main- 
tained. 

In  closing  the  Committee  would  like  to  recommend  that 
the  work  be  carried  on  for  the  coming  year  and  that  the 
officer  be  re-appointed.

d  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Forest  Warden  of  the 
)wn  of  Bourne.  Through  some  oversight  no  money  was 
>propriated  at  the  last  Town  meeting  for  this  Dept.  ex- 
pt  the  Forest  Warden's  salary  of  $100.00  and  $200.00  for 
ushing  roads.  Your  finance  committee  however,  allowed 
i  expenditure  of  $200.00.  There  were  about  twenty-five 
oods  fires,  the  two  largest  ones  at  Telegraph  Hill,  which 
uned  fifty-five  hundred  acres,  and  the  other  that  origin- 
ed  at  the  North  Falmouth  Dump  and  burned  twelve  hun- 
ed  acres  in  the  Town  of  Bourne.  The  exceptionally  dry 
mmer  and  lack  of  humidity  at  the  time  these  two  large 
•es  started  was  largely  responsible  for  so  much  acreage 
ing  burned.  The  equipment  belonging  to  the  town  for 
rest  fire  suppression  is  inadequate  and  I  would  recom- 
end  that  more  and  larger  apparatus  be  provided.  More 
oney  should  be  appropriated  for  brushing  out  roads,  es- 
•cially  the  roads  on  the  Plymouth  side  of  the  town.  The 
oney  appropriated  at  the  special  Town  meeting  for  cut- 
ig  out  a  belt  on  the  Sandwich  and  Falmouth  line  will  make 
fire  line  and  stop,  the  importance  of  which  will  be  realized 
time  goes  on.

itrolmen  and  that  you  appropriate  money  for  trees  to  be 
ven  to  land  owners  who  wish  to  plant. 
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The  money  appropriated  for  brushing  out  roads  was  usedc 
on  the  New  Way  road  from  the  Ridge  road  to  the  Garland 
Farm  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  and  then  from  the  New 
Way  road  back  to  the  Whipperwill  about  one-third  of  a  mile 
and  a  short  strip  was  also  cut  out  north  of  Flat  Rock.  The 
New  Way  road  now  gives  you  an  excellent  fire  stop  by  cut-t 
ting  the  woods  in  half  that  are  bounded  by  the  state  road 
north  side  of  the  canal,  the  head  of  Bay  Road  and  the 
Bournedale  Road.  About  four  cords  of  wood  were  cut  out 
and  turned  over  for  use  of  the  Welfare  Committee.

The  1930  report  of  your  Live  Animal  inspector  enclosed. 
1  All  stables  and  other  buildings  housing  Neat  Cattle,  also 
]  other  domestic  animals  have  been  visited  and  inspected. 
Physical  examination  of  all  cows  kept  for  milk  has  been 
made,  all  animals  coming  into  the  Town  have  been  quaran- 
tined, permit  papers  examined  and  result  reported  to  the 
Division  of  Animal  Industry,  State  House,  Boston. 

Each  Neat  animal  has  been  innoculated  with  Tuberculin 
with  but  one  reacting  which  was  immediately  killed,  and 
disposed  of  as  required.  All  animals  now  within  the  Town 
are  free  from  Tuberculosis  or  any  other  known  disease. 

Six  dogs,  reported  as  suspects  or  biting  either  man  or 
beast  have  been  quarantined,  but  no  cases  of  rabies  devel- 
oped, and  all  were  released. 

We  believe  the  Town  to  be  as  free  from  animal  infections 
as  ever  coming  under  my  term  of  service.

Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Bourne: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  town 
of  Bourne  the  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  of  schools. 
Included  are  the  reports  of  the  special  teachers  and  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  high  school. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  consolidation  scheme 
recommended  last  year  has  been  carried  into  effect.  The 
Bourne  grammar  school  is  now  a  complete  graded  school 
having  one  grade  to  a  teacher.  Not  only  has  it  meant  im- 
proved working  conditions  for  the  pupils  who  formerly 
attended  the  rural  schools,  but  it  also  has  made  it  possible 
for  all  pupils  to  secure  better  instruction.  Since  the  pupils 
in  the  room  are  all  in  the  same  grade,  individual  differences 
may  be  taken  care  of  through  class  divisions  and  the  needs 
of  each  more  adequately  taken  care  of. 

The  transportation  of  these  primary  pupils  seems  to  be 
nearly  ideal.  They  have  a  very  fine  bus,  a  sympathetic  teach- 
er for  a  matron,  and  a  skilled  driver.  They  arrive  at  school 
very  quickly  and  have  little  or  no  wait  before  beginning 
classes  and  are  returned  immediately  at  the  close  of  school 
From  the  point  of  view  of  the  school  department,  the  change 
has  proven  very  desirable  and  we  doubt  very  much  that  there 
are  anv  parents  who  would  wish  to  return  to  the  old  con- 
ditions of  the  rural  schools. 

We  had  first  thought  that  the  new  heating  plant  in  th" 
high  school  was  not  going  to  prove  adequate.    A  study  of 
the  working  of  it  showed  that  adjustments  had  to  be  made 
These  have  been  done  and  the  plant  is  proving  very  efficient 
For  the  first  time  in  years  we  have  too  much  heat.  Trr 
fuel  saving  that  we  anticipated  is  going  to  be  fully  realized 
Tn  nlace  of  100  tons  of  large  size  anthracite  at  approximately 
$14  per  ton,  we  shall  be  able  to  heat  the  building  with  less 
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than  that  amount  of  Buckwheat  coal  at  approximately  $8 
a  ton. 

Changing  the  household  arts  department  from  the  gram- 
mar school  building  to  the  high  school  has  proved  wise.  Al- 
though the  quarters  are  somewhat  cramped,  ttry  have  been 
fitted  out  in  an  attractive  manner  which  has  appealed  to  the 
girls.  It  looked  last  June,  from  the  lack  of  interest  in  this 
department,  that  it  might  have  to  be  abolished,  but  when  the 
girls  found  that  that  department  of  the  high  school  was  act- 
ually in  the  high  school  a  number  became  interested  and 
enrolled  in  this  most  valuable  course.  Students  who  take 
the  vocational  household  arts  course  in  our  high  school  are 
assured  of  definite,  practical  training,  and  when  they  have 
completed  it,  they  have  acquired  knowledge  that  will  prove 
of  service  throughout  the  remainder  of  their  lives  no  matter 
into  what  field  they  may  go.  This  department  occasionally 
has  exhibitions  and  it  is  a  matter  of  disappointment  to  find 
that  the  efforts  put  forth  to  make  these  attractive,  hardly 
pays,  for  there  are  so  few  citizens  who  find  it  convenient  to 
attend.  A  larger  attendance  at  these  exhibitions  or  occas- 
ional visits  during  the  regular  school  day  would  give  much 
encouragement  to  the  teacher  and  the  girls  in  this  department. 

In  June  1930  the  graduating  classes  of  the  Bourne  gram- 
mar school  and  the  Sagamore  grammar  school  were  given 
"The  Standard  Graduation  Examination"  prepared  by  Dr. 
Otis  and  Dr.  Orleans.  The  content  of  this  examination 
was  unknown  to  any  one  in  the  school  department  unti1 
the  day  that  it  was  given.  The  examination  covered  ten  fields 
namely,  spelling,  silent  reading,  vocabulary  knowledge,  arith- 
metic computation.,  arithmetic  reasoning,  grammar,  lang- 
uage usage,  literature,  history,  and  geography.  This  exam- 
ination was  used  by  schools  all  over  the  United  States 
Scores  were  sent  to  the  authors  of  the  test  and  norms  es- 
tablished during  the  summer.  A  study  of  the  results  of 
the  test  in  Bourne  as  compared  with  the  median  scores  ob- 
tained throughout  the  country  is  interesting.  The  median 
secured  by  the  Bourne  grammar  school  graduates  of  lasf 
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June  on  this  test  were  considerably  higher  than  the  standan 
medians  in  reading,  vocabulary  building,  literature,  geo 
graphy,  and  total  score.    The  class  was  at  standard  in  spell  ; 
ing,  arithmetic  computation,  arithmetic  reasoning,  grammar 
language  usage,  and  history.

•  The  average  pupil  in  the  graduating  class  at  Sagamore  did 
not  do  as  well  on  these  tests  as  did  the  average  pupil  of  the 
Bourne  class.  The  results  there  present  a  real  problem  and 
we  are  attempting  to  diagnose  returns  in  order  to  determine 
what  may  be  done  for  improvement.  Remedial  devices  are 
now  being  used,  and  with  the  principal,  tea  hers,  and  pupils 
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fully  aware  of  previous  shortcomings,  we  expect  that  the  re- 
sults secured  this  year  will  compare  favorably  with  those 
secured  at  Bourne. 

One  reason  why  Bourne  is  a  good  place  to  bring  up  young 
people  is  because  of  the  variety  of  activities  that  is  offered 
them  for  wholesome  activity.  One  of  these  activities  is  in- 
strumental music.  We  believe  that  few  citizens  realize  the 
progress  that  has  been  made  during  the  last  two  years  in  thi 
way  of  training  for  the  wise  use  of  leisure  time.  The  com 
bined  orchestra  of  the  district  is  now  playing  rather  advance  1 
musical  compositions.  Several  in  this  orchestra  are  to  be- 
come members  of  the  Cape  Cod  Symphony  Orchestra  which 
is  to  give  a  series  of  concerts  in  Hyannis,  Chatham,  Fal- 
mouth, Sandwich,  and  Bourne.  Mr.  Adolfo  Querze  of  Sag- 
amore trains  and  conducts  our  orchestra  free  of  charge.  This 
is  a  considerable  contribution  since  it  m  ans  a  rehearsal  once 
a  week  plus  attendance  at  all  places  where  our  orchestra  per- 
forms. The  basis  on  which  this  orchestra  is  constructed  is 
through  pupils,  who  for  the  most  part,  have  secured  their 
initial  training  in  group  work.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  cents 
per  lesson  is  charged  for  this  group  instruction.  Although 
the  fee  is  small  there  are  a  number  of  children  with  musical 
ability  who  can  not  afford  to  take  lessons.  In  many  places 
on  Cape  Cod  and  throughout  the  State  these  lessons  are  given 
free  of  charge  because  the  town  employs  a  supervisor  oc 
instrumental  music.  Because  of  present  industrial  conditions 
we  do  not  believe  it  would  be  wise  for  Bcur.ne  to  employ 
such  a  director  this  year,  but  when  conditions  return  to 
normalcy,  we  recommend  such  action. 

Chapter  7 1 ,  Section  1  states  that  instruction  shall  be  given 
in  reading,  writing  .  .  .  indoor  and  outdoor  games  and 
athletic  exercises,  agreeably  to  which  the  town  has  employed 
a  skilled  director  of  physical  education.  His  work,  however, 
is  severely  hampered  because  of  two  major  handicaps.  First, 
that  indoor  games  during  school  time  must  be  played  in  an 
auditorium  which  is  surrounded  by  class  rooms.  Although 
some  improvement  has  been  made  by  covering  the  doorways 
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from  the  class  room  to  the  auditorium  with  celotex,  the 
noise  from  play  causes  great  annoyance  to  the  grammar  school 
classes.  It  is  hard  to  carry  on  school  work  in  the  midst  of 
confusion.  The  time  will  come  very  soon  when  the  town 
must  consider  an  addition  to  the  high  school.  This  addition 
would  contain  a  combined  auditorium  and  gymnasiuim,  caf- 
eteria, and  rooms  for  household  arts,  manual  training,  and 
shops.    The  auditorium  facilities  are  greatly  needed  at  the

high  school  for  assemblies,  dramatics,  operettas,  instrumenta' 
music,  etc.  and  when  used  as  a  gymnasium  for  physical  edu 
cation  and  athletic  contests.    The  auditorium  at  the  gram- 
mar school  would  then  be  adequate  to  take  care  of  the  activ- 
ities of  that  school. 

The  second  serious  handicap  for  the  work  in  physical 
education  and  athletics  is  the  lack  of  a  suitable  playground. 
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For  the  past  three  years,  the  school  committee  have  had  a 
little  done  each  year  to  clear  the  land  given  to  the  school  de- 
partment by  the  late  Ordello  Swift,  until  there  is  a  cleared 
area  of  about  ^4  of  an  acre  at  the  rear  of  the  high  school.  It 
would  seem  a  very  wise  procedure  for  the  town  to  purchase 
enough  land  adjoining  this  cleared  area  and  then  clear,  level, 
and  grade,  for  a  playground.  The  location  seems  ideal,  it 
being  near  the  high  school  and  on  a  rather  level  plateau.  This 
playground  we  believe,  would  be  purchased  and  graded  for 
a  fraction  of  the  cost  of  filling,  leveling  and  grading  the  lot 
of  land  at  the  rear  of  the  grammar  school  and  it  would  also 
be  much  more  adequate  in  size. 

The  present  school  day  in  the  high  school  and  in  the 
Bourne  grammar  school  is  the  cause  of  much  annoyance, 
wasted  effort,  and  wasted  time.  Although  thzte  are  school 
children  who  arrive  at  school  before  eight  in  the  morning 
and  others  who  do  not  leave  until  after  three,  yet,  our  actual 
working  day  in  the  high  school  is  but  four  hours  and  thirty- 
five  minutes.  In  the  grammar  school  it  is  only  four  hours 
and  thirty  minutes.  This  seemingly  apparent  discrepancy 
is  actually  the  case  because  school  can  not  start  until  the  las^ 
bus  is  unloaded  and  has  to  close  when  the  first  bus  leaves 
in  the  afternoon.  We  sincerely  recommend  that  we  get  al 
the  high  school  pupils  to  school  at  the  same  time  and  all  the 
grammar  school  pupils  to  their  school  at  one  time.  The 
scheme  we  consider  feasible  is  to  have  the  high  school  begin 
at  8:15  and  close  at  2  p.  m.  Allowing  the  time  out  for 
lurch  neriod  we  are  assured  that  this  schedule  will  allow  at 
least  a  five  hour  working  day.  The  grammar  school  day 
would  begin  at  9:15  and  close  at  3:15  which  would  assure 
for  them  a  work  dav  of  five  hours.  Some  may  ask  why  is  it 
that  we  are  now  able  to  contemplate  such  a  scheme  when  it 
has  not  seemed  possible  in  the  past  without  th°  addition  of 
busses?  The  answer  lies  in  the  following:  That  the  old 
busses  with  limited  seating  capacity  have  been  replaced  by 
busses  of  large  capacity  and  also  because  when  the  rural 
schools  were  closed  a  large  elementary  bus  was  put  in  oper 
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ation.    The  figures  on  which  the  above  recommendations  arc  j 
based  are  the  following:    High  school  load,  Wing's  barge  J 
Monument  Beach  28,  Pocasset,  11,  Cataumet  11,  total  50. i 
The  high  school  load  would  leave  Cataumet  at  7:45  every 
day  and  high  school  pupils  would  be  back  in  Cataumet  by 
2:30.    Henshaw's  barge,  high  school  load,  Buzzards  Bay  25, 
Head  of  the  Bay  15,  total  40.    This  high  school  bus  would  ! 
leave  the  Head  of  the  Bay  at  7:45  every  morning  and  high

school  pupils  would  be  returned  to  the  Head  of  the  Bay 
by  2:20.  Wing's  elementary  bus,  Cataumet  13,  Pocasset 
13,  Monument  Beach  24,  total  50.  This  bus  would  leave: 
Cataumet  at  8:45  and  the  children  would  return  to  the  endj 
of  their  route  in  Cataumet  not  later  than  3:45.  Henshaw'sj 
elementary  bus,  Head  of  the  Bay  load  34.  This  bus  would 
leave  the  Head  of  the  Bay  at  8:25  and  ch  ildren  would  be 
returned  to  their  homes  at  the  end  of  the  route  at  the  Head 
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of  the  Bay  at  3:35.  Buzzards  Bay  elementary  load  52  child- 
ren. This  bus  would  leave  Buzzards  Bay  at  8:55  and  child- 
ren would  be  returned  to  Buzzards  Bay  at  3:55.  Mr.  Dean's 
(bus  would  carry  approximately  forty  pupils  and  start  fifteen 
•minutes  later  than  at  present  and  return  load  would  be  made 
immediately  at  the  close  of  school  at  3:15. 

Undoubtedly  there  will  be  some  minor  changes  and  con- 
victs in  this  proposed  transportation  plan,  but  the  great 
|  benefits  secured  by  it  greatly  offset  any  slight  inconvenience 
that  might  be  incurred. 

j  Before  closing  may  I  suggest  to  the  citizens  of  Bourne 
that  they  read  the  reports  of  the  high  school  principal  and 
special  teachers. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  thanks  for  the  sym- 
pathetic cooperation   displayed  through   the   year   by  the 
school  committee,  teachers,  and  townspeople;  because  it  is 
only  through  intelligent  cooperation  that  we  can  hope  for 
progress  in  our  schools.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Bourne 
High  School 

Mr.  Peebles: — 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  annual  report.  I  want  to 
write  briefly  concerning  the  enrollment  at  the  High  School. 

The  school  has  the  largest  enrollment  in  its  history  a 
the  present  time  and  practically  all  students  are  getting  some 
thing  very  much  worth  while  from  their  studies  and  asso- 
ciations. 

Enrollment  by  classes: — 

Freshmen  Boys  26  Girls  27 

Sophomores  Boys  14  Girls  22 

Juniors  Boys  18  Girls  18 

Seniors  Boys  9  Girls  20 

Post  Graduates  Boys  1  Girls  2 

Total  157 

There  are  three  members  of  the  class  of  1929  now  in  college. 
These  people  are  all  making  a  creditable  showing  and  are  very 
enthusiastic  over  college  life.  Some  of  th?  present  Seniors 
are  already  planning  on  entering  college  next  September. 

There  are  three  new  teachers  in  the  High  School  this  year, 
and  they  have  displayed  fine  co-operative  spirit  and  have 
builded  their  personalities  in  the  life  of  the  school  in  a  very 
pleasing  manner. 

Physical  Education: — 

The  boys  and  girls  are  as  keenly  interested  as  ever  in  this 
department.  We  have  played  only  one  game  of  basketbal 
thus  far  but  from  the  showing  made  by  both  teams  we  ar 
assured  of  some  fine  games.  The  tow^sp^orle  turn  out  in 
preat  numbers  to  witness  these  contests.  The  one  part  of  our 
Physical  Education  program  that  I  do  not  like  is  having  the 
High  School  pupils,  two  days  a  week,  during  the  winter 
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months,  go  down  to  the  Grammar  School  for  their  regula 
classes  in  Physical  Training.    These  classes  make  more  or 
less  commotion  while  in  the  auditorium  and  I  am  sure  must 
seriously  interfere  with  the  classroom  work  of  the  Grammar 
School. 

The  only  solution  is  to  build  a  gymnasium  in  back  of  the 
High  School. 

Heating  Plant: — 

The  new  heating  plant  has  been  in  use  since  September 
As  cold  weather  came  on  and  the  janitor  became  accustomed 
to  firing  the  boiler  we  were  assured  of  a  good  even  heat, 
something  that  we  never  enjoyed  under  the  old  plant.  I 
can  with  confidence  say  that  this  boiler  is  entirely  satisfactory 
and  the  money  for  its  installation  was  well  expended.

Report  of  School  Nurse 


Mr.  James  F.  Peebles, 
Superintendent  Bourne  Schools, 
Bourne,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Mr.  Peebles: 

The  school  nursing  work  has  gone  along  in  its  various 
lines  about  as  usual.  A  new  departur:  is  the  teaching  of 
Hygiene  by  the  nurse.  Thanks  to  your  cooperation  a  series 
of  classes  has  been  arranged  in  the  Grammar  Schools  at  Sag- 
amore and  at  Bourne,  and  in  the  High  School,  Home  Econ- 
omics Department. 

Something  new  this  year  was  the  physical  examination 
by  the  school  physician  of  all  children  who  were  to  enter 
school  this  last  September.  This  was  done  the  last  of  June 
We  had  excellent  cooperation  —  and  so  our  first  grades  en- 
tered school  in  an  excellent  state  of  health. 

The  consolidation  of  Cataumet  and  Monument  Beach 
Schools  with  Bourne  has  been  of  great  benefit  in  every  way 
Owing  to  a  prevalence  of  skin  infections  a  most  thorough 
system  of  inspection  has  been  employed.  It  has  paid — for 
we  have  had  little  difficulty,  and  as  I  talk  with  the  neighbor- 
ing school  nurses  I  am  more  than  ever  thankful. 

The  improved  condition  of  the  Buzzards  Bay  School, 
with  its  modern  water  supply  and  new  sanitary  rooms  is  very 
gratifying.    The  children  and  teacher  surely  appreciate  them. 

Our  most  serious  problem  has  been  the  outbreak  of  a 
diphtheria  epidemic  (so  called)  among  the  Sagamore  child- 
ren. It  has  been  under  control  at  all  times.  One  worth  while 
outcome  will  be  the  immunization  of  the  school  children 
with  Toxin  Anti-Toxin.  A  great  many  have  been  done, 
and  shortly  a  school  clinic  will  make  the  protection  available 
to  all. 
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As  usual  we  have  had  an  excellently  managed  lunchroom  at 
the  High  School  to  maintain  our  end  of  the  nutrition  work. 
In  most  of  the  schools  mid-morning  milk  has  been  servea. 
At  Sagamore,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  our  friends,  milk 
was  made  available  to  those  children  who  needed  it.  The 
same  program  will  be  carried  out  this  year. 

I  take  this  time  to  thank  everyone  who  has  made  this 
school  work  of  value  by  their  co-operation.  When  everyone 
works  for  a  common  good,  a  good  piece  of  work  can  be  ac- 
complished.

Dear  Sir: 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  physicial  examination 
made  by  me  as  school  physician  during  the  1929—1930 
school  year. 

All  scholars  have  been  examined  at  least  once  and  many, 
more  than  once. 

Notice  of  defects  found  have  been  sent  to  parents  and  as 
a  general  rule  they  have  been  attended  to. 

During  the  regular  examination  of  the  Sagamore  pupils, 
made  in  October,  a  case  of  Nasal  Diphtheria  was  found. 
With  Dr.  Goff's  aid  the  school  was  pretty  thoroughly  cul- 
tured and  two  more  cases  found.  No  more  cases  occurred 
until  the  first  of  December.  At  this  time  another  case  de- 
veloped and  again  many  cultures  were  taken  with  the  result 
that  we  found  two  positive  cases  among  the  pupils.  Neither 
of  these  appeared  sick  but  were  sent  home  and  remained  home 
for  nearly  a  month  before  they  could  be  found  free  of  in- 
fection. 

Following  this  second  outbreak  we  ran  a  small  epidemic 
of  eleven  cases,  two  of  these  being  in  older  members  of  a 
pupil's  family. 

At  the  present  time  all  are  well  but  th?re  are  three  cases, 
still  held  out  of  school  as  the  germ  is  still  in  their  nose  or 
throat. 

This  year  has  been  a  bit  wild  from  th?  viewpoint  of  acci- 
dents. There  have  been  3  broken  arms  and  one  dislocation 
of  a  finger  treated  by  the  School  physician. 
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Several  cases  of  Scabbies  occurred  in  one  school  during  th 
term.    This  condition  can  be  speedily  remedied  if  the  parents 
cooperate.    If  they  do  not  we  get  nowhere.

Report  of  the  Director  of 
Physical  Education 

Mr.  James  F.  Peebles, 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Bourne,  Massachusetts. 

My  dear  Mr.  Peebles: 

It  is  with  extreme  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  fourth  annual 
report  of  Director  of  Physical  Education  in  the  Public 
Schools  of  Bourne, 

Daily  physical  activity  is  a  requisite  for  the  normal  phy- 
sical growth  and  development  of  children.  The  properly 
arranged  school  program  allots  one  period  each  day  to  physical 
education.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  there  is  an  increase 
in  the  use  of  outdoor  facilities  for  this  part  of  the  schoo1 
program.  It  is  my  opinion  that  this  trend  should  continue 
until  all  of  our  physical  education  activities  are  out-of-doors 
except  on  stormy  days  and  days  when  the  glay-ground  is 
muddy.  Proper  surfacing  and  drainage  of  play-grounds  will 
decrease  the  number  of  days  when  outdoor  work  is  impossible 
because  of  muddy  grounds.  Our  gymnasiums  should  be 
considered  as  rainy  day  play-grounds. 

Unfortunately  much  of  our  physical  education  work  has 
been  conducted  without  due  regard  to  the  capabilities  of 
the  individual  pupils.  In  the  future  we  will  find  increased 
efforts  to  adopt  our  school  program  in  this  subject  to  the 
individual  needs  of  pupils.  When  this  is  done  the  strong, 
large,  robust,  vigorous  individual  and  the  small,  anemic,  un- 
derweight child  will  not  be  given  the  same  program  and  their 
achievement  will  not  be  marked  by  the  same  standards. 

As  greater  attention  is  paid  to  the  individual  needs  of 
pupils  the  necessity  of  grading  physical  education  activities 
will  be  evident.  Children  who  are  capable  of  doing  sixth 
grade  academic  work  are  not  all  of  equal  ability  in  phy- 
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i  jsicar  activity  and  it  is  just  as  unreasonable  to  give  them  the 
Isame  physical  education  work  as  it  would  be  to  give  all 
(children  of  a  certain  height  the  same  academic  work  regard- 
jless  of  their  intelligence. 

With  the  realization  of  the  need  for  physical  education 
|  work  in  the  school  program  has  come  the  recognition  of  the 
| great  value  of  supervised  play-ground  activities  during  be- 
fore-sclpol,  after-school,  and  ^fter-supper  hours.  Many 
I  communities  are  using  their  school  physical  education  teach- 
|ers  for  this  work  and  find  the  special  training  and  abilities  of 
!  teachers  an  asset  in  the  development  of  this  recreation  pro- 
jgram. 

Physical  education  is  conducive  to  the  health  growth  and 
physical  development  of  children,  but  it  should  also  be  recog- 
nized that  there  are  social  and  moral  lessons  that  can  be 
taught  through  these  activities.     The  definition  "physical 
I  education  is  that  education  which  be  obtained  through  phy- 
jsical  activities"  denotes  that  the  objectives  of  physical  educa- 
j  tion  are  the  same  as  the  objectives  of  all  education. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  make  four  recommenda- 
;  tions  that  are  of  vital  importance  to  all  of  our  school  child- 
i  ren. 

1.  New  high  school  gymnasium. 

2.  Play-^rouncjs  with  proper  surfacing  and  drainage 
•  at  all  schools. 

i     3.     Intramural  athletic  program  bus. 

4.     Shower  baths  and  locker  rooms. 
;     Briefly,  I  shall  give  reasons  why  the  above  recommenda- 
!  tions  should  be  given  considerable  thought. 
1.    New  High  School  Gymnasium. 

1.  On  stormy,  muddy  or  cold  days,  the  pupils  must 
go  from  the  high  school  to  the  grammar  school, 
thereby,  decreasing  the  amount  of  time  devoted  to 
physical  education  to  practically  15  minutes  per 
day,  twice  a  week.  A  gymnasium  located  behind 
the  present  high  school  building  would  eliminate 
the  waste  of  this  valuable  time. 
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2.  It  would  allow  the  installation  of  an  intensive 
intramural  athletic  program,  giving  every  pupi 
an  equal  chance  to  participate. 

3.  It  would  give  the  pupils  who  come  on  the  early 
bus,  all  the  pupils  during  the  noon  hour,  and  th 
pupils  leaving  on  the  late  bus,  an  opportunity  to 
participate  in  some  form  of  supervised  play. 

4.  It  would  eliminate  the  disturbance  to  the  gram- 
mar school  teachers,  when  physical  education  class- 
es are  held  in  the  grammar  school  gymnasium,  as 
is  now  the  case. 

5.  It  would  be  an  ideal  meeting  place  for  the  differ- 
ent organizations  that  are  now  in  the  high  school, 
such  as  dramatic  club  rehearsals,  presentation  of 
dramatic  plays,  school  assemblies,  athletic  associa- 
tion meetings,  teachers'  club  meetings,  school  dances 
Junior  Prom,  graduation  exercises,  etc. 

6.  It  would  enlarge  the  seating  capacity  at  our  indoor 
athletic  contests,  thereby  giving  every  spectator  a 
seat,  which  he  rightfully  deserves. 

7.  It  would  eliminate  the  congestion  caused  by  so 
many  extra  curricula  activities,  that  now  overtaxes 
the  one  gymnasium  we  have. 

2.  Play-grounds. 

1 .  Every  modern  school  building  should  have  a  play- 
ground adjoining  it.  This  play-ground  should  be 
properly  surfaced  and  also  a  drainage  system  to 
avoid  loss  of  use  after  stormy  days.  A  course 
of  supervised  play,  physical  education  classes,  and 
extra  curricula  activities  could  be  held  on  these  play- 
grounds. 


3.     Shower  and  Locker  Room. 

1.     What  is  more  helpful  to  health  than  a  daily 
cleansing  of  the  body? 
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2.  At  present  we  have  no  shower  baths  in  any  of 
our  school  buildings.  If  longer  physical  educa- 
tion periods  could  be  had,  it  would  be  very  advis- 
able to  allot  10  minutes  at  the  end  of  such  a  period, 
for  a  shower  bath.  Our  boys  and  girls  participate 
in  vigorous  and  moderate  athletic  contests,  leaving 
the  field  of  play  with  their  bodies  perspiring  freely 
and  are  forced  to  dress  without  first  cleansing  the 
body,  which  is  not  a  very  hygienic  method  of  ath- 
letic participation. 

4.     Intramural  Athletic  Transportation. 

1.  The  Bourne  Schools  were  the  first  on  Cape  Cod 
to  install  an  intramural  athletic  program  in  the 
grammar  and  high  schools.  Since  then  we  have 
been  forced  to  discontinue  this  program  in  the 
high  school  due  to  the  fact  that  we  had  no  trans- 
portation facilities.  If  such  facilities  could  be  had, 
I  am  sure  that  our  intramural  program  would  be 
ranked  with  the  best.  It  was  only  recently  that 
the  Town  of  Hyannis  purchased  a  bus  to  be  used 
for  the  transportation  of  intramural  athletic  par- 
ticipants. Are  we  to  stand  by  and  watch  the  par- 
ade go  by,  or  shall  we  be  among  the  leaders? 

In  conclusion,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
School  Committee,  to  you  as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Prin- 
cipals, teachers,  and  to  all  others  who  have  assisted  in  mak- 
ing my  work  here  a  pleasure.

Report  of  Supervisor  of 
Home  Economics 

Mr.  James  F.  Peebles, 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Bourne,  Massachusetts. 

My  dear  Mr.  Peebles: 

This  is  the  third  annual  report  which  it  has  been  my 
privilege  to  submit  as  supervisor  of  household  arts  in  the  1 
Bourne  schools.     In  may  respects  there  is  little  difference  J 
to  report  between  this  and  the  two  previous  years. 

Noteworthy  among  changes  is  that  of  the  location  of 
the  department  from  the  grammar  school  to  the  high  school  j 
building.    This  has  proven  of  advantage  in  many  ways,  as  it  j 
eliminates  the  daily  trip  between  buildings  for  the  high  school 
pupils  and  thereby  saves  much  time;  and  because  it  brings  ^ 
the  work  in  the  building  where  it  chiefly  belongs.    We  feel 
a  bit  crowded  in  our  new  quarters  but  have  enjoyed  the  prob-  i 
lem  of  converting  the  erstwhile  office  into  a  compact  and  f 
conveniently  arranged  laboratory  in  which  to  perform  the  | 
various  tasks  and  skills  involved  in  the  science  of  home 
making. 

The  program  of  the  high  school  pupils  in  the  household 
arts  course  includes  foods,  clothing,  hygiene,  and  home  nurs- 
ing, house  care  and  home  decoration,  and  household  physics.  } 
During  the  eight  weeks  prior  to  Christmas,  we  considered 
the  problem  of  care  of  clothing  and  many  articles  such  as  j 
dress  covers,  shoe  bags,  and  laundry  bags  were  made,  dress  [ 
hangers  and  shoe  trees  painted,  and  hat  boxes  covered.  Dem- 
onstrations of  laundry  care  and  various  topics  concerned 
with  daily  and  storage  care  were  given  by  the  pupils.  An 
exhibition  of  the  work  covered  was  held  on  December  23d. 

The  work  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  is  progressing 
favorably  and  much  interest  evinced  by  the  majority  of  the 
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girls.  The  program  of  work  covered  is  much  the  same  as 
that  of  last  year. 

We  trust  that  parents  and  others  in  the  community  feel 
assured  of  a  cordial  welcome  should  they  care  to  visit  us  at 
any  time.

Report  of  Music  Supervisor

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Music. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  establishing  a  new  music  sys- 
tem, "The  Music  Educational  Series,"  in  ths  schools  this 
past  year. 

Although  the  old  Progressive  Series  and  this  new  Music 
Educational  Series  have  the  same  ultimate  objective,  the  new 
one  is  far  superior  in  many  respects. 

For  example,  the  child  becomes  an  independent  music 
reader  at  a  much  earlier  age.  Formerly  the  independent  not! 
reading  work  was  not  started  until  the  fourth  year,  where 
as  now  it  will  be  started  in  th?  first  year  with  the  aid  of  th? 
teacher  and  the  second  year  the  pupil  will  continue  his  reading 
practically  independently. 

The  grade  books  are  well  adapted  to  the  capabilities  of 
the  learner  in  that  the  songs  are  very  well  selected  and  properly 
graduated. 

The  eye  span  of  the  music  has  been  greatly  improved 
thus  enabling  the  younger  pupils  to  read  notes  with  greater 

ease. 

Although  the  immediate  results  will  be  rather  slight,  the 
benefits  of  the  new  system  will  show  their  effects  as  the  young- 
er children  progress. 

For  the  primary  grades,  I  have  started  a  purely  rhythmic 
band.  This  seems  to  be  a  nation  wide  movement  in  this 
direction  and  quite  justly  so  because  of  the  proper  sense  of 
rhythm  that  it  instigates  in  the  mind  of  each  pupil.  This 
band  is  composed  of  bells,  rhythm  sticks,  jingle  clogs,  tri- 
angles, tamborines,  drum  and  wood  block.  This  in  my  mind 
far  excells  the  kazoo  band  of  former  years. 
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The  extra  curricula  activities,  the  High  School  pupils  pre- 
sented their  second  operetta  "Sailor  Maids"  and  the  Gram- 
mar School  their  first  operetta  "Maids  and  Middies." 

The  proceeds  from  these  entertainments  are  used  to  further 
j  school  activities  as  well  as  to  purchas2  musical  equipment. 

One  of  the  chief  objectives  of  modern  education  is  the 
I  enrichment  of  the  lives  of  the  children. 

What  other  subject  in  the  curriculum  provides  for  this 
I  motive  better  than  music?

Report  of  Drawing  Supervisor 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

The  following  is  my  Seventh  annual  repo:t  as  Supervisor 
of  Drawing  in  the  Bourne  Schools. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  this  year  many 
prizes  have  been  awarded  to  members  of  the  Bourne  Schools 
for  drawing  made  and  submitted  by  them  to  the  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals.  The  drawings  ac- 
cepted having  been  used  by  the  S.  P.  C.  A.  for  public  posters. 
Other  posters  having  been  used  for  advertising  purposes  and 
one  drawing  was  accepted  and  used  as  the  "Cut"  for  trr 
cover  design  for  the  "Junior  Magazine." 

These  results  were  made  possible  by  the  development  of 
creative  expression,  representation  and  design  as  taught  in 
the  Bourne  Schools. 

This  system  of  teaching  drawing  is  developed  from  grade 
to  grade  in  the  following  manner: — 

The  first  three  grades  using  the  three  standard  shapes, 
namely:  the  circle,  square  and  triangle,  first  made  paper  bas- 
kets, Indian  head  bands  (drawing  symbols  thereon) ,  paper 
cradles,  wagons,  etc.,  later  in  the  year  cutting  out  letters  and 
pasting  them  on  posters  and,  most  difficult  of  all,  made  illus- 
trative drawings,  of  the  story  of  Little  Red  Riding  Hood. 

The  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  advancing  to  lettering 
and  free  brush  work.  Their  studies  emphasizing  the  neces- 
sity of  observation  and  developing  color  study  and  shapes  in 
every  day  objects,  such  as  vegetables,  fruit,  trees  and  flowers. 
The  sixth  grade  also  "Took  a  trip  around  the  World,"  mak- 
ing representative  drawings  of  'interesting  and  historical 
points  of  interest  in  each  Country  together  with  drawings  of 
special  products  grown  in  the  several  Countries  they  visited. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  made  posters,  design  and 
representative  drawings  using  free  brush  work,  the  last  three 
months  being  devoted  to  project  drawings  for  Christmas 
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,  work.     It  was  the  drawings  submitted  by  the  students  of 
|  these  grades  that  were  accepted  and  used  by  the  S.  P.  C.  A. 
i  for  posters  in  their  drive  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Animals. 

The  High  School  classes  made  posters  advertising  the 
!  School  Cantata,  later  making  conventional  design  from  na- 
ture forms,  composing  plant  drawings  and  then  painting  them 
I  in  the  complimentary  colors. 

In  closing  I  again  wish  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  and 
|  appreciation  of  the  hearty  cooperation  I  have  received  from 
]  you,  the  School  Committee  and  the  teachers  of  the  schools 
]  of  the  Town  of  Bourne.

Report  of  the  Selectmen 


Mr.  Bourne: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  The  Board  of  Select- 
men wish  to  make  the  following  Report: 

Under  article  10  of  the  Town  Warrant  which  relates  to 
document  795  "Report  of  the  Army  Engineers  to  the  71st 
Congress  in  Session"  and  also  our  conference  with  Col. 
Cheney  in  Boston. 

Document  795  is  practically  a  Report  of  the  Army  En- 
gineers to  the  71st  Congress.  In  said  Report  the  matter 
which  is  of  the  most  vital  interest  to  the  Town  of  Bourne 
is  the  substitution  of  one  highway  bridge  to  be  located  about 
]/2  way  between  the  present  bridges  in  Bourne  &  Sagamore. 
This  proposed  bridge  is  supposed  to  take  care  of  all  the  travel 
by  vehicle  and  also  by  trains  to  and  from  the  Cape. 

This  proposed  bridge,  if  built,  means  the  abandonment 
of  the  present  two  highway  bridges  which  will  mean  a  great 
expense  to  the  Town  of  Bourne  in  the  transportation  of 
scholars  to  and  from  school,  and  also  a  great  inconvenience 
to  the  people  residing  in  Buzzards  Bay,  Bourne,  Sagamore, 
and  surrounding  villages  in  Bourne.  To  reach  a  near  point 
in  the  villages  of  Bourne,  Buzzards  Bay  or  Sagamore,  you 
would  have  to  go  approximately  six  miles  to  a  nearby  point. 
In  the  Report  of  the  Engineers  the  proposed  bridge  has  only 
six  lanes  of  travel  while  our  present  bridges  have  four  lanes. 
It  is  very  evident  that  adequate  provision  for  the  future  has 
not  been  taken  care  of.  In  one  day  this  past  year  nearly 
25,000  cars  passed  over  the  two  bridges,  a  large  increase  over 
previous  years.  Ample  provision  has  not  been  made  for 
traffic  if  it  comes  to  ONE  point  of  intersection.  If  one  bridge 
is  built  as  proposed  it  will  be  a  great  many  years  before  any 
change  is  made. 

We  note  that  the  Army  Engineers  in  their  Report  are 
not  unanimous  regarding  the  location  of  the  railroad  bridge, 
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noted  on  page  12,  Par.  26-27-31.  of  their  Report.  They 
make  reference  "That  a  movable  span  for  railroad  bridge  is 
permissible  as  the  traffic  over  it  is  comparatively  small." 

We  earnestly  hope  that  the  location  of  the  railroad  bridge, 
will  not  be  changed  as  it  adds  additional  cost  and  mileage  in 
transportation  to  all  points  on  the  Cape. 

After  due  consideration  of  Doc.  795  the  Board  of  Select- 
men by  appointment  arranged  for  a  conference  with  Col.  A. 
S.  Cheney,  U.  S.  Dist.  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  River  and 
Harbor  Improvements,  in  Boston  October  27th.  We  had  a 
long  conference  with  Col.  Cheney  and  we  called  his  attention 
to  the  large  sums  of  money  already  expended  for  the  reloca- 
tion and  construction  of  highways,  building  of  schools,  Town 
Hall  and  other  buildings  in  order  to  adjust  ourselves  to  the 
present  conditions.  The  villages  have  practically  grown 
around  these  centers.  We  stated  if  the  proposed  change  was 
made  it  would  cost  the  Town  thousands  of  dollars  each  year 
for  the  transportation  of  scholars  and  greatly  inconvenience 
the  people  using  the  Library,  Town  Hall,  and  other  public 
buildings.  We  were  informed  by  Col.  Cheney  that  the 
appropriation  of  $34,000,000  was  cut  down  about  $10,- 
000,000.  The  depth  changed  of  the  Canal  from  35  feet 
to  30  feet,  and  the  width  narrowed,  also  the  substitution  of 
one  lock  in  place  of  two.  No  change  was  made  in  regards 
to  highway  bridges.  We  also  called  Col.  Cheney's  attention 
to  the  increased  traffic  and  the  number  of  vehicles  passing  over 
the  two  bridges  in  one  day  and  the  inadvisability  of  bringing 
this  traffic  into  one  artery.  He  stated  that  they  eventually 
would  have  to  have  two  bridges.  We  asked  him  if  he  had 
considered  the  advisability  of  building  tunnels.  He  stated 
that  the  matter  was  considered  but  it  would  be  too  expen- 
sive. He  admitted  that  the  building  of  one  bridge  was  only 
adequate  for  a  short  period  of  time  as  provisions  were  only 
made  for  six  lanes  of  travel  while  the  present  bridges  have 
four.  Finally  after  a  lengthy  discussion  he  stated  in  order 
to  protect  the  Town's  interest  it  would  be  wise  for  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  register  the  Town's  objections  at  this  ime. 
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In  conclusion  the  Board  of  Selectmen  unanimously  recom- 
,  mends  that  we  have  two  bridges  or  tunnels  near  the  loca- 
tion of  the  present  bridges,  as  near  as  possible,  and  that  the 
Railroad  bridge  remain  at  its  present  location.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Bourne: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Auditor  of  the  town  of 
Bourne  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

The  amounts  shown  by  the  Tax  Collector  as  received 
for  taxes  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1931  have 
been  checked  against  the  commitment  books,  also  the  pay- 
ments made  to  the  Treasurer  were  checked  against  the  re- 
ceipts shown  on  the  Treasurer's  account  and  found  to  be 
correct. 

I  have  verified  the  uncollected  taxes  shown  on  the  Col- 
lector's books  as  of  August  1,  1931,  by  sending  statement 
of  account  to  parties  taxed  and  from  replies  received  am 
satisfied  that  the  books  are  correct. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  were  examined,  receipts 
from  various  sources  were  checked  and  found  to  be  correct. 
The  Selectmen's  Warrants  authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  dis- 
burse town  funds  were  found  to  be  properly  vouched  and 
recorded. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  both  Treasurer  and  Collector 
have  been  well  kept. 

For  detail,  I  refer  you  to  their  report.     A  summary  of 
the  Treasurer's  account  is  appended  herewith.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

The  Selectmen  take  great  pleasure  in  drawing  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Citizens  of  Bourne  to  the  excellent  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Town.  On  December  31st,  1931  there  was  a 
cash  balance  of  $85,954.88  compared  with  $67,684.49  imt 
the  preceeding  year.*  When  we  take  into  consideration  that 
many  cities  and  municipalities  are  unable  to  meet  their  ob-" 
ligations,  and  are  frantically  endeavoring  to  borrow  cash  in 
anticipation  of  revenue,  the  Town  of  Bourne  should  take 
pride  in  its  financial  security.  Again,  —  it  should  not  be 
forgotten  that  the  tax  rate  was  reduced  one  dollar  upon  each 
thousand  in  1931  —  and  this  in  the  face  of  a  very  large 
abatement  on  the  valuation  placed  upon  property  of  the  Os- 
good, Bradley  Co.  (formerly  Keith  Car  Co.) 

A  few  law  suits  are  still  pending  against  the  Town.  Mr.l 
G.  W.  P.  Babb,  for  land  taken  for  road  purposes  at  Cataumet, 
and  Coonamessett  Ranch,  for  land  taken  for  a  fire  line.  We  be- 
lieve the  latter  case  may  be  amicably  settled  out  of  court,  if 
the  Town  votes  to  deed  back  the  land,  retaining  an  easement, 
satisfactory  for  a  fire  protection.  The  two  court  cases,  Mass. 
Hospital  School  against  The  Town  of  Bourne,  have  beenj 
handed  down  decisions  favorable  to  the  State.  The  bills 
will  have  to  be  met  by  the  Town. 

Back  River  Bridge  is  still  in  progress  of  construction,  and 
to  complete  it,  according  to  plans  satisfactory  to  the  State 
Dept.  of  Highways,  an  additional  sum  of  $2300  will  be 
necessary  to  be  raised  by  the  Town.  The  same  amounts 
will  also  be  contributed  by  the  State  and  County,  —  if  the 
Town  so  votes.

XQU  \  The  Selectmen  immediately  took  the  matter  up  with  the 
11  ;  District  Attorney,  and  while  the  damage  by  law  is  trivial, 
the  Town  —  if  it  so  chooses  —  may  carry  the  matter  be- 
fore the  courts. 

Auto-speeding  through  the  village  of  Buzzards  Bay  - — 
j  and  other  localities,  has  been  a  serious  problem  for  the  Se- 
lectmen to  solve.       At  Buzzards  Bay  SLOW  signs  were 
erected,  a  school-zone  established,  road  lines  painted  and  fin- 
ally a  patrol  stationed  at  different  hours  to  warn  and  arrest 
.  violators.     The  Selectmen  believe  the  only  way  to  satis- 
•  factorily  curb  this  menace  is  to  place  a  patrol  for  this  par- 
™'l  ticular  purpose.    The  Selectmen  would  also  suggest  STOP 
:r;t!    signs  at  isolated  intersections  to  avoid  collisions  at  dangerous 
2l  crossings. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  a  sum  of  money  was  voted 
for  the  care  of  town  dumps.    We  have  hired  a  man  to  take 
L     care  of  these  dumps  and  his  work  has  been  very  satisfactory.

Public  Welfare  it  will  be  noticed  that  there  has  been  an  ex- 
penditure of  $7,242.18.    This  is  an  increase  of  $2,429.53  ] 
over  the  1930  expenditure  in  this  department. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  Balance  Sheet  showing  ; 
$1,719.26  Public  Welfare  and  $619.67  Mothers'  Aid,  a! 
total  of  $2,338.93  due  the  Town  from  aid  furnished  those  I 
having  a  settlement  in  other  cities  and  towns. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to:  1.  To  the  Med.  Atten-  [ 
tion  and  Hospitalization  item,  an  increase  of  $1,000.15  \ 
over  the  1930  expenditure,  due  to  several  expensive  emer-  I 
gency  cases. 

2.     To  a  new  item  listed  Mass.  Hospital  School  of  J 
$413.96. 

This  unexpected  increase  and  the  new  item  total  together  ! 
$1,414.11  for  1931. 

The  Case  of  the  Commonwealth  against  this  Town  in  | 
regard  to  payment  of  tuition  for  two  pupils  in  the  Mass.  I 
Hosp.  School  was  decided  against  the  Town.  The  Board  I 
has  endeavored  to  collect  both  the  past  bill  and  current 
bills,  that  relate  to  this  case  from  the  families  involved  but 
we  have  been  unable  to  obtain  payment.  This  expense  must  \ 
be  paid  by  the  Welfare  Dept.  according  to  the  law. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Welfare  Department  has  en- 
deavored  to  find  work  for  applicants  to  this  office  rather 
than  allow  them  financial  aid.  We  are  pleased  to  state  that 
most  of  the  citizens  of  our  Town  demand  work  and  not  aid. 

In  December  the  Welfare  Dept.  was  faced  with  the  task  of 
finding  work  for  at  least  1 75  men  when  twenty  positions 
were  available  a  week.  In  order  to  relieve  this  situation  it 
was  necessary  to  limit  the  amount  of  work  to  two  days  a 
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week  per  man.  Even  then  only  the  most  needy  could  be 
taken  care  of  and  many  were  not  able  to  be  placed  each  week 
and  many  not  at  all. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  at  this  time  wishes  to  thank 
the  Citizens  of  the  Town  and  also  all  Town  Officials  for  the 
cooperation  extended  the  Board  in  this  past  year  of  world 
wide  distress.

AN   ACT   PROVIDING    FOR    ADEQUATE    ASSIS-  j 
TANCE  TO  CERTAIN  AGED  CITIZENS  AND  FOR  [ 
A  REPORT  BY  THE  COMMISSIONER  OF  COR-  f 
PORATIONS  AND  TAXATION  AS  TO  WAYS  AND 
MEANS  FOR  RAISING  THE  REQUIRED  REVENUE. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     The  General  Laws  are  hereby  amended  by  [ 
inserting  after  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighteen,  under  the  f 
title,  Adequate  Assistance  to  Certain  Aged  Citizens,  the  fol- 
lowing new  chapter: —  1 

CHAPTER  118A. 

ADEQUATE  ASSISTANCE  TO  CERTAIN  AGED 
CITIZENS 

Section  1.     Adequate  assistance  to  deserving  citizens  in 
need  of  relief  and  support  seventy  years  of  age  or  over  who  j 
shall  have  resided  in  the  commonwealth  not  less  than  twenty  j 
years  immediately  preceding  arrival  at  such  age,  subject  to 
such  reasonable  exceptions  as  to  continuity  of  residence  as  ; 
the  department  of  public  welfare,  in  this  chapter  called  the  j 
department,  may  determine  by  rules  hereinafter  authorized, 
shall  be  granted  under  the  supervision  of  the  department,  i 
Such  assistance  shall,  wherever  practicable,  be  given  to  the 
aged  person  in  his  own  home  or  in  lodgings  or  in  a  boarding 
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home,  and  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  provide  such  suitable  and 
dignified  care.  No  person  receiving  assistance  hereunder  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  pauper  by  reason  thereof." 

For  the  six  months  ending  Dec.  31,  1931  a  total  of 
$3243.10  was  expended  to  a  total  of  32  beneficiaries. 

Eventually  the  Town  will  be  reimbursed  to  some  extent. 
A  court  ruling  on  this  question  is  expected  shortly  as  to  the 
proportion  of  reimbursement.  The  Town  will  be  reim- 
bursed one-third  or  for  the  whole  amount,  depending  on 
this  ruling. 

Every  application  is  carefully  passed  on  in  the  local  office 
and  finally  passed  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare, Bureau  of  O.  A.  A.

Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Bourne,  Mass. 

Herewith  is  Submitted  the  Trustee's  Report  for  the  Jona- 
than Bourne  Public  Library  for  the  Year  1931. 

The  book  circulation  of  the  Bourne  Library  system  has 
increased  tremendously.  The  demands  upon  the  main  libr- 
ary being  so  great  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  open  a  branch 
at  Pocasset.  This  branch  has  been  very  successful  and  the 
patronage  of  same  is  increasing  steadily. 

Even  with  the  opening  of  the  new  branch  at  Pocasset 
and  with  the  Sagamore  branch  functioning  splendidly  in 
the  south  end  of  the  town,  the  main  library  circulation  in- 
creased nearly  six  hundred  volumes. 

The  total  circulation  of  the  main  library  at  Bourne  and  the 
two  branches  was  46,110  books.  Or  nearly  one  thousand 
volumes  per  week.  This  in  our  estimation,  is  conclusive 
proof  that  every  dollar  expended  in  this  town  for  library 
work  is  splendidly  invested,  and  it  proves  to  the  board  of 
trustees  that  it  is  appreciated.  And  after  all  the  appreciation 
of  our  fellow  towns  people  is  what  we  as  a  board  desire. 
It  is  our  only  recompense  for  much  time  and  labor  gratui- 
tously given. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  three  library  re- 
ports hereby  appended  and  particularly  to  that  part  of  Mrs. 
McDermott's  report  pertaining  to  school  exhibits.  It  is 
the  intention  of  this  board  to  get  better  acquainted  with  the 
school  system  during  the  current  year.  Looking  toward  that 
end  we  are  planning  a  series  of  meetings  with  the  school 
faculty.    Already  one  splendid  exhibit  of  Bourne  school  work

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library, 

Town  of  Bourne. 
Sirs: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Jon- 
athan Bourne  Public  Library  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31, 
1931. 

Through  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  board  of  trustees  the 
purchase  of  Leonard  Wood,  A  Biography,  by  Herman  Hage- 
dorn,  in  two  volumes  was  made.  The  board  feeling  that  this 
work  dealing  as  it  does  with  names  well  known  in  Bourne 
should  be  placed  in  the  library.  Miss  Sarah  Gibbs  and  her 
father  Capt.  Paul  Gibbs,  Barlows,  Wings  and  Dimocks  fam- 
ilies all  appear  in  the  text  of  the  two  volumes.  General 
Wood's  early  life  in  Bourne  is  told  interestingly. 

The  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  14th  edition  acquired  during 
the  year  and  placed  in  the  library.  This  set  of  books  has 
been  appreciated  by  the  visitors  to  the  library  as  is  evidenced 
by  the  large  numbers  using  it  as  a  reference. 

Another  outstanding  addition  to  the  library's  books  was 
the  Epic  of  America  by  James  Truslow  Adams.  The  Auto- 
biography of  Lincoln  StefTens  was  another  of  the  more  im- 
portant books  added.  Greyhounds  of  the  Sea  by  Carl  C. 
Cutler  is  worthy  of  mention.  Newest  publications  on  Rus- 
sia and  many  others  may  be  seen  as  unusually  valuable  ad- 
ditions for  a  library  of  this  size  to  acquire. 
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An  interesting  feature  at  the  library  this  year  was  the  ex- 
hibit of  40  new  books  during  Children's  Book  Week,  con- 
sisting of  classics  and  other  types  of  children's  literature. 
Wide  spread  attention  was  attracted  to  the  exhibits  at  the 
library  started  in  connection  with  Book  Week,  which  in- 
cluded drawings,  notebooks,  themes  and  other  school  work, 
in  the  High  and  Grade  schools  of  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

An  important  step  in  the  library  work  during  the  past 
year  was  the  establishment  of  the  Pocasset  Branch.  Many 
books  from  the  main  library  being  permanently  transferred 
to  the  new  unit.  Books  are  exchanged  between  the  Pocasset 
Branch  and  the  main  library  twice  each  month. 

Circulation  of  books  from  the  main  library  reached  a 
total  of  26,341  for  the  year.  An  increase  of  580  over  last 
year.  Twenty-nine  standard  magazines  recognize  the  library 
on  their  subscription  lists  and  the  total  number  of  books  pur- 
chased during  the  year  was  257.  Two  hundred  and  eighteen 
books  were  received  as  gifts,  bringing  the  total  books  now  in 
the  library  to  7,247. 

Among  those  to  contribute  books  during  the  year  were 
Mrs.  Russell  Gregory,  Mrs.  Percival  Lombard,  Mrs.  Howard 
Eldridge,  Mrs.  Arthur  Perry,  Mrs.  Ewald,  and  Mrs.  Fitch 
Ingersoll. 

A  number  of  books  have  been  rebound  and  special  books 
and  magazines  on  timely  subjects  have  been  received.  Grati- 
tude is  expressed  to  those  who  have  rendered  services  to  the 
library  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  SAGAMORE  BRANCH  LIBRARY— 1931 

To  the  trustees  of  the  Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library. 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  librarian  of  the  Jonathan 
Bourne  Public  Library,  Sagamore  Branch,  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1931. 
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The  Sagamore  branch  library  has  been  very  busy  the  past 
year  and  has  circulated  1 2,9 61  books. 

A  noticeable  increase  in  the  adult  reading  has  been  ob- 
served. There  were  94  new  applications  for  cards  made  out 
for  summer  visitors  from  Sagamore  Beach  and  Sagamore 
Highlands. 

The  children  are  reading  from  graded  reading  lists  pre- 
pared by  the  State.  This  work  is  being  done  at  the  school 
this  year  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers,  where  a 
library  period  is  allowed  the  children  a  day  each  week. 

This  is  done  in  connection  with  the  English  course. 

Five  books  are  reviewed  and  appoved  by  the  teacher  before 
being  presented  at  the  library  for  certificates. 

Seventy-five  books  were  loaned  for  this  work  by  the  Divis- 
ion of  Public  Libraries  at  the  State  House. 

A  collection  of  twenty-five  Italian  books  are  borrowed 
from  the  State  Loaning  Library,  as  well  as  any  non-fiction 
book  requested,  which  was  not  available  at  the  main  library. 

I  was  privileged  to  attend  a  three-days  Institute  for  librar- 
ians held  at  Hyannis  Normal  school  last  April,  where  I  re- 
ceived much  valuable  assistance. 

Story-telling  for  the  children  has  been  conducted  on  spc- 
ial  occasions  this  past  year.  A  number  of  parents,  teachers 
and  the  high  school  girls  have  assisted  in  this  work. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  year  was  the  obser- 
vance of  Annual  Book  Week.  At  this  time,  new  juvenile 
books  were  displayed  on  tables  in  the  children's  department. 

Travel  book  posters  made  by  the  school  children  in  grades 
5,  6,  7  and  8,  under  the  direction  of  the  drawing  supervisor, 
were  attractively  exhibited. 

A  book  was  awarded  to  one  in  each  grade  for  the  poster 
judged  to  be  the  best  work. 

The  books  for  the  prizes  were  contributed  by  Mrs.  Melva 
L.  Keith,  Mrs.  Jennie  P.  Nye,  Mrs.  Ida  D.  Abbe  and  The 
Jollies. 
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The  parents  and  teachers  were  invited  to  the  library  for 
an  afternoon  during  that  week  where  a  tea  was  served,  and 
Mrs.  Charles  Eldredge  entertained  by  reading  a  story. 

The  older  boys  and  girls  were  also  entertained  an  evening 
during  book  week  at  the  Kabeyun  club  room  where  they 
enjoyed  an  illustrated  lecture  on  Iceland,  by  Mrs.  Melva 
Keith. 

Story-telling  for  the  little  folk  was  conducted  on  Saturday 
afternoon. 

Over  200  books  of  fiction,  travel  and  biography  and  a 
new  set  of  encyclopedias  has  been  added  this  year. 

Also  a  number  of  new  magazines,  which  included  several 
new  juvenile  magazines  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

Two  steel  tables  for  the  boys  and  girls,  which  was  greatly 
needed,  have  assisted  greatly  in  the  library  work. 

$11.00  was  collected  for  fines  on  overdue  books  and  was 
turned  in  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

A  beautiful  set  of  books  in  ten  volumes,  The  Progress 
of  Nations,  was  presented  to  the  Sagamore  Library  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Eben  S.  S.  Keith,  and  a  number  of  fiction  books 
given  by  Harold  Champion  and  William  Bruce  have  been 
gratefully  acknowledged.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  report  for  the  period  of  eleven 
months,  ending  December  31,  1931. 

On  Feb.  1,  the  Pocasset  branch  was  opened  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  Pocasset  and  Cataumet. 
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The  circulation  has  increased  steadily  from  that  time.  The 
total  output  for  the  eleven  months  being  6,808  books.  The 
month  of  July  showed  the  largest  circulation  when  1,265 
were  taken  out. 

157  new  books  were  purchased  for  this  branch  to  remain 
here  permanently; — these  included  modern  fiction,  some  non- 
fiction  and  juveniles.  A  World  Atlas  and  a  set  of  Colliers 
New  Encyclopedia  have  also  been  added. 

Two  visits  were  made  each  month  to  the  main  library 
for  the  purpose  of  exchanging  books,  about  100  being  ex- 
changed each  time. 

Special  non-fiction  and  juvenile  books  were  also  borrowed 
from  the  State  Library  in  Boston. 

A  book  prize  was  given  to  the  child  who  read  the  largest 
number  of  books  during  the  winter  months. 

During  the  annual  Children's  Book  Week  a  display  of 
new  juvenile  books  were  on  hand. 

A  Christmas  Tree  and  Story  Telling  Hour  was  held  at  the 
library  for  the  children  and  was  much  enjoyed. 

The  summer  residents  have  enjoyed  the  library  privileges; 
184  families  having  registered  for  books. 

250  books  have  been  added  to  the  shelves  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  Mrs.  George  T.  Avery,  Mrs.  George  T.  Beech. 
Mr.  F.  A.  Walker,  and  Mr.  Morris  Gray. 

$12.30  was  collected  for  fines  on  overdue  books  and  was 
turned  in  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Pocasset  branch 
is  flourishing  and  is  filling  a  long  felt  want.  The  support 
which  the  public  has  given  the  branch  is  much  appreciated.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers 

TOWN  OF  BOURNE  FOR  1931 


Meetings  of  this  board  have  been  held  regularly  through- 
out the  year.  We  have  done  all  possible  for  the  improvement 
of  the  department  with  the  means  at  hand.  The  men  have 
been  supplied  with  new  rubber  coats  and  boots.  Volunteer 
firemen's  insurance  has  been  taken  out  for  their  protection. 
A  new  heating  plant  has  been  installed  at  the  Monument 
Beach  Fire  House.  Salt  water  hydrants  have  been  over- 
hauled and  we  feel  that  there  is  a  spirit  of  good  fellowship 
among  the  members  of  the  fire  department,  and  a  cordial 
spirit  of  cooperation  between  said  members  and  this  board. 

There  is  much  to  be  done  before  the  town  of  Bourne  re- 
ceives the  benefit  of  an  adequate  fire  department.  We  are  con- 
vinced that  such  a  department  will  have  to  be  built  up  a  little 
at  a  time  over  a  period  of  years.  New  equipment  will  have 
to  be  purchased,  fire  stations  built  and  above  all  a  few  ade- 
quately paid  permanent  firemen  retained.  In  our  opinion 
no  absolutely  volunteer  department  can  ever  become  a  huge 
success.  The  families  of  firemen  have  to  be  supported  and 
this  requires  coin  of  the  realm.  No  volunteer  facing  this 
proposition  can  give  his  entire  time  or  even  a  great  part  of 
it  to  just  a  "Thank  you"  job.  We  really  believe  that  a 
start  in  the  right  direction  has  been  made  and  that  within 
the  next  few  years  the  fire  department  of  the  town  of  Bourne 
will  be  equipped,  housed  and  manned  in  a  manner  befitting 
a  town  of  it's  size  and  prestige. 

The  department  will  then  be  in  a  position  to  loan  para- 
phernalia to  adjacent  towns  in  case  of  serious  threatening 
fires.  It  is  an  embarrassing  fact  that  because  of  inefficient 
and  very  limited  equipment,  our  department  has  been  con- 
tinually forced  to  hire  or  borrow  pieces  of  apparatus  from 
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Wareham,  Plymouth,  Sandwich  and  Falmouth.  But  we 
have  had  nothing  to  loan  them  in  return.  A  most  embar- 
rassing position  for  a  town  of  this  size.

Fire  Hazards: 

\  This  year  it  has  cost  the  department  the  sum  of  $143.50 
|o  extinguish  dump  fires.  This  included  the  New  Buzzards 
Bay  dump  and  Sagamore  dump. 

The  Buzzards  Bay  dump  is  in  a  location  where,  if  not 
properly  taken  care  of  will  cause  a  serious  fire.  With  our 
prevailing  wind,  southwest,  it  will  only  have  to  jump  a  dis- 
lance  of  about  twelve  feet  and  it  will  go  to  Bournedale,  unless 
put  out  in  a  short  period.  To  make  this  safe  it  will  be 
hecessary  to  take  land  and  plow  a  furrow  on  the  northeast 
orner  of  this  dump. 

Sagamore  dump  is  in  the  same  condition  as  to  fire  hazard. 
This  should  be  plowed  around  to  make  it  safe. 

The  dump  in  Bourne,  back  of  the  High  School  is  the  most 
lerious  of  any  with  no  protection  whatever.  This  dump 
js  set  in  the  woods  and  in  case  of  a  fire  with  wind  in  southerly 
iiirection  it  would  go  to  the  State  Highway,  thus  endangering 
It  least  $30,000  worth  of  property.  On  this  dump  there 
hould  be  land  taken  and  a  strip  plowed  around  it. 

Pocasset  dump  needs  a  plowed  strip  around  the  north  side, 
irhis  can  be  taken  care  of  in  case  of  fire  as  there  is  a  road  which 
|:an  be  used  to  cut  off  the  fire.  A  plowed  strip  should  this  in 
its  own  area. 

Suppression  and  Prevention  Forest  Fires: 
loads: 

This  year  the  amount  of  $292  was  spent  on  wood  roads, 
;ind  distance  of  14  miles  was  covered.  Ruts  were  levelled 
jlown  to  an  even  grade,  stumps,  roots,  stone,  brush  and  sod 
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489  miles 
65  hours 
9  hours 
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removed.  This  was  done  with  a  tractor  and  heavy  toz 
grader.  By  using  this  method  it  gives  a  much  better  pr< 
tection  to  parties  using  the  roads  a  much  better  fire  lin 
Grading  and  scraping  cost  $8.57  per  mile.  To  brush,  r 
move  stone,  sode,  etc.,  cost  $12.30  per  mile. 

The  town  grader  on  work  already  graded  can  be  used  an 
it  should  not  cost  over  $9  per  mile  to  be  kept  in  good  coi 
dition. 

The  wood  roads  are  in  very  poor  condition  in  every  se 
tion  of  the  town,  making  it  hard  to  get  fires  under  contr* 
after  they  have  burned  into  a  large  area.  It  is  necessary  f( 
the  department  to  work  quickly  and  have  equipment  to  g 
these  fires  when  they  first  start, 

I  recommend  for  the  work  this  year  the  sum  of  $600.0 

This  year  an  amount  of  $35.30  was  spent  on  patrc 
Sundays  and  holidays  during  the  dry  season.  This  is  ( 
great  advantage  for  the  prevention  of  fires.  This  shoul 
be  kept  up  during  our  dry  periods.  It,  no  doubt,  will  co 
more  next  year  as  this  season  was  short  compared  to  oth< 
seasons. 

I  recommend  for  this  year  the  sum  of  $200.00 
Fire  Line: 

A  report  of  costs  to  date  of  the  fire  line  between  Sandwic 
and  Bourne  together  with  Falmouth  and  Bourne  will  1 
found  on  Page  133  of  this  report.  The  line  should  be  ha: 
rowed  and  scraped  at  least  this  spring.  It  should  also  1 
burned  to  destroy  weeds  and  under  brush  that  has  starte 
to  grow.  This  should  not  be  neglected  in  order  to  get  tl 
benefit  from  the  money  already  spent.  A  small  amour 
should  be  spent  every  year. 

I  recommend  the  amount  of  $500  for  this  work. 

The  line  between  Plymouth  and  Bourne  should  be  extenc 
ed  to  the  Wareham  line  where  necessary,  this  year. 

I  recommend  the  amount  of  $3,000  for  this  work. 
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A  tractor  and  plow  was  used  on  two  fires  this  year  with 
|very  good  results  at  Whipplewill  fire.  The  fire  was  plowed 
'around  at  the  cost  of  $3.50. 

If 

At  Bourne  and  Sagamore  the  fire  was  plowed  around  at 
night  at  a  cost  of  $40.  It  took  eight  hours  to  plow  a  dis- 
tance of  two  miles.  After  plowing  the  edge  was  backed 
fire  with  no  trouble  afterwards.

Report  of  Inspector  of  Wires 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Bourne, 
Bourne,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : — 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1931 
to  cover  the  work  carried  by  the  department  of  Inspector  of 
Wires  of  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

A  new  permit  system  has  been  instituted  which  enables 
the  department  to  keep  an  accurate  check  on  the  work  when 
a  permit  is  obtained.  Any  person  engaged  in  the  installing 
of  wires  and  electrical  equipment  first  makes  an  application 
for  a  permit  telling  what  work  he  is  to  perform;  a  permit 
is  then  issued,  and  when  the  work  is  inspected  and  found  to 
be  properly  installed,  a  certificate  of  approval  is  issued  to 
both  the  contractor  and  the  lighting  company  and  one  is 
placed  on  file. 

This  system  is  adequate  for  new  work  where  meters  are 
needed,  but  it  is  noted  that  much  additional  work  is  installed 
and  no  requests  for  inspections  are  made.  A  permit  should 
be  issued  prior  to  the  starting  of  any  work  so  as  the  inspect- 
ion could  be  made  at  the  proper  time  and  not  slow-up  the 
home  owner  in  obtaining  electric  service.  Many  jobs  have 
been  installed,  and  this  department  has  not  been  notified  un- 
til months  after  to  make  an  inspection. 

One  solution  to  this  problem  would  be  to  have  the  fol- 
lowing inserted  in  the  Town  By-Laws. 

"Permits  must  be  obtained  before  commencing  work,  and 
no  electrical  work  shall  be  performed  without  a  permit.  All 
permits  are  granted  with  the  understanding  that  the  parties 
obtaining  the  permits  have  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  State  Law  Chapter  296,  Acts  of  1915  relating  to  the 
licensing  of  electricians." 
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This  request  would  work  no  hardship  on  anyone  and 
would  help  the  department  to  render  better  service. 

There  has  been  issued  this  past  year  407  permits  and,  592 
inspections  have  been  made.  One  hundred  and  six  buildings 
have  been  wired  and  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  new  meters 
have  been  installed.  1994  miles  have  been  travelled  to  make 
the  inspections.  $3.80  has  been  spent  for  postage,  $2.50 
for  a  recording  file,  and  $22.93  for  telephone  calls. 

Many  hazardous  installations  have  been  taken  out  and 
new  wiring  has  taken  its  place.  Three  houses  on  the  Gard- 
ner and  Monks  estates  have  been  rewired  to  pass  the  re- 
quirements. Many  meters  have  been  removed  from  hazard- 
ous locations  in  attics  and  placed  either  on  the  first  floor  or 
in  the  basement. 

A  very  dangerous  overhead  system  at  Monument  Beach 
has  been  removed  and  the  wires  placed  underground.  Both 
lighting  companies  have  rendered  prompt  and  efficient  ser- 
vice and  have  replaced  many  of  their  poles  that  had  shown 
signs  of  rot. 

A  word  of  warning  to  the  residents  of  Bourne  should 
be  given  at  this  time  regarding  the  use  of  the  electrical  hot 
water  heaters  that  are  attached  to  faucets.  They  are  very  un- 
safe and  not  many  are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Underwrit- 
ers, Any  installation  of  this  nature  should  be  inspected  be- 
fore using,  and  under  no  circumstances  should  they  be  plug- 
ged in  a  lamp  socket. 

I  wish  to  thank  your  Board  and  the  Town  officers  for 
their  kind  cooperation  extended  to  me  in  the  performance  of 
y  duties.

In  submitting  this  report,  the  Board  of  Health  calls  at 
tention  to  a  plan  intended  to  have  been  carried  out  the  pas  \ 
year  but  were  prevented  from  so  doing  by  an  unfortunat 
fire  that  destroyed  all  of  their  printed  matter  and  notices,  an 
we  did  not  have  time  to  commence  over  again  for  that  seasor 

This  plan  has  now  become  State  law  for  the  governin  ■< 
of  all  Towns  in  regard  to  this  important  work,  as  a  matte' 
of  Public  Health,  and  is  as  follows: — "Collections  of  Gar 
bage  and  Rubbish  and  district  assigned  to  them,  they  be 
ing  held  responsible  for  their  district  in  the  matter  of  carry 
ing  out  the  rulings  of  the  Board;  viz;  they  are  to  be  license 
by  said  Board  at  a  cost  of  not  more  than  two  dollars  pe* 
year,  said  license  to  be  displayed  on  both  sides  of  their  con 
veyance,  license  to  run  one  year  from  date  of  issue. 

They  are  to  make  three  collections  per  week  for  Garbag 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  75  cents  per  week,  per  tenant.  Ex: 
cepting  markets  and  Stores.  Rubbish  to  be  collected  at  re 
quest  of  tenants  at  a  price  agreeable  to  both  tenant  and  co! 
lector. 

All  collecting  to  be  done  in  a  sanitary  manner,  viz:  leavi 
ing  no  droppings  around  garbage  containers  or  on  premises 
garbage  to  be  transported  in  unleakable  containers  and  a  can 
vas  or  other  suitable  covering  over  rubbish  while  bein 
transported  thru  the  streets  of  the  Town. 

These  regulations  will  be  enforced  this  year. 

In  the  matter  of  Town  Dumps,  at  the  last  Annual  Tow 
Meeting  the  Town  Dumps  were  turned  over  to  the  Board  c 
Selectmen  to  supervise  and  the  appointment  of  a  man  t 
care  for  same  at  a  salary  of  $1,800  per  year  was  authorize: 
thus  taking  them  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Healtl 

The  Board  of  Health  does  not  criticise  the  work  of  th! 
caretaker  of  the  dumps,  not  yet  the  officers  in  charge  of  th 
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work  but  we  have  been  informed  and  firmly  believe  that  it 
is  an  unsatisfactory  plan  in  some  ways. 

We  understand  that  the  Selectmen  do  not  care  for  th^ 
responsibility  and  the  Board  of  Health  cannot  accept  the 
responsibility  under  the  vote  before  mentioned. 

A  simple  remedy  to  correct  the  trouble  seems  to  be,  to 
give  full  power  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  hold  them 
responsible,  or,  to  the  Board  of  Health  as,  they  are  now  held 
responsible,  by  law,  for  the  sanitary  conditions  of  these  neces- 
sary but  obnoxious  places. 

The  law  is  very  plain  in  the  matter  of  Garbage  disposal 
and  reads  "It  must  be  burned,  buried  or  given  to  a  licensed 
collector  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Health."  In  the  past, 
unlicensed  persons  in  town  and  from  outside  have  made  col- 
lections of  garbage  and  rubbish,  the  disposal  of  which  could 
not  be  properly  controlled  by  the  Board  of  Health.  A  pub- 
lic health  ordinance  uncontrolled  is  of  little  or  no  use  to 
any  community. 

Notices  will  be  placed  in  all  public  places  giving  names  of 
the  collectors  and  their  respective  districts. 

All  complaints  should  be  immediately  made  to  the  Board 
of  Health  in  writing. 

The  Town  has  been  very  fortunate  in  the  matter  of  con- 
tagious diseases  the  past  year.  Only  a  very  few  cases  have 
been  reported  and  they  were  very  ably  handled  by  the  Doc- 
tors in  charge. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  practically  no  expense  has 
been  incurred  for  Tuberculosis  patients  at  the  Hospital. 

The  disposal  of  Scallop  offal  has  shown  a  marked  im- 
provement the  past  year.

Animal  Inspector's  Report 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Bourne, 
Gentlemen: — 

I  submit  my  1931  report  as  follows — 

While  there  are  a  less  number  of  neat  cattle  than  last 
year  (due  to  the  fact  that  two  milk  dealers  have  sold  their 
herds) ,  yet  the  physical  condition  and  quality  of  the  ani- 
mals are  much  superior  to  past  years. 

I  find  also  more  co-operation  between  your  Inspector  and 
cattle  owners  in  efforts  to  better  sanitary  conditions. 

Very  few  stables  have  been  found  unclean  as  compared 
with  former  years.  Cattle  now  have  more  comfortable  hous- 
ings, and  are  cared  for  more  humanely,  consequently  much 
better  results  in  milk  production. 

In  the  re-test  made  in  November  but  one  reactor  was 
found.  The  animal  inoculation  has  quite  effectually  we?d- 
ed  out  contagious  diseases,  and  together  with  the  restrictions 
requiring  health  certificates  with  every  animal  coming  into 
the  Town  has  resulted  in  more  careful  replacements. 

No  known  disease  in  cattle  is  now  within  our  borders. 

Eight  dogs,  having  bitten  persons  or  animals  have  been 
quarantined,  yet  no  case  of  Rabies  or  suspicious  symptoms 
have  developed.  There  are  fewer  unlicensed  dogs  roaming  the 
streets,  which  lessens  the  danger  of  attack. 

We  believe  the  citizens  are  well  protected  from  diseases 
arising  from  the  foregoing  channels.

For  the  benefit  of  the  public  all  of  the  shores  were  posted 
with  new  signs  during  April,  1931.  These  signs  give  the 
regulations  in  regards  to  size  to  be  taken.  All  restricted  areas 
are  posted  with  signs  reading  "Restricted  to  the  taking  of 
Clams  and  Quahaugs  until  further  notice."  The  six  re- 
stricted areas  are  as  follows: — 

1.    BOURNE  NECK  FLATS. 

Beginning  five  hundred  feet  in  a  Northwesterly  direction 
from  front  Range  Tower  to  a  stake,  thence  five  hundred 
feet  in  a  Northeasterly  direction  toward  Bourne  Neck  to 
stake,  thence  five  hundred  feet  in  a  Southwesterly  direction 
to  Front  Range  Tower  or  point  of  beginning. 
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2.  LITTLE  BAY. 

Beginning  at  land  of  Olga  Monks  at  the  south  end  of  sea 
wall  and  at  a  rock  near  wall  painted  white,  running  in  a 
Westerly  direction  across  Little  Bay  to  the  Northerly  end 
of  Emmons  Lower  Island,  so  called,  at  a  rock  painted  white 
above  high  water  mark,  all  area  north  of  this  line  is  re- 
stricted. 

3.  CATAUMET  HARBOR. 

Beginning  at  a  Northerly  point  of  Winsor  Island  and 
running  in  a  Northerly  direction  to  Long  Point,  so  called, 
Red  Brook  Harbor,  also  area  line  east  of  said  line. 

4.  SQUEATEAGUE  BAY. 

Beginning  at  the  Falmouth  line  until  further  notice. 

5.  BARLOW'S  RIVER. 

Beginning  at  the  entrance  of  the  river  to  the  Railroad 
Bridge. 

6.  BUTTERMILK  BAY. 

Beginning  at  the  Old  Electric  Car  Bridge,  Buzzards  Bay, 
and  extending  in  a  Northerly  direction  to  the  bath  and 
boat  house  of  Percy  Heinaman,  thence  turning  and  running 
due  West  to  the  division  line  of  Bourne  and  Wareham,  thence 
by  the  division  line  and  back  to  the  old  electric  car  bridge, 
thence  by  course  of  the  old  car  bridge  to  the  first  mentioned 
bound.

To  the  Citizens  of  Bourne: 

We  herewith  submit  the  following  as  the  annual  report 
of  the  shellfish  committee  appointed  under  Art.  107  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  of  1931. 

Closed  areas.  The  closed  areas  have  been  inspected  and 
found  to  be  well  stocked.  On  account  of  the  new  wharf  to 
be  built  at  Bourne  Neck  flats  there  has  been  an  area  set  off 
at  Buzzards  Bay  and  seeded  this  year. 

Squitteague  Pond.  This  was  closed  two  years  ago  and 
is  now  well  stocked  with  quahaugs,  many  of  which  are 
large  enough  to  be  dug  now. 

Barlows  River.  This  is  well  stocked  with  oysters  at  pres- 
ent, and  citizens  may  gather  them  on  Saturdays  if  provided 
with  a  permit,  which  is  issued  free  of  charge  at  the  office  of 
the  selectmen. 

Town  Line.  Buoys  have  been  placed  along  the  town  line 
north  of  Hog  Island.  One-half  of  the  expense  was  borne 
by  the  town  of  Wareham. 

Scallop  Seed.  Ninety-five  bushels  of  scallop  seed  have 
been  taken  from  the  flats  and  placed  in  deep  water  to  prevent 
them  from  freezing. 

Starfish.  There  have  been  dredged  and  brought  ashore 
688  bushels  of  starfish  this  year.

Report  of  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Bourne: 

In  presenting  to  you  our  report  for  the  year  of  1931,  we 
have  but  little  to  mention  that  has  been  actually  done  by  the 
board  for  the  reason  that  we  have  never  asked  for  any  money, 
and  the  board  has  felt  that  it  was  not  its  business  to  expend 
money,  unless  by  special  request,  but  particularly  to  consid- 
er the  needs  and  necessities  for  the  proper  development  of  the 
town,  which  the  board  has  endeavored  to  advocate,  and  it  i 
has  not  intended  to  allow  any  important  enterprise  to  be 
considered  without  being  heard. 

The  board  is  pleased  to  note  several  projects  presented 
during  the  past  year  that  have  been  accepted  and  adopted  by 
the  town,  and  it  is  still  looking  after  others,  in  a  quiet  way, 
that  whatever  permanent  development  is  to  be  done,  shall 
be  made  in  the  most  practical  way  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  town,  and  Cape  Cod.  None  can  gain-say,  that  upon 
the  Town  of  Bourne,  being  the  entrance  to  all  towns  on  the  i 
Cape,  is  burdened  with  a  great  duty  to  perform,  which  isi 
not  being  neglected  by  the  town,  and  we  have  only  to  refer 
to  the  action  of  the  voters  at  the  last  Special  Town  Meeting 
regarding  Canal  Matters,  Roads,  and  Bridges,  which  spoke 
the  sentiment  of  the  town,  and  is  receiving  good  consid- 
eration, and  will  undoubtedly  work  to  our  advantage  to  get 
what  the  Town  and  County  ought  to  have,  Namely: — the 
railroad  where  it  now  is,  and  two  Highway  Bridges  to 
cross  the  Canal. 

One  year  ago  the  board  advocated  the  purchase  of  a  strip 
of  land  at  Buzzards  Bay  to  connect  up  the  land  known  as 
the  Town  Landing,  and  Shore  Property  bought  of  Stephen 
D.  Watson  Co.,  which  was  opposed  by  some,  but  the  town 
sustained  the  recommendation  of  the  planning  Board,  and  the 
land  was  purchased,  and  the  town  now  owns  a  shore  front- 
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age  of  some  five  hundred  feet  in  length,  with  a  town  road 
leading  to  the  water  giving  good  access  to  the  town  landing 
on  the  south,  and  to  the  newly  acquired  land  for  a  prospec- 
tive Bathing  Beach  whenever  the  town  considers  it  advisable 
to  further  improve  it,  without  being  called  upon  to  purchase 
jland  at  an  advanced  price. 

The  recommendation  of  the  board  was  also  sustained  by 
the  Town  Meeting  in  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  land  ad- 
joining the  Bourne  Grammar  School  Lot,  which  to  some 
might  and  did  appear  needless  for  the  reason  as  they  saw  it, 
Hhat  the  lot  was  sufficiently  large  without  the  acquisition  of 
any  more  land,  but,  when  one  that  appeared  to  be  the  most 
|  skeptical  viewed  the  premises  he  at  once  grasped  the  situa- 
tion, and  saw  that  any  development  of  the  lot  could  not  be 
'satisfactorily  done  without  the  knoll  with  which  to  fill  the 
I  hollow  just  at  the  rear  of  the  School  Building. 

The  Board  understands  that  a  movement  is  being  made 
jby  several  Town  Committees  to  have  some  work  done  on 
Ithe  town  land  this  year,  which  comprises  the  lot  recently 
(purchased  of  Mrs.  Keene,  Mrs.  Greenwood,  and  the  original 
!  school  lot,  to  make  a  Combination  Park,  to  be  used  for 
school,  athletic,  and  general  town  purposes,  and  while  your 
{board  would  not  advocate  a  large  expenditure  at  this  time, 
jit  is  heartily  in  favor  of  rough  grading  the  easterly  and  mid- 
idle  sections  of  the  land  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  usable 
i  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended,  and  being  in  line 
I  of  preparation  for  the  planting  of  shade  trees,  and  beautify- 
ing the  lot.  With  the  expectation  that  the  United  States 
I  Government  will  donate  its  land  connecting  up  the  town  land 
with  the  State  Highway  at  the  west,  we  may  look  forward 
j  to  the  Town  of  Bourne,  some  day,  having  a  Town  Park, 
i  that  it  may  well  be  proud  of. 

The  proposed  State  Highway  leading  from  Bourne  to 
!  Falmouth,  which  was  advocated  by  your  board  in  Report 
j  of  1928,  and  the  location  of  which  is  now  being  surveyed 
!  and  carefully  considered  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Selectmen  of  Bourne,  and  Falmouth.    This  road  is  intended 
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to  take  the  general  through  travel,  Trucks,  Oil  Tanks,  etcJ 
and  to  relieve  the  congestion  over  the  Old  Stage  Road,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  road  will  be  constructed  in  the  neaij 
future,  and  that  every  effort  possible  may  be  made  to  have  | 
the  road  located  independent  of  the  old  road,  leaving  thci 
present  road  for  local  use. 

Last  but  not  least,  "The  State  Pier." 

Your  Board,  at  a  full  attended  meeting,  was  of  the  un- 
animous opinion  that  the  Pier  should  be  located  in  the  Canai  j 
near  the  Buzzards  Bay  Railroad  Station,  and  while  it  wai 
hoped  that  it  might  be  in  the  bend  at  the  north-west  side  i 
of  the  canal,  it  appears  that  the  necessary  dredging  is  pro-! 
hibitive.  Plans  are  now  being  made  to  locate  the  Pier  at  the* 
entrance  to  the  Canal,  and  undoubtedly  the  whole  pre-con- 1 
ceived  plan  will  be  considered  in  every  detail  for  the  best , 
future  development.  It  is  generally  admitted,  and  con-1 
ceded  that  Buzzards  Bay  is  to  be  the  commercial  center  ofrj 
the  Town  of  Bourne,  and  all  other  outlying  sections  must  be 
developed  for  other  purposes.  »

,  As  directed  by  you  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
nd  accounts  of  the  town  of  Bourne  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ng  December  31,  1931,  and  submit  the  following  report 
hereon: 

;   The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on  the 
books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  mon- 
y  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined and  checked. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
imined  and  checked.    The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed 
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and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  various  departments  a 
lecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources  frc 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  pa 
ments  were  compared  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authc 
izing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  treasurer's  cash  book  was  added  and  proved  and  t 
cash  balance  January  18,  1932,  was  reconciled  with  stat 
ments  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  compared  wi 
the  amounts  falling  due  and  checked  with  the  cancelled  s 
curities  on  file. 

The  securities  representing  the  investments  of  the  sever 
trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  e: 
amined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  di 
bursements  were  verified. 

Tax  title  deeds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  e: 
amined,  listed,  and  reconciled  with  the  ledger  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  exarr 
ined  and  checked.  The  several  commitments  were  check 
and  proved  by  a  comparison  with  the  warrants  issued  by  tl 
assessors,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  wit 
the  treasurer's  cash  book;  the  abatements  were  checked  wit 
the  assessors'  record  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outs  anc 
ing  accounts  were  listed  and  verified. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailin 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  tr 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  then 
to  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  bookkeeper  were  ex 
amined  and  checked  in  detail.  An  analysis  of  the  ledge 
accounts  was  made,  the  appropriation  accounts  were  checke 
with  the  town  clerk's  record  of  appropriations  voted,  an< 
the  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  compared  with  th 
records  of  the  finance  committee. 

A  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  th 
town  as  of  December  31,  1931,  was  prepared  and  is  api 
pended  to  this  report. 
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The  work  of  the  audit  was  facilitated  by  the  accuracy 
with  which  the  records  of  the  town  treasurer,  tax  collector, 
and  bookkeeper  were  kept. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  sporting  and  dog  licenses  is- 
sued were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the 
I  State  and  County,  respectively,  were  compared  with  the  re- 
ceipts on  file. 

The  records  of  the  public  welfare,  school,  and  other  de- 
partments committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and 
"checked.    The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  treas- 
urer's cash  book  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  verified. 

The  records  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  dis- 
trict nurse,  and  the  various  libraries  were  examined  and 
i  checked.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  o 
Bourne  : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  report  of  the  superintended 
of  schools  for  the  year  1931.    The  usual  town  report  i< 
rather  prosaic  and  makes  little  appeal.    Therefore,  few 
people  take  the  time  to  read  it.    It  has  been  our  practice 
to  try  to  include  challenging  problems  of  the  school  depart- j 
ment  and  suggest  ways  of  solving  them.    Each  year  wei 
then  report  on  the  progress  made  on  the  solutions  andj 
outline  future  plans.    We  have  also  included  in  the  report; 
pictures  of  various  school  activities  in  order  to  catch  the! 
eye  and  entice  the  citizens  to  read  the  report.    This  yeart 
the  report  is  quite  different.   We  have  asked  various  mem-1 
bers  of  the  faculty  to  write  on  some  phase  of  school  work, 
and  to  present  material  that  would  enlighten  the  citizens 
as  to  what  is  being  done  and  why  it  is  being  done.    These  ^ 
articles  trace  the  education  of  the  child  from  the  days  j 
immediately  preceding  the  entrance  to  school,  through  the  , 
primary  and  grammar  grades,  and  through  high  school } 
We  also  include  an  article  by  each  of  our  supervisors  on  a 
special  subject,  and  the  usual  health  reports. 

The  usual  statistical  tables  have  been  compiled  and  this 
information  is  presented  in  the  form  of  exhibits  which  are 
appended  to  the  series  of  articles. 

Pre- School  Training  in  the  Home 

The  home  is  the  child's  first  school,  the  parent  his  first 
teacher.    Since  the  first  five  or  six  years  of  the  child's  life  j 
are  spent  there  and  the  experiences  and  results  of  the  next 
twelve  years  are  built  mainly  on  the  foundation  laid  during  j 
this  early  period,  how  important  it  is  that  this  basis  should 
be  as  sound  and  complete  as  possible. 

The  parent  has  a  natural  advantage  over  the  teacher  in 
school  because  of  the  knowledge  of  the  child  and  his 
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history.  What  the  parent  does  and  does  not  do  with  the 
child  during  this  period  affects  the  child's  reaction  to  the 
school  situation  later.  Each  child  has  the  right  to  develop 
to  his  full  capacity  but  the  comparative  ability  of  the 
child  must  be  knqwn,  else  too  much  may  be  expected  of 
him  or  too  little.  By  observing  the  child  in  its  play  and  in 
a  group,  it  may  be  determined. 

Pre-school  education  is  not  intended  to  be  academic, 
but  a  training  in  the  formation  of  right  habits  of  health 
and  behavior  which  will  aid  him  in  his  adjustment  to  the 
school  task.  Dr.  Arnold  Gesell  of  Yale  in  his  book,  "The 
Pre-school  Child"  stresses  this  development  of  the  child. 
The  baby  clinic  examination  paves  the  way  for  a  better  and 
happier  childhood  for  the  "toddler"  and  the  early  correc- 
tion of  defects  results  in  a  greater  readiness  for  school. 
Peculiar  habit  cases  reported  to  the  public  health  nurse 
will  bring  helpful  advice  during  these  formative  years  and 
may  mean  the  prevention  of  serious  adult  difficulties.  The 
pre-school  entrance  test  indicates  in  a  fairly  accurate  de- 
gree the  child's  ability  to  begin  school  work. 

The  child  takes  his  place  in  the  school  group  and  must 
rapidly  adjust  himself  to  many  situations.  The  diversified 
curriculum  in  primary  grades  has  come  to  stay,  as  it  is 
the  beginning  of  a  preparation  for  the  wise  use  of  leisure 
time,  which  need  our  changing  social  order  has  brought 
about. 

The  child  is  handicapped  in  making  this  adjustment  suc- 
cessfully if  he  suffers  from  malnutrition,  lack  of  rest,  or 
if  he  is  immature  and  not  "ready"  for  school.  Much  in- 
attention, unrest  and  apparent  conflict  in  the  first  school 
year  comes  not  from  mental  incapacity,  but  from  this 
factor  of  immaturity. 

The  state  dept.  of  public  health  bulletin  on  school  en- 
trance makes  the  following  suggestions  to  the  parent. 
A  child  on  entering  school  should  be  able  to 
1.  Tell  his  name. 
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2.  Answer  a  simple  question. 

3.  Put  on  wraps  including  rubbers. 

4.  Care  for  wraps. 

5.  Have  control  of  bodily  functions. 

6.  Give  voluntary  attention  thereto. 

The  step  between  the  home  and  the  school  can  be  made 
effectively,  if  the  great  opportunity  which  the  home  affords 
in  training  the  child  physically,  mentally  and  emotionally 
is  made  use  of  by  the  parent.  Through  his  play,  in  picking 
up  toys,  sharing  with  others  and  care  of  materials ;  by 
means  of  his  personal  hygiene,  washing,  dressing  and 
feeding;  and  his  place  in  the  family  circle,  helping  with 
such  household  duties  as  he  can,  the  child  is  learning 
social  relationships  which  under  the  guidance  of  wise  par- 
ents and  because  of  the  bond  between  them  will  aid  him 
in  building  more  ably  his  House  of  Life.

First  Years  of  School 

The  methods  of  procedure  in  the  training  of  the  child 
in  his  early  school  life,  as  contrasted  with  the  methods  of 
a  decade  ago.  are  strangely  unfamiliar  to  one  who  has 
failed  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  trend  of  modern  education. 
Every  effort  is  now  made  to  make  the  child's  life  a  happy 
and  interesting  adventure.  A  wealth  of  colorful  books, 
games  and  interesting  educative  activities  cannot  fail  to 
accomplish  its  aim,

Number  work  in  the  first  grade  is  taught  only  as  an  in- 
cidental  happening  in  the  child's  daily  experience.    Many  | 
pupils  come  to  school  with  the  ability  to  count  to  10  or 
more,  or  will  acquire  it  shortly  after  they  enter.    Even  j 
though  no  formal  number  work  is  done  in  this  grade,  in-  \ 
struction  in  counting  is  generally  recognized  as  valuable,  j 
Counting  to  20  is  the  first  objective.    The  pupils  count  as 
they  bounce  a  ball,  clap  their  hands,  tap  a  bell  or  step  in 
marching.    They  count  the  books  on  the  library  table,  the 
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ants,  on  the  plant  shelf,  the  desks,  the  erasers  in  the 

ackboard  tray,  the  pencils  needed  for  the  class,  the  panes 
it  glass  in  the   windows  and  the   children  themselves. 

ater,  the  children  are  arranged  in  groups  of  2's  and  3's 
Ind  counted  in  that  way  by  their  classmates.    By  the  end 

f  the  first  year,  the  majority  of  the  class  can  easily  count 
b  100  by  l's,  2's,  5's  and  10's.  Recognition  of  numbers 
pom  1  to  100  is  acquired  by  number  games  and  devices, 
|y  finding  the  page  where  the  reading  lesson  is  and  by  the 
juilding  of  a  number  chart.  Playing  store  with  toy  money 
inrushes  the  pupils  with  many  simple  number  facts.  Little 
orrnal  work  is  done  in  the  second  grade,  the  work  being 

continuation  of  the  game  method  used  in  the  first  grade. 

During  the  past  few  years,  primary  reading  has  been 
.  subject  of  almost  constant  investigation  in  many  educa- 
ional  centers.  Consequently,  the  methods  used  in  teach- 
'ng  reading  are  continually  changing  and  improving.  More 
md  more,  the  classroom  teachers  are  trying  to  understand 
vhy  some  of  their  pupils  fail  to  learn  as  rapidly  as  others, 
md  are  studying  their  individual  differences.  Throughout 
:he  year,  in  many  grades,  tests  are  given  to  discover 
weaknesses  and  to  remedy  them  and  to  stimulate  effort 
:oward  self-improvement.  These  tests  enable  the  teacher 
co  group  her  class  according  to  their  ability  into  a  fast- 
moving  group,  and  average-rate  group  and  a  slow-moving 
^roup.  If  a  pupil  proves  he  is  worthy  of  promotion  to  a 
higher  group,  he  is  given  his  chance  there.  Each  class  is 
encouraged  to  cover  the  amount  of  work  of  which  it  is 
capable. 

Much  of  the  reading  in  the  primary  grades  is  necessarily 
oral,  but  silent  reading  has  a  definite  part  in  each  daily 
program.  Sentences  of  directions  to  pupils,  such  as,  "Mary 
may  water  the  plants"  or  "John  may  dust  the  erasers"  are 
found  on  the  bulletin  board  on  the  blackboard.  The  child- 
ren delight  in  reading  for  themselves  and  following  the 
directions. 
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As  their  vocabulary  increases,  the  library  table  with  ii 
interesting  books  of  easy  reading  material,  filled  with  d( 
lightful  pictures,  is  always  a  source  of  pleasure  to  pupi J 
who  have  finished  their  assigned  seat  work  and  who  ai 
allowed  to  spend  their  leisure  time  as  they  wish — reading 
at  play  in  the  sand-box,  building  with  blocks,  or  at  tb 
play  table  where  they  may  model  clay  or  plastecine. 

During  the  story  telling  hour  the  children  become  aq 
quainted  with  many  gems  of  literature,  both  in  prose  an 
poetry.    Many  of  the  poems  are  memorized. 

Short  stories  of  their  pets  or  their  own  experience  f 
furnish  language  lessons  which  are  written  by  the  pup 
as  soon  as  he  has  acquired  the  ability  to  write  and  t  » 
spell,  and  which  he  proudly  displays  as  his  own  composi ; 
tion.  "School  News"  consisting  of  a  few  sentences  re» 
lating  to  the  day's  happenings,  appear  on  the  bulletiij 
board  or  blackboard  each  morning. 

Historical  and  geographical  facts  are  depicted  on  thj 
sand-table  where  appears  in  October,  the  Indian  with  hi 
canoe  and  wigwam  with  a  miniature  forest  in  the  back 
ground ;  in  November,  the  coming  of  the  Pilgrims ;  in  Dec 
ember,  the  Christmas  creche;  in  January,  the  Eskimo  witlj 
his  snow-covered  igloo;  in  February,  the  reproduction;! 
of  the  homes  of  Lincoln  and  Washington ;  in  March  am 
April,  the  canals  and  windmills  of  Holland  and  in  May  an( 
June,  the  jinrikishas  and  fantastic  pagodas  of  Japan. 

These  projects  in  the  classrooms  augmented  by  the  vari 
ous  activities  led  by  the  supervisors,  are  tending  to  develoj 
in  the  child  good  habits  of  both  mind  and  body,  a  sense  o 
fair  play  and  responsibility  and  a  growing  appreciation  01 
the  finer  things  of  life.

Making  Work  Happy  in  the  Primary  School 

Many  parents  believe  that  children  go  to  school  to  ac- 
quire knowledge  —  that  knowledge  being  concerned  with 
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le  iallsjnvolved  in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  spelling, 
istry,  etc.  It  is  not  unusual  to  discover  people  who 
;iirf  that  nothing  but  a  rigid  imparting  of  knowledge  to 
chs  should  take  place  in  a  schoolroom.  But  more  and 
101  there  is  a  tendency  to  recognize  the  fact  that  educa- 
or  should  be  preparation  for  better  living.  In  order  pri- 
laiy  to  develop  certain  attitudes  and  skills,  and  secondly 
) 
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ipart  knowledge,  teachers,  as  pioneers,  have  a  big 
em  to  meet. 

V:  find  we  must  create  situations  in  which  the  child 
illbe  happy  in  the  acquisition  of  attitudes,  skills,  and 
no  ledge  that  will  prepare  for  best  living. 

I  m  much  concerned  in  giving,  at  present,  to  situations 
m"make  the  child  happy  because  it  seems  that  keeping 
is  :hool  life  happy  is  an  important  and  essential  part  of 
le  :ntire  procedure  of  educating.  If  he  is  happy,  it  is 
iff  to  maintain  that  he  will  do  his  work  voluntarily  and 
cq  re  the  best,  and,  perhaps,  most  permanent  results, 
hethree  laws  of  the  learning  process  include  a  state  of 
ness,  a  period  of  practice  —  called  exercise,  and  a 
tatlof  satisfaction  of  the  result  —  called  effect.  I  believe 
ie  lappy  child  passes  through  these  stages  most  easily. 
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Tere  are  several  ways  of  creating  a  normal,  satisfied 
sphere  that  has  been  accepted  by  teachers  and  pupils, 
hee  include  the  grouping  of  children  and  the  working 
children  individually  —  both  of  which  tend  to  recog- 
the  child  as  an  individual  and  to  permit  study  of  his 
ences,  needs,  progress,  etc.  He  is  allowed,  thereby 
o  (»  work  that  is  within  his  ability  and  with  children  of 
imar  standing.  We  realize  that  as  adults  we  feel  and 
better  at  that  which  we  can  do  and  among  people 
ir  accepted  station. 


e  subject  matter,  then,  that  must  be  given  is  trans- 
d  to  the  children  through  class,  group,  and  individual 
gements  of  these  types,  —  this  subject  matter,  how- 
being  consciously  considered  as  a  means  to  an  end. 
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These  forms  of  instruction  would  be  of  little  va 
would  not  guarantee  happy  and  permanent  situatic 
without  motivation.  Varied  motivation  is  offered  t 
the  use  of  pictures,  games,  dramatization,  activitie 
of  work,  projects,  folk-dances,  job  sheets,  contrac 
Many  of  these  provide  for  actual  working  with  eac 
in  the  constant  imitation  of  life-like  activities.  It  h 
said  that  although  these  situations  are  similar  to  t 
adult  life  —  they  are  too  unreal  and  do  not  prove  t 
values  derived  are  of  lasting  quality. 

There  is  one  little  stunt  which  can  be  made  use 
any  of  the  types  of  motivation  and  that  is  not  fo 
fantastic.    The  idea  centers  around  the  fact  that  ( 
as  young  as  second  graders  realize  that  their  paren 
a  certain  job  to  do  during  the  day  and  they  begin  ; 
ish  their  work  in  a  definite  period  of  time.  Wil 
doubt  the  youngsters  love  and  are  proud  of  their 
and  admire  other  grown-up  people  as  well  as  olde 
ren.   The  extent  to  which  they  tend  to  imitate  them  I fre 
unsupervised  play  would  suggest  one  proof  of  thi:  ooin 
Then,  as  teachers,  it  is  very  simple  and  appealing 
gest  a  proposition  in  which  the  second  graders  becc 
adults  with  certain,  definite  tasks  to  complete  w 
given  time  and  with  the  place  of  work  being  the 
room,  rather  than  a  store,  a  shop  or  the  bridge.  Th< 
of  the  teacher's  success  is  to  make  sure  that  the  ta! 
sented  to  the  child  is  suited  to  the  individual,  th; 
not  too  difficult  for  that  particular  pupil,  and  that  he 
what  is  expected  of  him.    Carrying  this  principle  t 
life,  we  find  that  older  people  like  to  know  what  is 
ed  of  them  and  are  grateful  to  know  that  the  jot 
endless.    When  the  assigned  work  is  finished,  the  lU 
allowed  to  do  exactly  as  he  pleases  until  the  specific  tu 
is  up.    Some  children  will  begin  work  immediately,  thi 
will  do  the  job  at  the  end  of  the  period,  some  wil  fiu 
more  quickly  than  others  —  but  the  important  t  fig 
that  each  and  every  individual  is  made  conscious  I 
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act  that  dependable  grownups  and  also  little  children 
nust  do  that  work  sometime  before  the  time  is  up. 

It  is  interesting-  to  watch  the  many  ways  in  which  they 
vill  make  use  of  the  leisure  time.  It  is,  in  reality,  an  op- 
Dortunity  for  study  of  real  living  and  developing  personal- 
ties. Libraries,  puzzles,  real  pupil  activities,  concentrated 
;elf-help  in  studies,  and  other  things  are  provided  in  the 
schoolroom  for  these  extra  periods.  As  far  as  possible 
there  is  enough  additional  material  to  meet  the  demands  of 
very  child  so  that  there  is  no  reason  why  any  pupil  can 
■not  be  content  and  active.  The  remarkable  thing  is  that 
these  children  are  happy  and  are  acquiring  knowledge 
through  the  subject  matter  provided  in  the  daily  program 
and  are  developing  attitudes  and  skills  as  individuals  do 
in  life  by  working  together,  fully  conscious  of  their  free- 
dom as  well  as  their  responsibilities.

SAGAMORE  SCHOOL  ACTIVITIES 

While  at  one  time  it  was  thought  that  school  was  prep- 
aration for  life,  to-day  we  know  that  school  is  life.  As  in 
adult  life  where  there  is  work,  recreation,  club  activities, 
etc.,  so  it  is  in  the  child's  school  life.  He  has  his  work, 
recreation,  and  clubs  through  which  he  may  by  his  own 
efforts,  under  the  guidance  of  the  teacher,  distinguish  him- 
self as  a  scholar  or  a  leader. 

The  public  knows  more  or  less  about  the  subject  matter 
that  makes  up  the  child's  work  program  in  the  school  but 
little  is  known  of  the  activities  and  opportunities  that  have 
been  created  in  the  school  for  the  child  to  develop  and 
grow  mentally  and  physically.  Some  of  these  are :  The 
4-H  Clubs,  School  Library,  School  Bank,  Orchestra,  Ryth- 
mic Orchestra,  Intramural  Games,  and  Student  Assemblies. 

4-H  Club  work  is  a  publicly-supported  and  directed  ed- 
ucational enterprise  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.    It  is  designed  to  teach  through  doing,  while 
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at  the  same  time  developing  wholesome,  industrious,  pul 
lie-spirited  boys  and  girls. 

We  have  at  the  present  time  four  clubs  in  the  Sagamor 
Grammar  School,  Sewing  Club  under  the  Leader,  Leathei 
craft  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Starkey  and  Handicrai 
with  myself  acting  as  leader.  Club  work  fills  a  need  tha 
exists  for. creative  hand-work  and  establishes  an  outlet  fc 
the  child's  abilities  to  create  and  make'  articles  with  hi 
hands. 

Members  of  4-H  clubs  not  only  learn  the  fundamental 
of  cooking,  sewing,  woodworking  etc.,  but  they  also  devel 
op  leadership,  dependability,  good  sportsmanship  and  abilit 
to  understand  and  help  their  fellow  school  mates.  Once 
month  each  club  holds  a  business  meeting  and  here  eac 
member  acquires  a  knowledge  of  Parliamentary  Law. 

The  School  Bank  should  be  mentioned  in  this  report  a 
it  has  made  such  remarkable  progress,  considering  th 
rather  trying  times  in  our  community,  (Sagamore)  thi 
last  year.  There  are  now  one  hundred  and  forty-thre 
accounts  with  a  total  deposit  of  $1,372.42.  These  account 
run  from  a  deposit  of  a  few  cents  to  over  a  hundred  dollars 

The  bank  is  run  entirely  by  children  chosen  especiall) 
for  their  leadership,  accuracy,  honesty  and  ability  to  handh 
this  important  phase  of  our  school  life.  The  work  of  run 
ning  the  bank  is  the  same  as  is  carried  on  in  all  our  large 
savings  institutions.  Interest  is  computed  by  the  Buzzarck 
Bay  National  Bank  where  all  money  is  deposited  and  the 
school  accounts  are  checked  twice  a  year  by  this  institu 
tion. 

I  believe  that  the  school  bank  teaches  a  great  many  out-j 
comes  such  as  thrift,  self  reliance,  self  respect,  confidence  > 
persistence,  etc.  Thrift  is  not  taught  in  school  banking 
as  an  end  in  itself  but  rather  by  thrift  we  teach  to  savej 
with  a  purpose,  that  is  to  save  with  a  definite  goal  in  view 
such  as  a  new  pair  of  shoes,  bicycle,  or  as  some  are  doing, j 
toward  a  higher  education. 
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The  past  year  through  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Demers 
we  have  established  an  Intramural  Program  which  has 
been  highly  successful.  By  this  program  it  is  possible 
for  every  child  in  the  grammar  grades  to  take  an  active 
part  in  some  major  sport.  This  program  is  especially  ben- 
eficial to  the  girls  for  in  the  past  there  have  been  few  girls 
varsity  teams  but  now  wre  have  an  athletic  program  admin- 
istered by  qualified  women  teachers,  stressing  girls'  rules 
for  girls'  activities,  and  games  and  types  of  competition 
jadapted  to  age,  capacity  and  interest.  Our  athletic  pro- 
gram stresses  sportsmanship,  ethical  conduct  and  estab- 
lishes health  habits  that  endure.  Miss  Lochrane,  Miss  Orr 
and  Miss  Bradbury  have  charge  of  the  coaching  of  the 
girls'  athletics  and  I  coach  the  boys'  athletics,  intramural 
and  varsity. 

,  In  the  last  year  we  have  put  on  two  successful  Operettas 
and  from  the  proceeds  have  aided  the  school  orchestra  by 
buying  a  base  drum,  music,  etc.,  furnished  letters  for  our 
athletic  teams,  bought  professional  books  and  magazines 
for  the  Teachers'  Library,  and  at  present  we  are  renovat- 
ing the  lunch  room,  buying  silverware  and  dishes  for  the 
benefit  of  the  children  who  have  their  lunch  at  school. 
Out  of  this  money  it  was  possible  to  buy  a  glass  eye  for  a 
boy  who  lost  his  eye  through  a  playground  accident  while 
attending  school  in  one  of  our  surrounding  towns.  On  this 
last  item  we  were  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  Kerwin  of  the 
Boston  Welfare  Society  handle  the  arrangements  and  se- 
cure the  services  of  an  Eye  specialist  in  Boston  at  a  very 
nominal  cost. 

A  high  percentage  of  the  children  were  found  to  be 
underweight  and  while  in  some  cases  it  is  hereditary  there 
were  a  great  many  instances  that  were  due  to  sickness  and 
malnutrition.  In  view  of  this  condition  a  rest  period  has 
been  established  at  10  o'clock  for  these  children  and  milk 
is  served  at  cost.  A  number  of  these  children  cannot  afford 
this  serving  of  milk,  so  through  the  cooperation  of  Lodges, 
Clubs  and  Philanthropic  people  it  is  possible  for  these 
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children  to  have  the  mid-morning  serving  of  milk  which 
has  proven  beneficial  to  them. 

I  wish  to  mention  the  relief  work  that  the  teachers  are 
doing  within  the  school.  Each  month  the  teachers  give 
a  percentage  of  their  salary  to  establish  a  fund  with  which 
they  furnish  clothing  to  needy  children  and  in  some  in- 
stances to  relieve  the  stress  at  home  and  furnish  a  nourish- 
ing meal  at  noon.  Eleven  children  at  the  present  time  are 
receiving  this  meal  at  noon.  The  teachers  with  the  co- 
operation of  Matthew  Short  and  Mr.  J.  Adams  furnished 
Christmas  presents  for  thirty-eight  children  who  other- 
wise would  have  had  a  rather  cheerless  Christmas. 

I  believe  that  the  concept  of  the  school  has  been  re- 
placed by  the  concept  of  living  at  the  Sagamore  School. 
In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co- 
operation of  the  teachers,  and  your  leadership  that  has 
made  this  possible  in  the  Sagamore  school.

"MUSIC  APPRECIATION" 

Music  Appreciation  is  recognized  as  the  aim  of  music 
education  in  the  schools. 

If  our  pupils  are  to  become  musical  it  must  come  through 
educating  the  pupils  to  know  and  love  good  music. 

In  these  days  almost  every  one  must  hear  music  whether 
he  will  or  not.  If  he  goes  to  church,  theatres  or  gather- 
ings there  is  music  of  some  kind,  good,  bad  or  indifferent. 

Many  people  think  all  music  is  good  but  this  is  a  great 
mistake.  This  gives  the  schools  a  wonderful  opportunity 
for  cultivating  a  taste  for  beautiful  music.  It  is  by  hear- 
ing the  best  that  one  learns  to  love  the  "best"  in  music. 
If  it  were  not  for  our  schools  where  would  the  young 
people  hear  the  best  music  literature? 

Even  in  the  time  of  the  supremacy  of  the  Roman  Empire, 
the  education  of  the  Greek  youth  was  not  considered  com- 
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plete  unless  he  understood  music.  This  should  hold  true 
in  our  schools  today  and  each  pupil  should  receive  a  music 
diploma  as  well  as  an  academic  diploma. 

There  are  three  classes  of  musicians,  those  who  create 
music,  those  who  perform  and  those  who  listen.  Of  course, 
pupils  in  the  grammar  and  high  schools  could  not  hope  to 
be  creators  of  music.  They,  on  the  other  hand  will  have 
to  be  the  performers  and  listeners. 


Great  strides  have  been  made  in  the  public  schools  to 
!  increase  the  number  and  ability  of  the  performers.  Even 
I  though  boys  and  girls  receive  private  and  class  instruction 
j  with  a  hope  of  developing  an  interest  in  music,  they  become 
|  young  men  and  women  quite  unable  to  correctly  perform 
and  intelligently  listen  to  music.    This  does  not  need  to 
exist  if  the  earliest  years  of  child  life  are  given  to  the  real 
true  ear  training. 

The  ear  is  alert  at  birth  and  even  an  infant  will  show 
signs  of  pleasure  at  hearing  music  softly  played  and  will 
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give  some  sort  of  response.  This  shows  that  if  proper  de- 
velopment follows,  a  person  could  become  an  intelligent 
listener  of  music. 

Later  the  physical  condition  of  the  child's  throat  enables 
him  to  sing  only  the  simplest  vocal  music.  Why  not  let 
him  become  familiar  with  lullabies,  beautiful  melodies  and 
minuets  of  Beethoven  by  hearing  them.  He  cannot  inter- 
pret until  he  has  heard  and  cannot  love  music  with  which 
he  has  hacj  no  acquaintance.  So  the  beginning  of  a  child's 
school  life  is  the  proper  time  to  cultivate  musical  feeling.  \ 

In  the  elementary  grades  the  pupils  learn  to  cultivate  a 
musical   feeling   through  attractive   songs   with  musical  ! 
rhythm.    They  study  songs  that  pertain  to  birds,  flowers,  ' 
animals  and  countries  using  the  beautiful  singing  tones. 

j 

While  these  children  are  learning  how  to  use  their  voices  1 
and  memorizing  many  new  songs  suited  to  their  musical  i 
experience  they  are  unconsciously  absorbing  some  of  the  j 
essential  characteristics  of  music  which  will  eventually  ; 
result  in  real  music  appreciation. 

At  the  junior  high  school  age,  the  pupils  are  undergo- 
ing  many  physical  changes  and  as  a  result,  quite  different  j 
methods  have  to  be  used  to  induce  proper  appreciation  of 
music. 

Pupils  should  now  hear  music  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
learning  to  listen  and  their  attention  has  to  be  constantly 
directed  to  the  rhythmic  and  melodic  qualities  of  good  , 
music.  The  three  and  four  part  music  which  we  take  up 
at  this  time  directs  their  attention  to  harmony  which  is 
another  essential  to  be  observed  in  the  study  of  music  j, 
appreciation. 

At  the  senior  high  school  age,  the  pupils  are  qualified  j 
to  hear  and  appreciate  the  best  that  there  is  in  music.  They 
now  listen  for  the  essential  qualities  previously  developed, 
namely  harmony,  melody  and  rhythm. 
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They  study  the  background  of  composers  and  their  con- 
tributions to  the  world  of  music,  and  folk  music  of  dif- 
ferent countries. 

I  In  addition,  they  study  the  instruments  of  the  orchestra, 
{recognizing  the  tone  quality  of  each  instrument  and  asso- 
ciating it  with  its  name  and  appearance.  They  thereby  be- 
|come  acquainted  with  the  instrumental  families  or  choirs. 

What  better  start  could  young  people  have  than  to  re- 
ceive this  important  knowledge  of  music  appreciation? 

If  these  young  people  would  follow  the  methods  out- 
lined for  them  and  take  time  to  listen  to  musical  concerts 
and  to  enjoy  worth  while  radio  broadcasts,  such  as  those 
of  Walter  Damrosch ;  they  would  indeed  become  more 
able  to  appreciate  music.

ART  CONTRIBUTES  TO  THE  OBJECTIVES 
OF  EDUCATION 

The  seven  cardinal  principles  of  education,  as  generally 
accepted,  are:  (1)  health;  (2)  command  of  fundamental 
processes ;  (3)  worthy  home  membership ;  (4)  vocation ; 
(5)  civic  education ;  (6)  worthy  use  of  leisure  time ;  (7) 
ethical  character.  Art  today  is  an  important  contributor 
to  each  of  these  principles. 

Art  contributes  to  health  by  furnishing  a  mental  and 
jspiritual  uplift  which  is,  in  a  great  majority  of  ills,  the  only 
remedy  needed.  New  clothes  of  beautiful  fabric,  of  pleas- 
ling  color,  and  well  designed,  act  as  a  tonic  upon  many  in- 
dividuals. To  some  people  a  poor  and  ugly  surrounding 
may  bring  on  a  depression  of  the  mind  which  may  result 
in  illness. 

In  a  mechanical  way  art  is  used  in  posters  telling  the 
dangers  to  be  avoided  or  cures  to  be  used.  Physicians, 
dieticians  and  health  workers  use  graphs  and  posters  in 
health  drives.    Through  the  art  of  weaving,  people  are 
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supplied  with  clothing.  Hats,  gloves  and  shoes,  which  pro- 
tect the  body  are  products  of  industrial  arts.  Through 
architecture  and  constructive  arts,  people  are  housed. 
Through  design,  mechanical  drawing  and  construction  we 
install  water  supply,  sewage,  heating,  lighting  and  venti- 
lating systems,  which  contribute  to  sanitation  and  to  health. 

As  a  fundamental  process,  art  goes  back  farther  into  an- 
tiquity than  any  written  language.  A  fourth  R  should  be 
added  to  the  historic  three  R's  and  this  is  the  R  found  in 
Art ;  for  we  would  have  no  homes,  no  utensils,  no  vehicles, 
no  good  roads,  bridges,  ships,  nor  any  other  similar  com- 
modities of  civilization,  were  it  not  for  the  arts  of  drawing 
and  construction. 

Art  contributes  to  worthy  home  membership  for  what 
would  a  home  be  without  interior  decoration  to  beautify 
it.  Art  is  needed  to  make  comfortable,  sanitary,  yet  beauti- 
fill  homes,  and  with  modern  conveniences  and  luxuries  we  ! 
have  a  great  opportunity  for  the  display  of  creative  art. 
Membership  in  such  homes  represents  the  civilization  which 
makes  it  needless  to  argue  the  degree  to  which  art  con- 
tributes to  worthy  home  membeiship. 

It  is  generally  understood  that  art  is  essential  in  voca-  I 
tional  training.    Every  article  manufactured  must  have  its 
design ;  many  utilize  color,  and  all  must  be  constructed. 
If  it  is  a  food  product  which  has  grown,  design  and  con- 
struction furnish  the  boxes  or  sacks  for  packing,  and  fine 
arts  label  these  products  for  sale.    Free-hand  drawing  is  i 
always  an  asset  for  skilled  workmen.    Mechanics,  drafts- 
men,  engineers,  designers,  architects,  window  trimmers,  j 
sign  painters,  textile  workers,  furniture  workers,  furniture  > 
makers,  glass  and  pottery  workmen/bookbinders,  illustra- 
tors,  cartoonists,  chemists,  biological  workers,  housewives  j 
and  many  others  need  the  knowledge  of  drawing,  design  j 
and  construction. 

Art  furnishes  the  means  of  making  the  city  and  country 
beautiful  and  healthful.    We  cannot  think  of  civic  welfare  j 
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without  its  contact  with  art.  Public  health  is  maintained 
and  improved  by  its  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
homes,  hospitals,  public  buildings,  water  systems,  sewage 
systems,  transportation  and  all  such  commodities  which 
could  not  exist  but  for  design,  mechanical  skill  in  drawing 
and  construction.  Streets,  bridges,  schools,  libraries, 
churches,  theatres,  public-  buildings,  parks,  etc.,  are  prod- 
ucts of  art. 

No  more  worthy  use  could  be  made  of  leisure  time  than 
the  study  of  art,  since  it  has  been  one  of  the  fundamental 
processes  in  bringing  man  to  his  present  state  of  civiliza- 
tion. When  we  advocate  the  study  of  art  by  everybody, 
we  do  not  expect  creative  results  directly  from  each  in- 
dividual, but  we  do  expect  the  student  of  art  to  be  able  to 
interpret  what  the  creative  artist  has  done.  People  must 
appreciate  and  be  able  to  interpret  what  has  been  done  in 
order  to  find  ways  to  bring  about  further  improvement. 

Art  certainly  furnishes  inspiration  for  building  ethical 
character.  Artists  who  possess  more  than  skill  and  tech- 
nique in  the  use  of  line,  form  and  color,  have  made  artistic 
interpretation  of  inspirations  Avhich  stimulate.  Beautiful 
surroundings  always  furnish  inspiration  and  create  a  fav- 
orable atmosphere  for  the  play  of  fine  instincts.  Those 
who  live  in  such  surroundings  are  found  to  absorb  some- 
thing which  will  elevate  them  individually,  and  gradually 
lift  civilization  step  by  step  to  higher  levels.

RECREATION  PRINCIPLES 

Every  child  needs  to  be  exposed  to  the  growth-giving 
activities  that  have  brought  satisfaction  through  the  ages ; 
to  tramping,  swimming,  dancing,  skating,  ball  games ;  to 
singing,  playing  musical  instruments  ;  to  dramatic  activi- 
ties ;  to  making  things  with  the  hands ;  to  caring  for  pets, 
to  helping  plants  grow,  to  trying  to  make  things  beauti- 
ful, to  learning  the  joy  of  team-play,  of  comradeship  in 
doing  things  with  others. 
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Every  child  needs  to  discover  which  are  the  special  ac- 
tivities which  give  him  personal  satisfaction  and  joy.  In 
these  activities  he  should  be  helped  to  develop  the  skills 
essential  to  supreme  enjoyment  throughout  life. 

The  children  in  our  schools  are  assisted  in  choosing  cer- 
tain activities,  certain  hobbies  that  keep  up  as  long  as  he 
or  she  lives,  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  dull  stretches. 

Every  child  should  have  certain  forms  of  recreation  which 
require  little  space  and  which  can  be  fitted  into  small  frag- 
ments of  time.  Every  child  needs  to  know  well  a  certain 
limited  number  of  games  which  he  himself  likes  for  use 
outdoors  and  indoors  so  that  there  will  never  be  an  occas- 
ion when  he  cannot  think  of  anything  to  do=  Every  child 
should  be  helped  to  form  the  habit  of  finding  pleasure  in 
reading. 

In  our  physical  education  program  we  teach  at  least  a 
few  songs  with  good  music  so  that  they  may  sing  when 
they  feel  like  it. 

Our  children  are  also  helped  to  discover  some  form  of 
beauty  which  he  can  really  make  his  own — whether  it  be 
beauty  of  line,  color,  or  sound. 

Every  child  thrives  best  in  the  sunlight.  They  should 
be  helped  to  form  habits  of  being  active,  of  breathing 
deeply  in  the  sunlit  outdoor  air. 

Since  living,  and  not  business,  is  the  end  of  life,  our 
cities  and  towns  should  be  planned  from  the  view-point  of 
living  as  well  as  business.  Sunlight,  air,  open  spaces,  parks, 
playgrounds,  all  in  abundant  measure,  are  essentials  to  any 
living  that  is  to  give  permanent  joy  and  satisfaction. 

About  one  year  in  every  ten  of  a  person's  life  is  spent  in 
eating.  It  is  of  fundamental  importance  that  this  one- 
tenth  of  one's  life  shall  be  so  lit  up  by  play  of  mind  that 
eating  shall  not  be  a  hurried  chore  but  an  opportunity  for 
comradeship  and  for  growth  for  the  whole  person. 
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The  form  of  one's  recreation  as  an  adult,  often,  though 
lot  always,  should  be  such  as  to  use  in  part  powers  unused 
n  the  rest  of  one's  life.  A  man  is  successful  in  his  recre- 
jition  life  in  so  far  as  the  forms  of  activity  he  chooses 
:reate  a  play  spirit,  a  humor,  which  to  some  extent  pervades 
ill  his  working  hours,  helping  him  to  find  enjoyment  con- 
stantly in  the  little  things  of  life.  A  happy  play  of  child- 
lood  is  essential  to  normal  growth.  Normal  men  and  worn- 
^n  are  most  likely  to  grow  from  children  who  have  played 
well  and  happily.  Normal  men  more  easily  continue  normal 
ks  they  keep  up  the  childhood  habit  of  play. 

That  children  and  men  and  women  may  be  more  likely 
to  live  this  kind  of  life,  experience  shows  there  is  usually 
need  for  community  action.  Community  recreation  needs 
playgrounds,  parks,  and  recreation  centers  just  as  well  as 
every  city  and  town  needs  streets.  Community  recreation 
programs  should  allow  for  a  broad  range  of  tastes  and  in- 
terests and  varying  degrees  of  mental  and  physical  energy. 
Satisfying  recreation,  whether  for  the  individual  or  for 
the  community,  involves  real  planning.

THE  NEED  OF  A  GYMNASIUM  FOR  BOURNE 

I  welcome  this  opportunity  to  state  my  views  on  some 
!  of  the  important  matters  pertaining  to  our  schools. 

At  the  time  the  Bourne  Grammar  School  was  opened 
in  the  building  now  used,  the  enrollment  of  pupils  was. 
196. 

At  that  time  six  rooms  were  in  use  and  two  were  unused. 
The  enrollment  has  grown  steadily  until  at  one  time  during 
the  present  year  the  pupils  registered  numbered  256.  The 
increase  has  been  60  pupils,  or  an  average  of  10  per  year. 
All  the  rooms  are  now  used  and  are  comfortably  filled. 
Taking  the  10  increase  in  membership  each  year  as  a  con- 
servative estimate,  and  the  steady  growth  which  the  town 
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is  sure  to  make,  within  ten  years  the  tax  payers  of  the 
town  will  be  facing  another  housing  problem  for  its  graded 
and  High  Schools. 

If,  in  the  construction  of  the  grammar  building,  a  few 
hundred  dollars  more  had  been  available,  a  basement  under 
the  whole  building  could  have  been  constructed.  Such  a 
basement  would  have  given  valuable  additional  space  for 
cafeteria,  lockers,  showers  and  storage  rooms.  For  a 
school  of  250  pupils  such  space  is  essential. 


At  present,  the  majority  of  our  pupils  get  their  noonday  j 
lunch  at  the  high  school.  This  necessitates  the  children  j' 
having  to  contend  with  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather, 
and  twice  each  day  making  a  hazardous  crossing  of  a  much  j 
used  street.  Were  there  suitable  conveniences  for  obtain- 
ing  lunch  within  their  own  school  building,  these  dangers  j 
could  be  avoided. 


It  is  now  required  by  statute  that  a  definite  portion  of  j 
the  school  hours  be  given  to  the  teaching  and  development 
of  physical  education.    The  school  room  is  not  the  most 
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uitable  place  for  the  execution  of  physical  exercises  and 
rames  which  accompany  the  instruction. 

{  The  auditorium  of  the  grammar  school  is  a  very  con- 
venient room  for  school  assemblies  and  social  affairs,  but 
as  a  gymnasium,  particularly  during  school  hours,  it  be- 
comes a  source  of  great  annoyance. 

The  students  of  the  High  School,  having  no  assembly 
pall,  gymnasium  or  suitable  room  for  physical  exercises, 
'are  allowed  the  use  of  the  grammar  school  auditorium  as 
ia.  gymnasium.  The  resulting  confusion,  though  somewhat 
regulated,  has  a  serious  demoralizing  effect  on  the  morale 
of  the  pupils  in  the  grammar  school. 

The  teachers,  as  well  as  pupils,  are  subject  to  an  extra 
nervous  strain,  and  the  value  of  the  pupils'  time  and  efforts 
is  greatly  lowered.  A  study,  and  experiments,  of  the  ef- 
fects of  noise  have  shown  that  the  mental,  moral  and  phys- 
ical health  are  decidedly  injured  by  continued  din.  The 
pupils  of  the  grammar  school  can  do  their  best  only  under 
the  favorable  conditions  of  peace  and  quiet  and  a  well  reg- 
ulated, uninterrupted  program. 

The  floor  of  the  auditorium  does  provide  an  excellent 
basket  ball  court.  It  is  not  necessary,  however,  to  remind 
those  who  enjoy  basket  ball,  that  from  the  spectator's 
point  of  view  the  inconvenience  is  very  considerable.  The 
lack  of  showers  and  suitable  dressing  rooms  makes  an  un- 
pleasant impression  on  the  coaches  and  members  of  visit- 
ing teams.  Often  too,  the  room  teachers  are  annoyed  by 
little  acts  of  thoughtlessness  by  those  who  use  the  rooms 
on  the  nights  when  home  games  are  played. 

As  an  excellent  sample  of  a  well  planned  gymnasium- 
annex  of  a  school,  I  would  point  to  the  new  Henry  T. 
\\  ing  School  in  Sandwich.  There  the  gymnasium  activ- 
ities need  not  be  disturbing  at  any  time,  while  very  con- 
veniently near  the  school  itself. 

Like  the  grammar  school,  the  Bourne  High  School  has 
had  a  steady  increase  in  enrollment.    Within  a  very  few 
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years  some  changes  will  be  needed  for  the  improvemer 
and  enlargement  of  the  school.  As  has  been  shown,  th 
High  School  has  no  assembly  hall.  It  has  no  lockers,  n 
showers  and  no  gymnasium.  All  these  are  needed  to  brin. 
our  High  School  up  to  the  higher  standard  of  many  othe 
schools  in  their  athletic  and  social  activities.  The  Bourn 
High  School  ranks  high  in  its  administrative  and  scholas 
tic  attainments,  but  it  does  need  some  more  modern  equip 
ment  and  facilities  to  round  out  its  curriculum.  When  th 
time  shall  be  ripe  for  the  necessary  changes,  it  will  ad< 
greatly  to  the  school's  efficiency,  to  provide  a  gymnasiun 
building.  There  appears  to  be  ample  space  on  the  higl 
school  site  for  such  an  addition  in  the  rear. 

Our  schools  are  permanent  institutions.    Any  improve- 
ments are  permanent  investments  in  one  of  the  greatesl 
businesses.    There  is  no  logical  reason  why  the  town  oil 
Bourne  shall  not  have  a  healthy,  steady  growth  for  man} ; 
years  to  come.    Any  improvements  in  the  schools  which  ( 
can  be  shown  to  those  desirous  of  making  their  homes  in 
the  town  are  good  advertisements.    A  town  is  quickly 
judged  by  its  schools  and  their  equipment.

HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  business  of  education  is  the  largest  of  all  indus- 
tries. There  are  27,000,000  pupils  in  our  schools  and  colleges 
in  the  United  States.  There  are  1,000,000  teachers*  The 
per  capita  cost  of  education  is  $17  per  person. 

One  eminent  educator  has  made  the  statement  that  the 
only  justification  for  a  public  school  is  that  the  pupils  it 
turns  out  should  be  better  citizens.  If  this  is  true,  we  want 
.to  be  sure  that  children  select  wisely  those  subjects  that 
will  prepare  them  for  useful  lives.  Subjects  such  as  Po- 
litical Economy,  World  History,  European  History,  Prob- 
lems of  Democracy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  and  the  va- 
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ous  ^sciences  are  some  of  the  subjects  I  have  in  mind  as 
ting  able  to  fulfill  this  requirement.  When  the  question 
-ises  as  to  the  subjects  to  be  selected,  you,  as  parents  and 
iends,  should  be  sure  that  your  children  select  with  this 
m  in  view.  Some  of  our  young-  people  make  their  se- 
ctions because  someone  of  whom  they  are  particularly 
bnd  is  to  take  the  course. 

Our  young  people  of  the  high  school  should  be  encour- 
^ed  to  participate  in  public  speaking  and  debating.  These 
ibjects  are  of  practical  value  to  everyone.  A  great  many 
bys  and  girls  of  our  high  school  are  too  self-conscious. 
ft,  as  parents,  should  urge  all  pupils  to  seize  every  oppor- 
inity  for  practising  this  universal  art. 

We  are  passing  through  a  serious  period  of  depression, 
[owever,  I  do  not  believe  it  is  wise  to  curtail  play-grounds 
id  athletic  activities.  Statistics  show  that  if  we  do  away 
ith  play-grounds,  the  wave  of  criminal  tendencies  among 
ur  young  people  will  increase.  We  have  a  happy  and  con- 
inted  group  of  boys  and  girls  at  the  present  time  in 
ourne.  The  cares  and  worries  of  life  will  descend  all  too 
)on  upon  their  shoulders.  Let  them  enjoy  this  period  of 
iolescence.  Our  town  is  so  scattered  that  we  have  a  very 
mited  program  of  extra  curricular  activities  to  offer, 
et  us,  therefore,  have  a  well  rounded  athletic  program. 

As  parents  we  should  do  everything  possible  to  encour- 
%e  the  reading  of  literature  through  the  formative  years 
f  high  school.  I  was  reading  only  recently  of  a  Welch- 
lan  who  was  a  shepherd  and  who,  during  his  spare  time 
iad  history  incessantly.  He  is  now  considered  an  author- 
y  on  Welch  History.  This  proves  that  even  with  poor 
ducational  advantages,  a  person  can  climb  to  educational 
eights.  Encourage  your  children  to  visit  the  library  and 
oiinsel  them  upon  the  types  of  books  that  they  select. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  158  pupils  in  the  high  school, 
here  are  73  boys  and  85  girls.  This  number  is  divided  off 
ito  four  classes :  29  Seniors,  34  Juniors,  49  Sophomores, 
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45  Freshmen,  and  one  post-graduate.  This  is  the  large:  \ 
registration  that  the  high  school  has  ever  had. 

The  approach  to  the  school  and  its  setting  is  unsurpassed 
by  any  school  in  this  section,  if  in  the  state.   If  the  grounc 
in  the  rear  of  the  building  were  as  correspondingly  beaut  f 
ful,  the  school  would  be  ideally  situated. 

The  Washington  trip  for  the  year  1930  cost  $1,454.  J 
while  for  1931  the  cost  was  $1,661.00  This  amount  rej! 
resents  only  a  part  of  the  actual  expense  per  pupil. 

The  High  School,  both  students  and  teachers,  are  deepl? 
appreciative  of  the  cooperation  that  they  receive  from  ttt 
parents  and  public.  We  realize  that  it  is  owing  to  th  ! 
splendid  spirit  that  we  are  able  to  carry  on  the  numeroif 
activities  that  we  do.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Kiwan  j 
Club  for  financial  aid  in  hiring  busses  for  this  fall.  \fy  1 
have  a  great  many  other  friends  who  always  come  to  ot 
aid  in  times  of  want.  We  are  unable  to  single  them  oi 
and  thank  them  individually,  but  we  take  this  opportunit 1 
to  thank  them  collectively.  '

During  the  last  year  the  lunch  room  has  been  bettt 
patronized  than  ever  before.  The  receipts  were  over 
$6,000.00,  practically  all  of  which  was  spent  for  food  an; 
its  preparation.  Approximately  two  hundred  come  to  tq 
lunch  room  each  day. 

The  two  Hobart  electric  niachines  which  have  been  ir| 
stalled  have  been  of  inestimable  value  in  saving  of  tinr; 
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labor  and  material  and  thus  permitting  a  more  varied  menu 
to  be  prepared.  There  is  much  need  of  some  device  to  keep 
the  hot  dishes  at  the  right  temperature  and  also  of  an 
electric  refrigerator. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  have  some  of  the  parents  visit 
this  part  of  the  school  system.

HOME  ECONOMICS 

i    The  curriculum  of  the  modern  school  is  nearly  as  com- 
;plex  as  life  itself  which,  after  a  little  thought,  would  seem 
i  natural  and  justifiable.    For,  if  education  as  sponsored  by 
the  school  is  to  attain  the  desired  fulfilment,  it  must  equip 
the  pupil  with  the  knowledge  and  experiences  which  will 
help  him  to  adapt  himself  to  an  increasingly  complex 
world.   Our  school  of  today  is  a  far  cry  from  the  one  which 
proved  adequate  when  life  was  simpler  and  which  stressed 
chiefly  the  "three  R's."    Also  the  school  has  found  it  ad- 
visable to  take  over  much  that  was  formerly  taught  in  the 
i  home. 

Thus  progress  in  the  field  of  education  has  brought  the 
j  subject  of  home  economics  into  elementary,  high  school, 
and  college  courses,  many  of  which  receive  aid  from  nat- 
ional and  state  funds,  attesting  to  the  fact  that  govern- 
ment authorities  recognize  the  value  of  teaching  this  sub- 
ject which  is  now  considered  comparable  to  other  sciences 
by  the  higher  schools. 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  education  should  prepare 
'  the  pupil  for  living,  so  why  not  recognize,  too,  that  living 
for  many  girls  will  involve  home  making  with  its  many 
'  and  diversified  tasks.    And,  whether  or  not  girls  marry,  a 
|  knowledge  of  foods  and  how  to  prepare  them,  of  clothing 
and  how  to  select,  construct,  repair  and  care  for  it,  of 
hygiene  and  home  nursing,  of  home  decoration  and  house 
care,  and  also  of  the  wise  use  of  time  and  money  —  all  of 
this  could  hardly  come  amiss  or  fail  to  benefit  in  some  de- 
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gree  any  who  pursued  a  course  which  included  problems 
and  practices  along  such  lines.  For,  all  this  and  more  does 
home  economics  seek  to  do  here  in  Bourne  High  School. 
But  let  it  not  be  thought  that  we  expect  to  do  all  this  with- 
out the  cooperation  of  the  home  and  a  large  degree  of  in- 
terest and  intelligence  on  the  part  of  the  pupil.  For,  at 
best,  the  school  is  simply  a  laboratory  where  we  attempt  to 
demonstrate  and  try  out  the  methods  which  science  and 
skill  prove  to  be  superior  and  worthy  of  further  practice. 
And  the  school  must  furnish  the  opportunity  for  this  prac- 
tice, or  much  of  the  benefit  will  be  lost.  Also,  in  the  home, 
conditions  are  more  real  as  compared  with  the  superim- 
posed tasks  of  the  school.  Then,  too,  the  interest  and  ca- 
pacity of  the  pupil  are  factors  to  consider,  for  the  one  who 
simply  exposes  herself  to  the  subject  matter  of  a  home 
economics  course  and  gives  it  a  minimum  of  attention  and 
devotion  will  gain  as  little  benefit  as  the  one  who  studies 
history,  mathematics  or  literature  with  a  similar  lack  of 
aptitude  and  zeal.  On  the  other  hand,  the  pupil  who  gives 
of  her  interest  and  the  best  of  her  ability  to  class  work 
and  to  home  practice  will  acquire  skills  which  will  be  use- 
ful to  her  throughout  life. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  many  of  the  youth  cannot  be  led  to 
realize  and  make  the  most  of  the  opportunities  which  are 
theirs  during  their  high  school  years,  but  the  increasing 
numbers  availing  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  adult  ed- 
ucation both  in  day  courses  and  in  evening  schools  proves 
that  the  need  and  desire  for  knowledge  is  experienced  in 
many  cases  after  the  opportunity  of  attending  high  school 
is  passed.  Attendance  of  evening  classes  in  clothing,  foods 
and  home  decoration  is  large,  showing  that  young  business 
women  and  housewives  appreciate  the  desirability  of  fur- 
ther knowledge  which  can  be  thus  gained. 

This  highly  specialized  age  has  brought  research  into  the 
home  and  with  expert  analysis  and  scientific  principles  has 
sought  to  perfect  the  methods  of  carrying  on  its  various 
pursuits.    Even  the  "born  mother"  as  well  as  the  "born 
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;eacher"  has  found  herself  more  proficient  when  she  em- 
>loyed,  in  addition  to  her  own  natural  aptitude,  the  know- 
edge  and  principles  of  specialists,  and  those  who  seem  not 
|:o  have  special  talent  by  nature  have  found  it  possible  to 
icquire  and  develop  skill  by  training  under  intelligent 
supervision.  In  the  business  world,  the  trial  and  error 
nethod  has  been  found  to  be  expensive  with  regard  to 
time,  energy,  material,  and  money.  So,  too,  the  econom- 
ical methods  which  eliminate  waste  of  these  commodities 
ire  to  be  desired  in  the  home,  in  order  that  the  busy  home- 
maker  may  find  time  for  leisure  pursuits. 

!  Then,  in  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  it  is  urged  that 
girls  and  those  whose  right  and  privilege  it  is  to  guide 
them  in  preparing  for  their  future  needs  will  consider  well 
the  opportunities  and  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a  home 
economics  course,  and  it  is  hoped  that  any  who  care  to  will 
find  it  convenient  to  visit  the  department  at  the  high  school 
in  order  to  acquaint  themselves  more  fully  with  what  we 
|are  trying  to  accomplish.

COMMERCIAL  EDUCATION 

The  introduction  of  modern  machinery,  new  inventions, 
and  business  expansion  have  all  modified  their  methods  of 
jdoing  business.  Business  education  has  had  to  keep  in 
touch  with  the  changes  that  have  been  made  in  the  field 
of  business  so  as  to  prepare  students  for  intelligent  part- 
icipation in  business  activities.  Thus  it  is  that  the  field  of 
commercial  education  has  been  rapidly  changing  because  it 
is  obvious  that  there  should  be  the  closest  possible  cor- 
relation between  business  practice  and  business  education. 
There  is  the  tendency  to  eliminate  from  the  curriculum  all 
subjects  that  have  been  carried  along  for  either  traditional 
or  sentimental  reasons  and  because  they  were  supposed  to 
have  afforded  mental  discipline.  Commercial  education  is 
of  a  "functional  character"  and  is  receiving  more  recogni- 
tion because  of  the  fact  that  the  functional  character  of  ed- 
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ucation  is  being  more  and  more  emphasized.  The  func 
tion  is  that  which  dominates  because  the  structure  is  a 
nothing  if  it  does  not  function. 

Commercial  education  may  now  enter  the  field  of  a  so 
called  liberal  education.  Certain  parts  of  it  may  be  purel; 
vocational  such  as  advanced  courses  in  bookkeeping,  ac 
counting  and  stenography,  but  a  larger  proportion  of  i 
belongs  to  the  realm  of  a  liberal  education  that  is  up  t< 
date. 

Just  what  is  a  liberal  education?  An  education  whicl 
includes  something  of  all  lines  of  study  that  are  of  value  t( 
all  in  the  preparation  of  a  life  of  usefulness,  is  liberal 
Commercial  subjects  have  as  much  general  appeal  and  gen 
eral  value  to  the  great  majority  of  students  as  raos 
courses  in  history  or  science  or  languages  or  mathematics 
Most  everyone  today,  no  matter  what  his  calling — states- 
man, scientist,  scholar,  minister — finds  himself  a  part  o. 
the  business  life  of  this  age  of  commerce  and  industry  ovei 
which  he  has  no  control.  The  world  is  dominantly  one  ol, 
business  and  any  education  must  have  in  it  some  elements 
of  business  to  be  a  liberal  education. 

Business  as  a  vocation  is  recognized  and  there  is  a  very 
great  need  for  directing  those  best  mentally  equipped  into 
that  field.  There  is  a  constant  endeavor  to  adapt  the  cur- 
riculum to  the  actual  needs  of  the  students.  Business  has 
directed  its  attention  to  doing  things  in  the  machine  way 
and  labor  and  time-saving  devices  have  appeared  in  the 
business  office  as  well  as  in  the  home.  Those  who  are  to 
actively  engage  in  business  must  be  prepared  to  use  the 
tools  of  business.  Typewriters,  dictaphones,  multigraphs, 
bookkeeping  machines,  calculating  machines  must  be 
learned  and  the  schools  must  impart  the  necessary  skill  in 
their  operation.  A  course  of  study  should  not  be  chosen 
on  the  basis  of  intellectual  capacity.  All  courses  of  study 
worthy  of  the  name  have  within  them  possibilities  for  in- 
tellectual development.  All  endeavors  of  life  have  need  of 
those  with  higher  mental  capacities. 
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There  is  just  as  much  intellectual  demand  made  upon 
tudents  who  study  commercial  subjects  as  those  who 
tudy  academic  subjects.   Academic  subjects  have  no  mon- 
>poly  on  intellectual  development  or  mind  training.  Work 
n  Accounting,  Secretarial  Training,  Economics  and  Bus- 
iness Mathematics  are  comparable  to  any  academic  sub- 
jects.   Teachers  of  commercial  subjects  are  stressing  the 
ievelopment  of  qualities  that  the  business  man  desires.  It 
used  to  be  the  case  that  many  men,  when  employing,  as- 
sumed that  a  boy  who  had  taken  the  academic  course  had 
developed  a  trained  mind  and  a  higher  degree  of  intelli- 
gence and  would  thus  be  a  more  intelligent,  reliable  and 
jiccurate  employee.    They  have  found  now  that  imparting 
fkills  such  as  accounting,  typewriting  and  stenography,  etc., 
lire  excellent  studies  in  which  to  develop  accuracy,  neat- 
ness, system,  reliability  and  a  sense  of  responsibility.  Of 
pourse,  a  remarkable  improvement  can  be  seen  in  the  re- 
quirements for  the  completion  of  a  course  in  bookkeeping, 
typewriting  or  stenography  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago 
is  compared  with  the  present  time. 

"All  through  life  some  things  are  hard  and  difficult  and 
mpleasant,  and  they  have  to  be  done  just  because  they 
jiave  to  be  done.  Knowledge  cannot  be  acquired  except  by 
I'he  mastery  of  the  tools  of  education  and  the  getting  of 
m  education  is  not  a  simple,  easy  and  soft  thing,  but  is  a 
3-reat,  important  and  difficult  thing  that  is  worth  all  that 
3ne  puts  into  the  getting  of  it."

LATIN 

'  The  story  of  civilization  and  progress  tells  us  that  of  all 
the  world's  languages,  excepting  English,  probably  none 
has  had  such  a  broad  and  lasting  influence,  extending  from 
the  early  centuries  even  into  our  own  daily  life  as  Latin. 

The  Latin  student  is  given  a  definite  opportunity  for  be- 
coming acquainted  with  the  Roman  people,  whose  every 
clay  language  was   Latin.     To  us  —  English  speaking 
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people — this  opportunity  is  of  immense  value,  since  throug 
a  knowledge  of  the  Latin  language  and  the  Roman  people 
we  can  better  understand  our  own  language  and  literature 
and  appreciate  our  social  institutions. 

Latin  continued  to  be  used  in  the  13th  century  and  even 
later.  During  the  Renaissance  Period  Latin  became  the 
literary  language  of  Europe.  Our  early  English  authors 
wrote  in  Latin,  and  all  ''classical"  English  literature  is  rich 
in  allusions  to  Latin  literature  and  Roman  customs. 

We  learn  to  admire  and  respect  the  intellectual  traits  of 
the  Romans — their  honor,  patriotism,  sacrifices,  friendship 
respect  for  and  obedience  to  law.    Many  of  our  most  re 
spected  political  institutions  are  heritages  from  the  Ro 
mans,  and  many  of  our  laws  of  Roman  origin. 

The  Christian  religion  has  come  to  us  through  the  Ro 
mans  and  the  Latin  language,  since  Rome  was  the  first 
European  country  to  accept  Christianity,  and  the  learned 
and  devout  Latin  Fathers  were  the  earliest  interpreters  of 
the  Christian  doctrine. 

That  seventy-five  percent  of  the  words  we  use  daily 
have  been  derived  directly  or  indirectly  from  Latin  is  a 
conservative  estimate.  Practically  all  the  terms  used  in 
Science,  Mathematics,  Medicine  and  Law  are  Latin.  The 
prescription  we  pass  to  our  druggist  is  written  in  Latin. 
Nearly  all  State  mottoes,  inscriptions  on  public  buildings 
and  on  coins  are  in  Latin.  Today,  Industry  and  Invention 
go  to  Latin  for  distinctive  trade-marks  and  names. 

An  educated  man  is  not  necessarily  one  who  is  padded 
and  stuffed  with  facts  and  information  ;  he  is  one  who  has 
been  trained  to  think  things  out  for  himself.  The  study 
of  Latin  has  been  and  is  one  of  the  best  means  of  develop- 
ing actual  mental  ability,  through  the  rigorous  discipline 
which  it  requires.  If  all  students  of  average  mental  abil- 
ity, would  add  at  least  one  year  of  Latin  to  their  High 
School  curriculum,  they  would  be  better  equipped  mentally 
for  future  scholastic  pursuits.

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DRAMATICS 

Today  it  is  a  generally  recognized  fact  that  the  study  of 
drama,  and  the  production  of  fine  plays  in  our  schools  is 
educational.  Much  has  been  said  and  written  about  this 
type  of  education  as  something  to  be  stressed  in  the  near 
future.  Many  schools  are  even  now  introducing  the  study 
and  production  of  the  drama  as  a  part  of  the  regular  cur- 
riculum, or  as  an  extra-curricular  student's  activity. 

Perhaps  a  large  number  of  people  think  of  a  play  only  as 
a  source  of  pleasure.  That  is,  of  course,  an  important  fac- 
tor. But  there  are  other  points  which,  I  believe,  ought 
to  be  listed. 

The  study  of  the  drama  promotes  an  appreciation  of  the 
arts  ;  something  which  America  needs  today.  The  students 
become  interested  in  the  history,  painting,  culture,  music, 
and  people  of  the  period  in  which  the  play  was  written. 

The  study  and  production  of  the  drama  brings  about  a 
self-expression  and  a  development  of  the  student's  person- 
ality which  cannot  be  secured  in  any  other  way. 

The  study  of  the  characters  in  a  play  aid  him  in  gaining 
a  broader  knowledge  of  human  nature,  for  in  almost  all 
plays  varying  types  of  people  are  portrayed  for  us.  Through 
this  study  the  imagination,  dulled  by  too  much  explaining, 
is  quickened  and  the  student  is  made  to  think  for  himself. 

The  ability  to  face  an  audience  and  feel  at  ease  is  de- 
veloped. The  art  of  clear  and  correct  pronunciation  and 
enunciation  of  words  is  stressed.  The  carriage  of  the  body, 
which  so  many  people  neglect,  is  improved.  And  the  voice, 
which  may  seem  unimportant  to  many  but  which  is  per- 
haps the  most  important  factor  and  of  the  most  value  to  a 
person  today  in  business  and  social  circles  is  improved  and 
developed. 

Many  educators  have  utilized  the  truth  that  a  child 
learns  more  quickly  through  his  vision.  Very  often  what 
is  acted  or  dramatized  before  him  interests  him  and  leaves 
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a  more  lasting  impression  than  the  Written  word.  Then 
fore,  today,  in  our  schools,  we  are  gradually  dramatizinl 
more  and  more  of  our  work  in  all  branches  of  the  curric- 
ulum.   The  day  is  not  far  away  when  perhaps  the  greate 
part  of  our  work,  especially  in  literature  will  be  taken  u  ! 
in  this  way.    At  all  events,  the  study  of  the  drama,  itsel 
will  be  more  stressed  than  it  is  today  even. 

Through  this  work  we  hope  to  be  able  to  develop  th ! 
Greek  ideal  of  "the  four-square  man",  who  is  develope  1 
physically,  mentally,  morally,  spiritually.

CITIZENSHIP  TRAINING 

The  school  of  today  must  prepare  the  pupil  for  a  mor*| 
complete  life,  a  life  of  usefulness  and  joy.    To  do  this  ed 
ucators  have  listed  seven  objectives  of  education;  gooc 
health,  command  of  fundamental  processes,  worthy  homtij 
membership,  vocation,  citizenship,  worthy  use  of  leisure  • 
time  and  character. 

These  cardinal  principles  can  be  met  by  a  systematic] 
training  in  citizenship.    A  course  called  "Everyday  Prob  j 
lems  of  American  Democracy"  has  been  introduced  into  thel 
Bourne  High  School  which  includes  practical  work  in  gov- 
ernmental affairs  as  well  as  social. 

The  course  is  divided  into  three  major  divisions  :  politi- 
cal, social,  and  economic.  Such  civic  problems  as  immi- , 
gration,  political  parties,  elections,  education,  work  of  the 
national  and  state  governments,  and  international  ques- 
tions are  presented.  The  social  group  includes  such  topics 
as  importance  of  the  family  and  church,  crime  and  its  j 
treatment,  poverty  and  employment,  while  the  economic  | 
stresses  the  national  problems  of  marketing  and  prices, 
transportation,  and  taxation. 

These  topics  are  studied  by  the  case  method  and  only 
those  problems  are  selected  that  are  being  discussed  and  i 
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Lvhich  during  the  present  generation  will  continue  to  be 
liiscussed  by  the  public  wherever  thinking  people  congre- 
gate to  present  their  views  on  the  problems  of  the  day. 

There  are  several  methods  of  class-room  procedure  that 
are  used  to  present  the  problems  in  the  most  interesting 
manner,  for  example  the  formal  debate,  the  open  forum, 
the  lecture  method  and  the  question  and  answer  type  of 
recitation.  To  the  modern  youth  the  open  forum  seems  to 
be  the  favorite  way,  because  after  reading  the  best  author- 
ities on  the  subject  he  can  present  his  own  viewpoint 
which  should  be  a  fair  one. 

This  subject  gives  the  pupils  a  chance  to  really  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  best  reference  books.  Before  this  course 
can  be  set  in  motion  the  books  must  be  carefully  judged 
and  catalogued  for  their  usefulness  as  reference  material. 
Each  pupil  in  this  course  is  trained  to  know  how  to  use  the 
dictionary,  the  encyclopedias,  biographies,  the  World  Al- 
manac and  atlas.  Our  library  includes  a  good  collection 
of  books  suited  for  this  kind  of  study  and  the  latest  works 
on  sociology,  economics,  and  biology  are  constantly  being 
added  to  enrich  this  wide  field  of  citizenship. 

The  pupils  make  charts,  diagrams,  maps,  reports,  and 
notebooks  to  develop  the  desire  to  have  an  active  part  in 
every  problem. 

In  this  course  the  aim  is  to  give  the  pupil  a  comprehen- 
sive knowledge  of  all  the  social  sciences,  to  show  that 
every  problem  is  many  sided  and  complex,  and  to  train  the 
pupil  in  considering  all  the  facts  available. 

This  course  will  not  solve  for  the  student  problems  with 
which  the  leading  thinkers  of  our  day  are  struggling,  but 
it  is  expected  that  by  dealing  with  the  fundamental  facts 
underlying  these  problems,  he  will  be  better  prepared  to 
assume  the  responsibilities  of  an  active  and  intelligent 
citizen.

Experience,  which  has   been  tested  and  classified,  is 
science.    There  is  nothing  unusual  or  mysterious  about  it 
when  organized  truth  is  proclaimed  to  the  world  of  nature! 
it  is  called  science,  a  broad  term  embracing  plants,  animals, 
electricity,  magnetism,  heat,  sound,  the  heavenly  bodies, 
light,  weather,  land  and  water  forms,  rock,  soil  and  mate- 
rials.   We  are  striving  to  bring  the  student  into  direct  or 
intimate  contact  with  all  the  common  things  of  nature  that 
lie  around  him  in  order  to  make  known  to  him  those  things  ( 
most  worth  knowing  in  order  that  they  may  find  life  well  \ 
worth  living  and  therefore  nature  and  not  books  becomes 
the  real  source  of  knowledge. 

In  our  school  we  are  striving  to  provide  useful  scientific 
knowledge,  as  well  as  destroying  ignorance,  the  results 
of  which  are  prejudice  and  superstition.  Even  a  small 
child  wonders  why  it  snows,  why  the  sun  shines.  With 
age,  that  child  wonders  how  color  is  differentiated,  how  a 
doctor  is  able  to  make  use  of  symptoms  governing  dis- 
eases, what  immediate  measure  is  important  to  revive  a 
person  who  has  fainted.  We  shall  have  made  material 
progress  as  a  race  toward  sensible  living  when  students  I 
can  be  made  to  disregard  the  fear  of  the  black  cat,  the 
howling  of  a  dog  or  a  death  watch  or  tapping  on  wood. 
Facts  of  nature  give  a  classified  revelation  of  powers  of 
the  universe  that  exclude  jinxes,  signs,  warnings,  and  the 
like. 

We  uphold  the  importance  of  scientific  methods  of  think- 
ing and  working,  for  upon  these  factors  rests  the  success 
of  civilization  —  the  ability  of  people  to  think  clearly, 
scientifically,  in  differentiating  fact  and  opinion.  Aristotle's 
opinion,  that  a  five  pound  ball  would  fall  five  times  as  fast 
through  space  as  a  one  pound  ball,  was  accepted  as  a  fact 
for  over  two  thousand  years.  Modern  science  wants  to 
know  the  how  and  why  of  things. 

Lastly  we  feel  confident  and  proud  that  Bourne  High

"The  ChadWick  Clinic1 


During  the  last  few  years,  laymen  interested  in  public 
health  activities  in  general,  as  well  as  in  school  health  in 
particular,  have  heard  a  great  deal  about  the  ''Chadwick 
Clinic".  Many  fathers  and  mothers,  when  presented  with 
the  instruction  and  consent  slip  brought  home  by  the  child 
have  wondered,  after  reading  them  over,  what  it  was  all 
about. 

This  clinic,  instituted  by  the  Commonwealth,  its  services 
offered  free  to  every  school  child,  is  named  for  Dr.  Chad- 
wick, formerly  of  Westfield  Sanitarium,  one  of  the  out- 
standing men  in  the  study  and  treatment  of  childhood 
tuberculosis.  It  recognizes  the  fact  that  tubercular  in- 
fection does  exist  in  the  school  child,  both  during  child- 
hood and  adolescent  life.  It  offers  a  free  examination  to 
detect  this  disease,  and  all  the  resources  of  modern  med- 
ical science  to  combat  the  same,  if  found. 

Statistics  show  us  that  this  infection  is  found  in  a  very 
high  percent  in  the  adolescent  boy  and  girl.  Many  causes 
have  been  sought  —  among  them,  the  dieting  fad  prevalent 
among  growing  girls,  an  inadequate  supply  of  Vitamin  A 
in  an  otherwise  correct  diet ;  insufficient  clothing  with  the 
correlation  of  exposure  to  extremes  of  temperature  ;  dir- 
ect and  indirect  contact  with  the  infection ;  but  the  most 
sensible  seems  this,  which  comes  from  an  article  in  the 
December,  1931,  Hygeia.  The  quickened  pace  of  life  is 
reflected  in  the  school,  and  a  much  increased  burden  is  laid 
on  the  child  in  curricular  and  extra-curricular  activities, 
without  an  extra  period  of  rest  to  compensate.  This  idea 
might  be  expressed  in  this  manner: — 
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"My  candle  burns  at  both  ends, 
It  will  not  last  the  night, — 
But  ah,  my  friends  and  oh,  my  foes, 
It  gives  a  lovely  light." 

The  working  plan  of  the  clinic  is  as  follows.  The  proper 
epresentatives  in  a  town  make  application  for  the  service. 
Che  purpose  of  the  clinic  is  outlined  and  enthusiasm  a- 
oused  in  the  teaching  and  executive  departments  of  the 
chool  by  able  speakers. 

«  The  instruction  and  consent  slips,  explained  by  the 
eachers,  are  sent  home  for  signature  of  the  parents,  re- 
urned  and  classified.  The  preliminary  plans  are  thus  corn- 
Dieted,  and  a  definite  date  set  for  the  work. 

The  personnel  of  the  clinic  makes  the  skin  or  Von  Pir- 
i[uet  test.  In  several  days  a  doctor  returns  to  read  the 
irms.  The  reactors  are  detected  and  an  appointment  made 
tor  the  travelling  X-ray  apparatus.  The  chests  of  the  re- 
actors are  X-rayed  and  pictures  read  by  an  expert.  A 
:omplete  physical  examination,  in  presence  of  parent  or 
guardian,  is  given  to  everyone  who  shows  any  difficulty.  A 
competent  nutrition  worker  checks  habits  of  hygiene  and 
diet  with  each  youthful  patient  and  parent.  The  complete 
report  is  again  checked  by  an  expert  and  recommendations 
made. 

The  cooperation  of  parents,  guardians  and  friends, 
jSchool  authorities,  school  physician,  family  physician, 
(school  nurse  and  child  patient  are  sought  in  carrying  out 
the  recommendations.  There  is  no  royal  road  to  the  cure 
of  this  disease  ;  no  drug  or  drugs  which  are  specific ;  no 
definite  time  set  which  will  bring  health.  The  fundamental 
rules  of  health  must  be  learned  and  obeyed.  That  is  why 
cooperation  of  everybody  is  sought.  Without  this  the  re- 
sult must  be  indifferently  good. 

If  you,  parents  and  friends  of  the  children,  believe  with 
educators,  that  the  purpose  of  a  school  is  to  fit  the  child 
as  comfortably  as  possible  into  the  life  he  lives  now,  and 
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must  live  in  the  future,  surely  you  must  see  what  an  ex- 
cellent thing  is  the  safeguarding  of  the  child's  health;  not 
with  methods  to  meet  conditions  as  they  were  a  hundred 
years  ago,  but  as  they  are  now. 

Of  the  620  children  in  the  schools  of  Bourne,  424  were 
examined  and  of  these  only  5  cases  were  diagnosed  as 
suspects.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  medical  examination  of 
scholars  in  the  Bourne  schools. 

An  examination  was  made  of  those  children  who  were  to! 
enter  the  first  grade.    This  was  made  before  the  schools 
opened,  and  notices  of  any  defects  found  were  sent  to  the 
parents.    Soon  after  the  schools  were  opened  a  general 
examination  was  made  of  all  the  pupils. 

Numerous  special  examinations  have  been  made  at  the 
request  of  teachers.  Infantile  paralysis  had  occurred  in 
the  town  in  August  and  a  special  case  was  used  in  the  Sep- 
tember examinations.  No  cases  were  found  in  the 
schools.  During  last  winter  we  had  some  trouble  with 
diphtheria  in  the  Sagamore  school  and  this  school  was 
pretty  thoroughly  Schick  treated. 

The  acute  catarrhal  cold,  which  includes  those  res- 
piratory tract  infections,  variously  classed  as  influenza, 
flue  and  grip,  is  a  problem  which  confronts  us  every  year. 
Apparently,  the  only  way  to  prevent  it  getting  a  foot- 
hold is  to  send  home  all  those  pupils  who  cough.  Teachers 
are  advised  to  this  effect.  Whooping  cough  making  its 
appearance  in  the  midst  of  an  epidemic  of  the  catarrhal 
cold  may  cause  considerable  confusion  in  diagnosis.  This 
was  the  case  in  one  of  the  lower  grades  in  Bourne  when, 
out  of  a  roomful  of  "coughers"  there  was  one  who  had 
paroxysms  of  coughing  which  appeared  typical  of  whoop- 
ing cough,  and  he  was  sent  home.    It  is  said  that  only  a 
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ird  of  those  exposed  to  whooping  cough  contract  it.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Selectmen  are  pleased  to  report  that  financial  affairs 
of  the  Town  of  Bourne  (when  considering  the  great  depres- 
sion that  surrounds  us)  are  in  excellent  condition.  We  men- 
tioned last  year  —  that  the  cash  balance  in  the  treasury  was 
$85,954.88  compared  with  $67,684.49  in  the  preceding 
year.  On  December  31st,  1932,  the  treasurer  reports  that 
she  has  a  cash  balance  of  $92,812.49,  which  is  the  largest 
balance  yet  accumulated  for  starting  in  a  new  year.  This  is 
a  remarkably  healthy  condition  for  a  municipality — when 
surrounding  towns  and  cities  are  suffering  from  an  epidemic 
of  financial  distress.  The  Selectmen  ■  would  not  recom- 
mend extravagant  indulgence  in  unnecessary  appropriations 
because  of  this  fortunate  situation.  The  corner  of  the  de- 
pression has  not  been  turned  as  yet,  and  no  living  man  can 
prophesy  what  may  happen  in  the  next  few  years. 

Bourne  is  fortunate  also  in  the  few  court  cases  that  have 
been  pending.  Most  of  them,  if  not  all,  may  be  amicably 
settled  away  from  the  halls  of  Justice.  The  George  Babb 
case  for  land  damage  on  Megansett  Road,  may  be  satisfact- 
orily adjusted  by  a  damage  agreement  of  $1,000. — $502  of 
which  was  previously  appropriated  by  a  vote  of  the  Town 
for  such  a  purpose.  The  suit  of  Mrs.  Pettigrew  of  Ware- 
ham,  for  injuries  received  in  the  Town  Hall  on  May  30, 
1931,  and  for  which  she  claims  an  amount  of  $10,000,  is 
being  settled  out  of  court  by  the  Insurance  Company,  acting 
as  agents  for  the  Town  without  extra  expense  to  its  citizens. 

This  municipality  has  been  particularly  fortunate  in  new 
highway  construction  without  much  added  expense  to  its 
citizens.  Back  River  Bridge  and  approaches  was  completed 
under  supervision  of  the  State,  and  a  great  improvement  to 
that  locality  has  been  achieved  by  this  engineering  work. 
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The  total  cost  of  which  was  $36,732. 1 5,  the  Town  bearing 
but  a  third  of  that  expense,  and  a  balance  of  $1,640.04  was 
returned  to  the  treasury,  left  from  the  original  appropria- 
tion. The  new  road  leading  to  Falmouth  from  Trading 
Post  Corners  is  being  constructed  by  the  State  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  $150,000.  The  Town  and  County  sharing 
the  expense  of  the  land  damage,  for  which  Bourne  is  respon- 
sible to  the  amount  of  $8,656.50 — a  mere  trifle  for  nearly 
six  miles  of  new  highway.  At  Trading  Post  Corners,  with 
its  complexity  of  intervening  roads,  the  State  engineer  has 
suggested  a  Rotary  Traffic  Circle  to  eliminate  an  intricate 
lighting  system,  which  would  almost  require  a  guide-book 
to  solve  its  signals,  and  which  would  have  to  be  installed  at 
this  particularly  dangerous  intersections  of  highway  crossings. 

The  New  State  Pier  at  Buzzards  Bay  should  be  completed 
by  June.  This  structure,  giving  through-waterway  facil- 
ities to  all  parts  of  the  world,  should  place  the  Town  of 
Bourne  on  the  map  of  commerce.  Who  knows,  but  in  a  few 
decades,  we  may  become  a  little  Boston  of  South  Eastern 
Massachusetts?  Already  the  Eastern  Steamship  Co.  expects 
to  dock,  at  least,  three  times  a  week,  while  another  line 
running  from  Portland,  Me.  to  New  Bedford  looks  for  a 
daily  service;  as  well  as  the  Nantasket  S.  S.  Co.  and  the  Prov- 
incetown  and  Boston  Lines.  The  New  England  Steamship 
Lines  are  casting  envious  glances  at  this  State-owned  propo- 
sition. Now  if  the  Federal  Government  develops  the  Canal 
—some  morning  we  may  see  an  ocean  liner  dropping  off  its 
mail. 

While  upon  the  question  of  the  Canal,  the  Selectmen  would 
mention  that  the  protest  of  the  Town  against  Document  No. 
79  5,  relative  to  one  bridge,  and  the  citizens  vote  requesting 
the  continuance  of  two  bridges  as  under  the  State's  charter, 
has  been  filed  with  their  Congressman  at  Washington;  their 
two  State  Senators  at  the  Capital,  and  with  the  War  Depart- 
ment. The  Selectmen  are  unanimous  in  their  demand  for 
two  bridges,  believing  that  under  the  Federal  Constitution, 
these  ways  of  communication,  cannot  in  justice  be  taken  from 
the  people,  whose  State  representatives  have  granted  them 
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this  necessary  privilege  of  intercommunication  among  them- 
selves.   We  stand  upon  the  jurisdiction  of  State  Rights. 

Last  May,  under  the  vote  of  the  Town,  a  new  Fire  De- 
partment was  established  in  accordance  with  General  Laws, 
Chap.  48,  Sections  42,  43,  44.  The  Selectmen  were  most 
fortunate  in  securing  the  services,  for  a  Fire  Chief,  of  Mr. 
James  C.  Taylor,  who  for  over  twenty  years  was  associated 
with  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  and  who  comes  into  the 
Town  with  the  highest  recommendations  as  an  expert  at 
handling  fires.  He  has  already  inspired  a  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion and  patriotic  interest  in  the  department  among  the  call- 
men,  and  we  trust  that  the  citizens  will  appreciate  his  efforts 
and  do  what  they  can  for  him,  and  the  boys  and  men  under 
his  charge,  so  that  he  may  build  up  an  efficient  and  depend- 
ent force  of  fire-fighters. 

The  Welfare  Department  concerns  the  Selectmen,  as  being 
members  of  that  Board,  and  while  there  is  a  separate  report 
covering  the  actions  of  that  body,  attention  would  be  called 
here  to  the  vast  amount  of  time  and  study  that  the  depression 
has  brought  upon  the  shoulders  of  those  officials.  It  is  grati- 
fying to  state,  that,  while  other  towns  and  cities  have  been 
forced  by  circumstances  to  ask  for  special  appropriations, — the 
Town  of  Bourne  has  been  fortunate  in  living  within  its 
original  apportionment.  Only  by  judicious  and  cautious 
investigation  of  every  case  could  such  a  result  be  attained; — 
together  with  the  splendid  spirit  of  citizenry  displayed  in 
the  community.  There  is  much  unemployment;  many  calls 
for  help  among  each  other;  great  mental  worries  as  to  how 
to  keep  the  wolf  from  the  door; — but  there  is  a  fine,  a  noble 
and  a  proud  endeavor  to  "get-by" — a  determination  of  in- 
dependence that  should  carry  any  group  of  human  beings  to 
victory.  The  Selectmen  are  proud  of  this  brave  spirit  of 
their  citizens. 

In  closing  this  report,  and  to  verify  beyond  a  doubt,  what 
the  opening  paragraph  stated  relative  to  the  Town's  financial 
condition,  the  Selectmen  herewith  quote  from  the  State  audit, 
just  completed  as  this  copy  goes  to  press. 
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"The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  trial  bal- 
ance was  taken  off,  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  bal- 
ance, and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Town  as  of  December  31,  1932,  was  pre- 
pared and  is  appended  to  this  report.  The  balance 
sheet  indicates  that  the  Town  is  in  excellent  financial 
condition." 

This  "bouquet"  kindly  proffered  by  the  State  to  the  Cit- 
izens of  Bourne  (and  the  State  is  not  handing  forth  many 
such)  proves  that  the  office  staff,  the  Town  officials  and  the 
heads  of  the  various  departments  have  cooperated  harmon- 
iously for  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  municipality.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  for  1932 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Overseers  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  they 
have  been  able  to  keep  within  the  original  appropriation  of 
$8,000.  for  1932. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past,  we  have  had  to  serve  in  the 
dual  capacity  of  an  employment  agency  and  as  a  Welfare 
Board.  The  Board  has  been  besieged  the  whole  year  through 
for  work.  Our  inhabitants  want  work;  they  do  not  want  a 
dole.  Only  a  very  few  of  those  seeking  work  could  be 
placed  at  all. 

Although  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  are  being 
spent  on  the  new  State  Pier,  the  new  road  from  Bourne  to 
Falmouth  and  the  Back  River  bridge,  labor  has  been  benefited 
to  an  extent  that  is  negligible.  All  these  projects  have  con- 
sumed dollars  of  the  taxpayers  money  but  it  is  the  mighty 
machines,  dredges,  tractors,  etc.  that  have  taken  it  and  not 
the  humble  citizen  who  is  forced  by  necessity  to  be  willing 
to  work  for  the  extremely  low  wages  paid  on  these  State 
jobs. 

The  Town  appropriated  $5,000.  at  a  Special  Town  Meet- 
ing last  fall  to  relieve  the  taxpayers  and  the  needy  unem- 
ployed. All  labor  was  to  be  furnished  by  the  Welfare  Board 
but  the  results  in  the  end  were  unsatisfactory. 

Work  on  the  fire  lines  last  spring  helped  to  a  considerable 
extent  at  that  time. 

If  work  must  be  found  for  the  unemployed  it  should  be 
such  that  the  major  portion  should  be  for  labor. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  several  new  policies 
were  adopted  by  the  Board.  All  able  bodied  men  receiving 
aid  must  now  work  it  out  each  week  as  the  Board  may  direct. 
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At  the  present  time  we  have  men  picking  up  rubbish  on  the 
highways,  cleaning  the  Town  Hall,  trimming  out  ^wood 
roads  and  many  other  jobs.  In  the  future  they  will  also 
work  for  the  Tree  Warden  and  the  Park  Commissioners. 
No  money  is  paid  for  this  labor. 

At  the  time  of  application  for  aid  the  applicant  is  now  re- 
quired to  sign  a  statement,  under  the  penalty  of  perjury, 
that  he  or  she  has  no  money,  savings,  etc.  and  also  that  if, 
in  the  future,  they  are  financially  able  to  reimburse  the  Town 
for  aid  received  that  they  will  do  so. 

All  rumors  of  fraud  among  those  that  we  are  aiding  have 
been  investigated  at  once  and  we  are  pleased  to  state  that 
none  of  the  rumors  have  been  true.  Many  of  these  rumors 
had  to  do  with  parties  not  receiving  aid  from  the  Town 
at  all. 

The  government  this  year  turned  over  to  the  Red  Cross 
for  distribution,  a  quantity  of  flour  and  cotton  yard  goods. 
We  were  very  glad  to  be  of  assistance  and  handled  the  dis- 
tribution of  this  flour  and  cloth  in  this  Town.  At  this 
time  we  would  like  to  thank  the  Cape  Cod  Chapter  of  the 
Red  Cross  for  other  aid  that  they  have  rendered  to  many 
of  our  inhabitants  this  past  year.  /  . 

The  Board  would  suggest  that  in  the  future  if  it  is  neces- 
sary to  raise  money  for  employment  purposes  that  the  money 
so  raised,  be  so  voted,  that  a  committee  of  the  Selectmen  and 
three  citizens  of  the  Town  be  appointed  to  allocate  this 
money  amongst  the  various  departments  in  the  Town  that 
could  use  labor  to  the  best  advantage  during  the  year. 

There  are  many  citizens  in  our  Town  too  proud  to  apply 
to  the  Welfare  Board  for  work  but  if  a  special  commit-tee' 
had  charge  of  the  employment,  they  would  not  feel  as  though 
it  was  Welfare  Relief.  This  method  has  worked  out  to 
good  advantage  in  other  towns.  Our  Town,  in  the  past, 
has  not  considered  it  necessary  to  raise  any  large  sum  for  such 
purpose,  but  the  Board  feels  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  so  or, 
as  indications  point  at  the  time  of  this  report  going  to  press, 
a  larger  Welfare  appropriation  will  be  needed  for  1933. 
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Your  attention  is  called  to  the  Balance  Sheet  showing  a 
total  of  $2,427.35  of  which  $2,068.43  is  for  Public  Wei-  ! 
fare  and  $358.92  is  for  Mother's  Aid  due  the  Town  for  aid  [ 
furnished  to  persons  living  in  this  Town  but  whose  legal 
settlement  is  in  another  city  or  town. 

The  Overseers  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  and  all  depart  j 
ments  of  the  Town,  especially  Mrs.  Stowell,  the  visiting! 
Nurse,  for  assistance  given  our  Board  the  past  year.

Our  Town  has  been  reimbursed  to  the  amount  of  $6321 
for  aid  given  from  July  1,  1931  up  to  and  including  Apri 
30,  1932  making  a  100%  reimbursement  with  the  exception 
of  $41.17  paid  out  for  extra  hospitalization.  From  May  1 
1932  till  Dec.  31,  1932  the  reimbursement  will  be  one  third

Report  of  Bourne  Fire  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Bourne: — 

The  Bourne  Fire  Department  has  answered  73  alarms  as 
follows, 


The  school  houses  have  been  inspected  and  the  Supt.  of 
Schools  and  the  Principals  have  worked  out  in  the  regular 
fire-drills  all  suggestions  made  by  the  inspecting  officer. 

The  garages  and  business  establishments  have  been  in- 
spected, and  the  owners  have  cooperated  with  the  department 
by  removing  some  of  the  existing  fire  hazards. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  public  buildings  have  been  es- 
tablished, and  are  a  part  of  the  department's  routine. 

Permits  for  open  fires  have  been  granted  after  the  depart- 
ment was  satisfied  there  was  no  fire  hazard. 


Plans  are  being  worked  out  to  have  the  signals  blown  to 
designate  the  location  of  the  fire,  which  at  the  present  time  is 
lacking. 


A  fire  station  is  badly  needed  in  Buzzards  Bay,  as  the  ap- 
paratus is  now  being  housed  in  a  public  garage. 

7'he  Department  recommends  the  remodeling  of  the  Po- 
casset  School  house  to  house  the  apparatus  for  that  district.

The  Dodge  piece  used  as  a  hose  wagon  at  Buzzards  Bay 
was  found  to  be  unfit  for  that  purpose,  and  is  now  used  to 
carry  equipment  for  forest  fire  fighting.  A  Cadillac  was 
purchased  for  $200,  and  was  remodelled  by  the  permanent 
man  to  carry  hose  and  other  equipment. 

The  equipment  of  the  Department  is  in  good  serviceable 
condition  owing  to  the  efficiency  of  the  permanent  man. 


The  water  problem  is  a  serious  one  from  a  fire  fighting 
standpoint.  There  are  districts  in  the  Town  where  it  is  al- 
most impossible  to  obtain  water.  There  are  other  districts 
where  water  may  be  obtained  by  making  long  lays  of  hose 
and  additional  pumps  recommended  by  the  department. 

The  Department  is  negotiating  with  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H., 
&  Hartford  Railroad  officials  to  get  a  hydrant  installed  on 
their  water  system.  This  hydrant  to  be  located  in  the  Depot 
yard.  With  the  new  cistern  recently  installed  this  area  is~ 
fairly  well  taken  care  of.  There  are  other  natural  resources 
which  can  be  developed  at  a  minimum  of  expense. 

The  moral  of  the  Department  is  all  that  could  be  desired 
in  a  call  department.  With  additional  equipment  and  appar- 
atus the  efficiency  of  the  men  will  become  more  noticeable. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Officials  and  Citizens  of  the  Town 
for  their  cooperation  and  helpfulness  in  the  performance  of 
my  duty.

The  shores  of  the  Town  at  this  time  are  in  a  very  good 
condition.  There  is  a  large  set  of  both  seed  Quahaugs  and 
clams  in  all  of  the  closed  areas.  Squeateague  Bay  was  opened 
in  7\ugust  for  personal  use  only  on  Thursday  and  Saturday 
for  the  taking  of  clams  and  Quahaugs,  each  person  being 
limited  to  one  peck.  This  has  been  a  great  benefit  to  the 
townspeople. 
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Barlows  River  is  well  stocked  with  oysters;  the  demand  for 
oysters  has  been  great  on  account  of  so  many  unemployed. 
Inhabitants  with  a  permit,  which  may  be  obtained  from  Se- 
lectmen free  of  charge,  are  allowed  bu.  on  Saturdays  only. 
There  has  been  345  bu.  of  seed  Oysters  planted  in  Barlows 
River  this  Fall  and  at  present  time  it  is  well  stocked  and  will 
take  care  of  present  needs  for  sometime.  There  is  a  very 
large  set  of  Oyster  seed  in  several  parts  of  the  town.  This 
seed  is  being  raked  up  and  put  into  deep  water  to  prevent 
freezing  at  a  very  small  expense  to  the  town.  At  Little  Bay 
over  a  thousand  bushels  were  taken  off  the  shores  in  De- 
cember. 

The  Scallop  industry  this  year  did  not  exceed  the  pre- 
vious year  but  a  fair  estimate  is  $30,000.  The  prices 
opened  in  October  very  low  and  ranged  from  $1.50  per  gal- 
lon to  $2.75  at  close  of  season,  which  was  short,  only  last- 
ing three,  weeks.  One  of  the  worst  enemies  of  the  Scallop 
bed  is  the  Starfish.  After  obtaining  an  appropriation  of 
$500  from  the  Town  and  $1500  from  the  State  early  in  June 
the  fishermen  started  catching  Starfish.  They  were  measured 
and  landed  at  Town  landing,  Monument  Beach  each  day. 
The  prices  have  ranged  from  15c  per  bushel  to  35c.  At 
present  time  the  price  is  25c  per  bushel.  Owing  to  the  small 
Scallop  crop  this  has  helped  the  fishermen  out  to  a  great  ex- 
tent the  past  two  months.  There  has  been  6,680  bushels 
caught  and  landed  on  shore;  enough  money  is  still  left  so 
the  fishermen  can  continue  through  the  winter.  The  Star- 
fish are  well  under  control  in  the  Town  waters.  The  main 
object  is  to  keep  them  off  the  seed  scallops,  which  means 
next  year's  crop.

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Several  new  signs  have  been  placed  on  shores  during  the 
past  year  in  regards  to  Shellfish  Regulations.  All  of  the 
restricted  areas  have  been  reposted  with  signs  reading,  "Re- 
stricted to  the  taking  of  clams  and  Quahaugs  until  further 
notice."  For  the  benefit  of  Townspeople  that  may  not  be 
familiar  with  the  closed  areas  I  am  listing  same. 

1  — SQUE ATEAGUE  BAY. 

Beginning  at  the  Falmouth  line  until  further  notice.  Open 
Thursdays  and  Saturdays  to  inhabitants  of  Bourne.  Limit 
one  peck  each  day  for  home  consumption. 

2 —  CATAUMET  HARBOR. 

Beginning  at  a  Northerly  point  of  Winsor  Island  and  run- 
ning in  a  Northerly  direction  to  Long  Point,  so  called,  Red 
Brook  Harbor,  also  area  line  east  of  said  line. 

3—  BARLOWS  RIVER. 

Beginning  at  the  entrance  of  the  river  to  the  Railroad 
Bridge. 

4—  LITTLE  BAY. 

Beginning  at  land  of  Olga  Monks  at  the  South  end  of 
sea  wall  and  at  a  rock  near  wall  painted  white,  running  in  a 
Westerly  direction  across  Little  Bay  to  the  Northerly  end  of 
Emmons  Lower  Island,  so  called  at  a  rock  painted  White 
above  high  water  mark.  All  area  North  of  this  line  is 
restricted. 

5—  BUTTERMILK  BAY. 

Beginning  at  the  Old  Electric  Car  Bridge,,  Buzzards  Bay, 
and  extending  in  a  Northerly  direction  to  the  bath  and  boat 
house  of  Percy  Heinaman,  thence  turning  and  running  due 
West  to  the  division  line  of  Bourne  and  Wareham,  thence  by 
the.  division  line  and  back  to  the  old  electric  car  bridge,  thence 
by  course  of  the  old  car  bridge  to  the  first  mentioned  bound. 
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6— BOURNE  NECK  FLATS. 

Beginning  five  hundred  feet  in  a  Northwesterly  direction 
from  Front  Range  Tower  to  a  stake,  thence  five  hundred  feet 
in  a  Northeasterly  direction  toward  Bourne  Neck  to  stake, 
thence  five  hundred  feet  in  a  Southwesterly  direction  to 
Front  Range  Tower  or  point  of  beginning. 

The  Shoreline  is  patrolled  each  day  and  all  restricted  areas 
are  checked  for  violations. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  your  board  for  the  kind 
Co-operation  shown  me  at  all  times  during  the  past  year, 
and  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Bourne  Fisherman's  Associa- 
tion for  the  help  extended  me.

Report  of  Inspector  of  Wires 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  for  the  year  1932  covering  the 
work  performed  by  the  department  of  Inspector  of  Wires. 

This  past  year  fewer  new  installations  have  been  made 
than  in  previous  years,  but  more  permits  have  been  issued 
and  more  inspections  have  been  made.  Many  buildings 
have  been  rewired,  much  additional  work  installed,  and 
many  power  meters  added.  Nineteen  power  oil  burners  have 
been  installed  and  inspected. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  eliminating  faulty  wiring. 
There  are  still  many  installations  made  by  both  electricians 
and  home  owners  that  are  not  being  inspected.  No  notice 
is  given  either  before  or  after  the  work  is  completed.  The 
department  does  not  fulfill  its  duty  and  is  unable  to  under 
the  existing  conditions.  A  solution  would  be  to  have  the 
following  inserted  in  the  Town  By-laws.  "Permits  must 
be  obtained  before  commencing  work,  and  no  electrical  work 
shall  be  performed  without  obtaining  a  permit."  This 
article  is  consistent  with  other  Towns  on  the  Cape  and  would 
not  work  a  hardship  on  anyone.  The  home  owner  has  the 
privilege  of  installing  electrical  equipment  in  his  own  home, 
but  such  installations  should  be  inspected,  thereby  not  jeop- 
ardizing the  property  or  safety  of  his  neighbor. 

All  fires  have  been  inspected,  and  the  majority  of  the  alarms 
have  been  responded  to.  At  least  two  fires  could  be  traced  to 
defective  wiring.  Overfusing  and  the  practice  of  putting 
pennies  in  back  of  fuses  are  main  causes  for  electrical  troubles. 
Branch  circuits  should  not  be  fused  over  1 5  Amperes  and 
smaller  sizes  should  be  used  where  possible.  The  coopera- 
tion of  the  Fire  Chief  and  his  department  has  been  fully  ap- 
preciated. 
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The  total  mileage  for  the  year  is  2341,  Telephone  calls 
and  postage  has  cost  $31.29. 

I  wish  to  thank  those  who  in  any  way  have  assisted  this 
department  in  carrying-on  in  the  work.

Animal  Inspector's  Report 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Bourne: 

Your  Inspector  of  Live  Animals  submits  the  following 
report  of  his  duties  for  the  year  1932. 

In  accordance  with  Section  19  Chapter  129  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  Mass.  which  "Requires  physical  examination 
of  all  neat  cattle,  in  such  manner  as  will  detect  symptoms  of 
disease  if  present,"  your  Inspector  has  endeavored  faithfully 
to  perform. 

Also  in  accordance  with  Section  20,  he  has  "issued  proper 
certificates  to  all  owners  of  cattle,"  returning  duplicates  to 
the  Division  of  Animal  Industry,  State  House,  Boston. 

In  the  fall  he  accompanied  the  veterinarian  in  testing  with 
Tuberculin.  As  a  result  of  test  one  animal  only,  reacted,  which 
was  promptly  killed  and  the  premises  thoroughly  disin- 
fected. 

Ten  (10)  permits  were  received  from  the  Department 
allowing  Dairy  cows  to  enter  the  Town.  These  animals 
were  examined  and  ear  tags  noted,  returning  the  certificates  to 
the  Department. 

One  herd  showing  suspicious  symptoms  was  quarantined 
to  await  a  diagnosis  of  the  Veterinarian.  No  disease  develop- 
ing were  released. 

One  case  of  Dog  bite  reported,  the  dog  restrained  four- 
teen days.  No  rabies  developed.  Dog  released  and  returned 
to  owner. 

The  stables  housing  all  neat  cattle  have  been  inspected  and 
show  a  remarkable  improvement  in  cleanliness  and  comfort 
for  the  animals. 

We  desire  to  thank  all  cattle  owners  for  their  cooperation 
in  our  endeavors  to  keep  our  herds  clean  and  to  prevent  dis- 
ease from  entering  our  Town.

Report  of  Health  Department 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Health  for  1932  submit  the  following  re- 
port. 

The  Town  has  been  especially  fortunate  during  the  year 
in  respect  to  general  health.  No  serious  epidemics  have  visited 
us.  There  were  four  (4)  occasions  where  quarantine  meas- 
ures were  required.  There  were  three  (3)  patients  removed 
to  the  Barnstable  Co.  Hospital  for  treatment  for  Scarlet 
Fever,  fortunately  no  fatalities  occurred.  One  case  of  Diph- 
theria was  quarantined.  The  expenditures  connected  with 
our  department  are  summarized. 

For  medical  attendance,  and  care  for  Hospital 

patients  $345.82 
For  Groceries  and  fuel  supplied  quarantined  homes  77.21 
For  Inspections  and  enforcing  Sanitary  regulations  96.25 
For  Inspections  of  Slaughtering  Animals  for  food  1  10.50 
For  Advertising  and  supplies  1 1.25 

Total  $641.03 

There  are  also  several  outstanding  unpaid  bills. 

While  many  improvements  have  been  made  and  much 
cooperation  shown  between  citizens  and  your  Board  —  we 
are  handicapped  to  a  great  extent  in  the  limitation  of  control 
of  man  and  truck,  at  present  exclusively  for  care  of  dumps, 
whereas  cooperation  would  give  more  efficiency  at  less  ex- 
pense to  the  Tax  payers. 

We  recommend  that  a  full  time  man  be  continued,  yet 
to  be  at  the  disposal  of  all  the  branches  of  the  Health  require- 
ments, with  adequate  appropriation  to  cover  same.

the  fall  months. 
■jjjj    As  the  committee  did  not  consider  it  possible  to  complete 
:^the  entire  grading  for  the  amount  of  the  appropriation, 
specifications  were  drawn  up  for  working  about  three- 
(^  fourths  of  the  area  to  be  graded.    The  contract  for  that 
vvork  was  awarded  to  the  Kendrick  Construction  Company 
m  a  bid  of  $1975.    So  well  was  this  work  done  under  the 
)id  that  a  second  smaller  contract  was  made  for  completing 
^  :he  area.    The  remainder  of  the  area  was  left  in  usable 
rendition  by  Mr.  Hanlon  whose  bid  was  $495.00 

By  request  of  the  Planning  Board  the  larger  rocks  were 
•emoved  to  an  area  outside  the  playground  for  use  at  their 
lirection. 

An  additional  appropriation  should  now  be  made  to  com- 
pete the  work  of  loaming,  levelling  a  few  spots  caused  by 
ettling,  and  laying  out  the  play  areas. 

By  comparison  with  the  expense  of  playgrounds  in  other 
owns  we  feel  that  a  very  satisfactory  athletic  field  has 
>een  provided  at  a  very  moderate  cost.  In  other  towns 
he  cost  has  in  many  cases  reached  $10,000.

Magazines  of  great  scope  are  upon  the  reading  tables  and 
never  before  have  they  seemed  to  be  so  thoroughly  read  and 
appreciated.  We  feel  that  we  have  a  good  force  of  librarians 
and  assistants,  well  trained  in  the  work,  and  efficient.

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JONATHAN  BOURNE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees — Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library 
Town  of  Bourne, 

Sirs: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Jon- 
athan Bourne  Public  Library  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31, 
1932. 

In  reviewing  the  accomplished  work  of  the  Library  for  the 
past  twelve  months  we  must  not  leave  out  of  consideration 
the  social  and  economic  factors  of  the  year  1932  that  have 
contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  extra  demands  on  the 
Public  Library  system  of  the  Town  of  Bourne.  It  cannot 
be  doubted  that  much  progress  has  been  made  in  supplying 
material  to  those  who  seek  information  to  increase  their  wel- 
fare. Nothing  can  be  more  profitable  than  by  doing  this 
thru  the  use  of  good  literature.  With  this  object  in  view  the 
Trustees  have  endeavored  to  place  in  the  library  the  best  pub- 
lications on  economics,  history,  sociology,  biography,  relig- 
ion, agriculture,  exploration,  art,  poetry,  travel  and  refer- 
ence works.  Books  of  fiction  have  been  carefully  chosen  as 
to  importance  and  value  of  their  authors.  The  large  num- 
ber of  people  making  use  of  these  books  steadily  increases 
and  gives  ample  evidence  of  appreciation. 

Extra  activities  of  the  library  included  the  George  Wash- 
ington Bi-Centennial  celebration.  For  this  event  of  so  much 
importance  to  the  American  people  there  were  exhibits  of 
books,  pamphlets,  pictures  and  interesting  work  supplied 
by  the  schools  of  the  Town  of  Bourne.  The  school  work 
in  particular  attracted  much  interest  and  received  wide-spread 
commendation  for  its  excellence.  A  very  pleasing  and  appro- 
priate feature  of  the  exhibit  being  a  replica  of  Washington's 
home  at  Mount  Vernon  constructed  in  cardboard  by  a  pupil 
ten  years  old  and  exhibited  by  the  fourth  grade  on  an  espec- 
ially arranged  table. 
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The  celebration  of  Children's  Book  Week  has  been  con- 
tinued through  the  remainder  of  the  year  owing  to  the  inter- 
est shown  in  books  of  the  Junior  Literary  Guild  which  have 
been  placed  regularly  in  the  Library  by  the  Trustees.  These 
books  are  selected  from  the  best  of  Juvenile  literature  being 
published  and  exercise  a  very  important  part  in  guiding  the 
interest  of  young  people  to  books  of  higher  literary  value. 

Among  the  titles  are  to  be  found;  Behemoth;  Magic  Port- 
holes by  Helen  Follet;  Debby  Barnes  Trader;  How  They 
Carried  the  Goods;  The  Lance  of  Kanana;  Under  Twenty; 
Tirra  Lirra  by  Laura  Richards  and  innumerable  others,  all 
intensely  interesting  to  both  children  and  adults. 

Response  to  an  invitation  to  those  owning  Indian 
and  other  interesting  stone  relics  to  loan  them  for  an  exhibit 
brought  an  unusual  collection.  Without  a  doubt  the  pestle 
used  for  grinding  corn  being  approximately  fifteen  inches 
long  and  found  on  one  of  the  banks  of  the  canal,  was  the 
finest  specimen  shown  among  the  Indian  relics.  While  a 
cobblers  lap  stone  used  by  the  grandfather  of  a  citizen  of 
the  town  gave  an  interesting  idea  of  the  laborious  method  by 
which  shoes  were  constructed  more  than  a  hundred  years 
ago. 

Early  in  the  year  there  were  purchased  several  boxes  of 
the  finest  Keystone  stereoscopic  pictures  together  with  binoc- 
ular (stereoscopic)  glasses  and  carrying  boxes.  These  have 
been  loaned  preferably  to  invalids  and  those  unable  to  visit 
the  library. 

Patronage  reached  a  high  level  during  the  winter  months 
and  again  in  August.  Circulation  of  books  for  the  year 
reached  a  total  26,858  being  5 1 7  in  access  of  1931.  One 
hundred  and  seventy  three  books  were  received  as  gifts  and 
three  hundred  and  nine  were  added  by  purchase  bringing  the 
total  of  books  now  in  the  library  to  7,630. 

Ten  children  were  awarded  certificates  for  fulfilling  their 
requirements  of  the  State  Reading  Course.  Many  others  are 
working  to  accomplish  the  same  purpose.  Twenty-nine 
standard  Magazines  are  to  be  found  at  the  library  while 
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special  books  and  magazines  of  varying  subjects  have  been  re- 
ceived.   A  number  of  standard  books  have  been  rebound. 

Among  those  generously  contributing  books  during  the 
year  were;  Cataumet  Troop  of  Girl  Scouts,  Mrs.  C.  N.  Wil- 
son, Mr.  John  Gardner,  Mr  John  Murray,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Greg- 
ory. Gratitude  is  expressed  to  those  who  have  rendered  ser- 
vices to  the  library  during  the  past  year.

SAGAMORE  BRANCH 
Report  ending  Dec.  31,  1932. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees — Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library. 

The  close  of  the  year  1932  marks  the  6th  anniversary 
of  the  opening  of  the  new  library  room  at  Keith  Block. 

The  library  has,  as  evidenced  by  the  increased  circulation 
of  books  year  after  year,  become  an  educational  force  in  the 
community.  The  circulation  of  books  has  increased  from 
4,780  in  1927;  to  13,919  in  1932. 

200  books  have  been  cataloged  and  placed  in  circulation 
during  the  year.  Collection  of  non-fiction,  juvenile  and 
books  in  Italian  have  been  borrowed  through  the  courtesy 
of  the  State  Loaning  Library. 

Book  repairing  was  taught  for  several  days  last  spring  at 
the  library,  under  the  supervision  of  a  teacher,  sent  on  re- 
quest, from  the  State  Division  of  Public  Libraries.  A  num- 
ber of  ladies  in  the  village  assisted  in  this  work. 

In  the  children's  department,  books  have  been  loaned 
several  grades  at  the  Sagamore  School,  where  a  "Library 
period"  conducted  at  the  school  is  devoted  to  reading  system- 
atically the  more  worth-while  books. 
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Exhibits  of  the  best  work  done  at  Bourne  High  school 
and  the  grade  schools  were  displayed  at  the  library  several 
times  during  the  past  year. 

Story  hours  have  been  given  for  the  children  on  special 
occasions  and  are  an  important  feature  in  the  children's  work. 
The  outstanding  event  in  the  children's  department  was 
Annual  Book  Week.  Children's  books  were  attractively 
displayed  for  the  week-story-telling  enjoyed  on  two  after- 
noons for  the  children  and  a  book-review  given  by  Mrs. 
Edna  Handy  of  Cataumet  for  the  adults.  A  social  half  hour 
followed  the  book  review  when  tea  was  served  by  a  committee 
in  charge. 

Summer  visitors  patronize  the  library  and  seem  to  appre- 
ciate the  library  privileges.  A  marked  increase  has  been  not- 
iced in  adult  reading  this  year.  Especially  among  the  men 
and  boys,  many  of  whom  are  out  of  work.  Our  greatest 
need  at  present  is  for  more  books  for  men,  for  it  is  the  lib- 
raries who  are  serving  in  these  times  of  stress  to  help  bridge 
over  the  workless  days  full  of  discouragement  to  so  many. 

In  closing  the  6th  annual  report  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  all  friends  of  the  library,  to  the  trustees  and 
to  my  most  efficient  assistant,  Miss  Marjorie  Palmer.

Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

We  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1932. 

The  Commissioners  met  on  April  12,  1932  at  the  Town 
Hall  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  for  the  ensuing  year.  Mr. 
Augustus  Phinney  was  elected  Chairman  and  William  B. 
Eldredge  as  Secretary.  It  was  voted  to  meet  the  first  Monday 
in  each  month  for  the  purpose  of  approving  bills  and  other 
business  transactions  relating  to  Parks. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  we  were  working  with  a  very  small 
budget  this  past  year,  and  that  some  work  of  the  year  before 
had  to  be  caught  up  with,  we  have  very  little  to  report  ex- 
cept the  routine  work  of  up-keep.  The  sum  of  Fifty  Dol- 
lars ($50.00)  was  appropriated  for  Parks  for  the  year  1932. 
The  Report  shows  an  unexpended  balance  of  5c.  We  are 
asking  this  year  for  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars 
($250.00).  This  amount  to  include  the  improvement  of 
Howard  Park  at  Bournedale,  the  trimming  of  brush  etc.  at 
the  entrance  of  Leonard  Wood  Park,  the  planting  of  shrubs 
and  flowers  at  the  Greens  near  Cataumet  Station,  the  plant- 
ing of  shrubs  or  flowers  at  the  small  triangle  grass  plot  in 
Sagamore,  and  the  General  up-keep  of  the  Parks  during  the 
summer  season.  There  are  six  Parks  in  the  Town  and  sev- 
eral Greens  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
which  have  been  taken  care  of  to  the  best  of  our  ability  with 
the  appropriation  for  this  past  year.  Signs  designating  the 
Parks  have  been  erected,  and  settees  purchased  for  Chester 
Park  and  Cataumet  Park.  The  expenditures  have  been  as 
follows: 
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WHIPPLE-HASKELL  PARK 


This  Park  is  located  at  the  entrance  of  the  village  of  Buz- 
zards Bay,  as  a  Memorial  Park.  Although  this  Park  has 
never  been  accepted  by  the  Town,  on  legal  advice  from  Mr. 
Waddell,  Director  of  Accounts,  permission  was  given  to 
expend  money  for  the  up-keep,  etc.  of  this  Park  and  other 
Greens  in  the  Town.  This  little  Park  is  now  a  credit  to  the 
Town  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the  Town  will  continue 
the  up-keep  and  interest  of  this  Memorial  Park  in  honor  of 
our  two  Boys  who  served  during  the  World  War.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Bourne: 

The  Bourne  Town  Planning  Board  has  not  been  partic- 
ularly active  during  the  past  year  in  studying  up  for  special 
improvements  in  the  town  for  the  reason  that  the  general 
tendency  is  to  curtail  town  expenditures  wherever  possible, 
but,  we  may  look  back  with  some  degree  of  satisfaction  upon 
former  years  when  business  was  generally  good,  and  its  people 
prosperous,  that  the  town  of  Bourne  was  very  conservative, 
and  undertook  no  projects  that  were  not  actually  needed, 
and  your  board  has  always  tried  to  be  extremely  careful  in  its 
recommendations. 

The  Planning  Board  in  its  report  for  1931  suggested  that 
certain  improvements  be  made  to  the  town  land  at  the  rear 
of  the  Grammar  School  Building  in  Bourne  Village,  and 
asked  the  town  at  its  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  grade  the  land  as  suggested,  which 
request  was  complied  with,  and  the  town  very  generously 
appropriated  the  amount  of  $2,500.  as  asked  for.  The  work 
has  been  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Special  Committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  substantially  the  whole 
amount  has  been  expended,  and,  while  there  is  other  work  to 
be  done  to  carry  out  the  general  idea  for  a  Public  Park  as 
proposed,  your  board  does  not  deem  it  advisable,  under  pre- 
sent financial  conditions,  to  advocate  further  expenditure 
this  year,  but  hopes  that  at  some  future  time  the  land  may  be 
raised  to  a  proper  grade,  and  the  work  carried  forward  to 
completion. 

The  Town  of  Bourne,  situated  as  it  is  at  the  entrance  to 
Barnstable  County  by  land,  and  extending  from  Cape  Cod 
Bay  on  the  east  to  Buzzards  Bay  on  the  west,  is  called  upon 
to  provide  more  accommodations,  particularly  in  the  way  of 
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roads  and  bridges,  than  any  other  town  on  the  Cape,  for 
the  reason  that  all  travel  is  concentrated  while  passing  through 
Bourne,  which  is  divided  later  by  a  part  of  the  travel  taking 
to  the  North  Shore,  and  a  part  to  the  South  Shore,  which  is 
generally  divided  about  equal,  the  South  Routes  taking  the 
larger  proportion.  To  the  casual  observer  one  would  hardly 
appreciate  the  fact  that  the  Town  of  Bourne  supplies  roads 
for  travel  to  and  from  all  fourteen  towns  below  Bourne,  while 
Provincetown  supplies  roads  for  the  travel  of  its  own  cit- 
izens, and  such  others  as  frequent  the  town  for  business  or 
pleasure,  and  while  the  County  and  State  have  been  very  gen- 
erous in  assisting  Bourne  in  the  way  of  Roads  and  Bridges, 
they  have  not  been  unmindful  of  Provincetown  and  other 
towns  in  Barnstable  County. 

The  new  State  Highway  from  Bourne  to  Falmouth,  which 
has  been  contemplated  as  a  through  road  for  many  years  is 
progressing  rapidly,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  ready  for 
use  during  the  coming  Summer  Season.  Many  are  skeptical 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  by-passing  some  of  the  villages  will 
affect  their  business,  but,  similar  changes  in  other  localities 
have  proved  to  be  of  benefit,  and  there  is  no  question  in  the 
minds  of  your  board  but  that  the  relieving  of  the  congestion 
on  our  local  roads  will  prove  to  be  advantageous  in  many 
ways,  and  the  Old  Stage  Road  to  Falmouth  will  be  left  as 
a  land-mark  of  early  days. 

Trading  Post  Corners  in  the  Village  of  Bourne  on  the 
south  side  of  the  canal  has  for  a  long  time  been  a  congested 
center,  and  caused  great  annoyance  to  the  traveling  public, 
and  with  the  construction  of  the  New  State  Highway  to 
Falmouth,  making  five  roads  intersecting  at  the  Corners,  the 
situation  appeared  to  many  that  now  is  the  opportune  time 
to  make  substantial  changes,  with  a  view  to  improving  the 
Corners  in  the  best  possible  manner.  The  Selectmen,  acting 
under  a  petition  of  residents  and  tax-payers  of  the  town  of 
Bourne,  petitioned  the  Public  Works,  Highway  Department, 
to  make  plans  for  the  above  proposed  improvements,  and  the 
said  Highway  Department  have  complied  with  the  request, 
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and  produced  what  appears  to  be  a  very  practical  plan  for  a 
Circular  Rotary  Drive,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  adopted, 
and  settle  a  question  that  has  been  agitated  for  many  years, 
and  which  will  undoubtedly  be  of  great  advantage  to  the 
town,  which  will  avoid  expensive  Signal  Lighting  and  be  of 
great  convenience  to  public  travel. 

Zoning  the  Town  as  a  whole  has  never  been  favorably 
considered  by  the  town  for  the  reason  that  the  several  villages 
are  all  generally  laid  out,  and  the  town  is  as  yet  in  a  very 
unsettled  state.  The  Planning  Board  has  been  interviewed 
by  citizens  residing  in  that  section  of  the  town  known  as 
Gray  Gables,  asking  that  said  section  be  Zoned,  and  the 
Board,  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
same,  was  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  proposition,  for  the 
reason  that  the  territory  is  practically  a  development  within 
itself,  and  all  restrictions  under  which  the  Lots  were  sold  will 
expire  by  limitation  within  a  very  few  months,  and  that  the 
property  should  be  kept  as  a  residential  district,  and  free 
from  objectionable  buildings,  structures  or  business  detri- 
mental to  the  best  interests  of  the  district,  and  the  taxable 
property  of  the  town.  This  matter  has  been  further  re- 
ferred to  the  Selectmen,  and  in  turn  by  them  to  the  Attorney 
General  of  Massachusetts  for  suggestions,  and  the  question 
of  Zoning  Gray  Gables  will  be  in  order  at  the  next  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

The  Commonwealth  Pier  which  was  referred  to  in  the 
1931  report  of  your  board,  the  location  of  which  was 
then  unsettled,  has  since  been  located  in  a  locality  recom- 
mended by  your  Planning  Board,  and  the  final  location 
takes  in  considerable  area  and  provides  for  much  larger  pos- 
sibilities for  harbor  anchorage,  and  a  turning  basin  than  was 
anticipated,  which  is  self-evident  that  the  engineers  in  charge 
sought  to  provide  for  a  large  future  development,  which, 
judging  from  the  past  increase,  is  sure  to  be  required  in  the 
near  future.  We  note  that  at  a  late  hearing  several  large 
Steamboat  Companies  have  already  applied  for  Docking 
Space,  and  it  is  not  too  early  to  warn  the  Town  of  Bourne  to 
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be  in  readiness  for  the  influx  which  will  happen  when  the  pier 
is  finally  opened  for  business. 

Cape  Cod,  being,  and  forming  a  part  of  the  South-easterly 
extremity  of  Massachusetts,  is  peculiarly  situated,  or  formed, 
being  some  seventy  miles  in  length  from  Bourne  to  Province- 
town,  varying  in  width  from  two  to  twenty  miles,  and,  in- 
cluding the  artificial  water-way,  the  Cape  Cod  Canal,  it  is 
entirely  surrounded  by  Salt  Water,  and  in  all  probability 
has  more  Shore  Frontage  for  the  total  acreage,  per  acre,  than 
any  other  shore  property  in  the  United  States.  The  fishing 
industry  still  remains  to  some  extent,  the  manufacturies  are 
gone  and  other  interests  generally,  to  other  sections  of  the 
Country  more  adapted  to  their  respective  lines.  However, 
notwithstanding  all  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  within 
the  last  fifty  years,  the  assessed  valuation  has  multiplied  from 
two  to  ten  times  in  value,  and  the  Cape  is  considered  as  a 
valuable  asset  to  Massachusetts  for  health  resorts,  and  recrea- 
tion purposes.  Owing  to  its  formation,  the  topography  of 
the  land  and  its  former  resources  has,  from  the  earliest  days 
of  its  settlement,  developed  on  two  sides,  commonly  called 
the  North  Side,  and  the  South  Side,  the  North  side  being 
more  commonly  traveled  from  Boston,  via  Plymouth  to 
Orleans,  and  the  South  side  from  Providence,  Fall  River,  New 
Bedford  via.  Falmouth  and  Hyannis  to  Chatham,  and  the 
North  and  South  Main  Highways  were  then  connected  up 
by  a  road  some  ten  miles  in  length  from  Chatham  to  Orleans, 
from  which  latter  town  one  central  Highway  leads  into  Prov- 
incetown. 

THE  CAPE  COD  CANAL 

We  use  this  heading  for  the  reason  that  we  have  yet  to 
learn,  as  to  whether  the  Canal  is  an  adjunct  to  Cape  Cod, 
or,  Cape  Cod  to  the  Canal;  however,  Cape  Cod  came  first, 
and  we  claim  that  it  still  has  inalienable  rights  that  should, 
and  must  be  protected  against  any  unnecessary  or  unreasonable 
intrusion  by  the  United  States  Government,  through  the 
recommendation  of  its  engineers,  influence  of  Corporations,

or  other  selfish  motives,  tending  towards  injuring  or  destroy- 
ing the  present,  and  prospective  future  natural  resources  of 
Cape  Cod,  to  which  the  Nation  owes  homage  to  the  native 
land  of  its  birth. 

The  building  of  the  Canal  across  Cape  Cod  was  agitated  for 
many  years,  and  was  so  far  constructed  as  to  be  opened  for 
traffic  in  1914,  the  Canal  taking  the  general  course  of  the 
river  through  the  valley,  and  practically  dividing  the  town 
of  Bourne,  leaving  a  part  of  its  Public  Buildings  on  one  side 
of  the  Canal,  and  a  part  on  the  other,  business  interests  gen- 
erally suffered  the  same  fate,  and  the  people  were  put  to  great 
inconvenience,  which  they  expected  to  suffer  to  some  extent 
for  the  assistance  of  navigation,  and  particularly  the  loss  of 
lives,  and  hardships  incidental  thereto. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Canal,  conditions  have  arisen 
that  were  not  anticipated,  and  study  has  been  made  for  the 
general  improvement  of  the  water-way,  but,  not  until  1930 
was  anything  given  out  to  the  Public,  when  extensive  changes 
were  presented  for  consideration  and  adoption,  some  of  which 
were  considered  as  good,  and  some  bad,  which  if  carried  out 
would  be  deterimental  to  the  town  of  Bourne,  and  the  whole 
of  Barnstable  County,  which  are  more  particularly  enum- 
erated as  follows: — 

(a)  The  present  bridges  crossing  the  Canal  were  to  be 
abandoned,  Railroad  Bridge  included.  One  gigantic  high 
bridge  was  proposed  to  be  substituted  for  the  three,  located 
in  the  woods  about  midway  of  the  length  of  the  canal.  The 
railroad  was  to  be  taken  across  this  proposed  bridge  in  con- 
nection with  the  public  travel,  this  would  necessitate  the 
looping  of  the  railroad  over  a  new  location  at  a  steep  grade 
to  cross  the  proposed  bridge  at  Bournedale,  thence  over  a 
new  location  to  Monument  Neck  to  connect  up  the  Woods 
Hole  R.  R.,  the  loop  being  about  seven  and  one  half  miles 
to  a  point  about  one  fourth  of  a  mile  from  the  starting  point. 
Question?  What  could  be  more  ridiculous??,  which  if 
attempted  would  probably  be  the  last  of  the  railroad  on 
Cape  Cod. 
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(b)  County  and  Town  roads  were  to  suffer  substan- 
tially the  same  fate.  The  Town  of  Plymouth,  known  as  a 
town  since  1620,  and  the  Town  of  Barnstable  since  1638, 
both  towns  being  bounded  north-easterly  by  Cape  Cod  Bay, 
and  both  being  the  Shire  Towns  of  their  respective  Counties 
since  1685,  and  have  been  closely  identified  in  the  interests 
of  each  other.  The  Town  of  Falmouth  in  Barnstable  Coun- 
ty, known  as  a  town  since  1694,  and  the  Town  of  Dart- 
mouth, (a  portion  of  which  was  set  off  as  New  Bedford  in 
1787).  The  interests  of  the  town  of  Falmouth  and  the  City 
of  New  Bedford  were  identical,  both  being  situated  on  Buz- 
zards Bay,  and  interested  in  the  fishing,  and  whaling  business. 

(c)  The  Engineer's  Plan  of  1930  proposes  to  connect 
the  roads  of  Plymouth  County  with  the  roads  of  Barnstable 
County  through  the  town  of  Bourne  to  cross  on  this  one 
proposed  high  bridge,  railroad  included,  all  of  which  is  lo- 
cated in  the  woods,  and  the  County  of  Barnstable  will  un- 
doubtedly be  called  upon  to  bear  the  greater  part  of  the  ex- 
pense to  connect  up  approaches  to  the  same. 

CONCLUSION 

Your  Planning  Board  wishes  to  be  recorded  as  opposing 
the  construction  of  the  proposed  Central  Bridge,  and  recom- 
mending that  the  Town  of  Bourne  put  forth  every  effort 
within  its  power  to  have  two  Highway  Crossings  constructed 
over  the  Canal,  conveniently  located,  to  connect  the  two  pre- 
sent highways  to  the  Cape.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts 
K)f  the  town  of  Bourne  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
11932,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44, 
jGeneral  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me 
by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Accountant  of  this  Divis- 
ion,

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
pudit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Bourne  for 
i:he  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1932,  and  submit  the 
following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on 
:he  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing 
noney  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were 
Examined  and  compared  with  the  records  of  the  town  treas- 
urer and  the  town  bookkeeper. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  bookkeeper  wen 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  wen! 
compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  recorddpl 
of  the  several  departments  in  which  charges  originated  01 
money  was  collected.  The  records  of  disbursements  were 
checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  treasurer's 
records  of  payments. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  as  recorded  on  the  book- 
keeper's ledger  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of 
town  meetings,  and  with  the  records  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee. 


The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was 
taken  off,  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance,  and  a  bal- 
ance sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of 
December  31,  1932,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this 
report.  This  balance  sheet  indicates  that  the  town  is  in  ex- 
cellent financial  condition. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  collections  as  recorded  in  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  while  the  disbursements  were  checked  with  the 
selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse 
town  funds.  The  cash  balance  on  December  31,  1932, 
was  reconciled  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of 
deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  veri- 
fied by  a  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due,  the  can- 
celled securities  and  coupons  being  checked  and  the  out- 
standing debt  being  listed  and  proved. 

The  securities  representing  the  investment  of  the  several 
trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  dis- 
bursements were  verified.

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The  tax  title  accounts  were  verified  by  an  examination 
f  the  tax  title  deeds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  and  by 
ecking  with  the  collector's  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
mined  and  checked.    The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time  of 
e  previous  examination  were  audited,  and  all  subsequent 
mmitments  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  war- 
nts  issued  by  the  board  of  assesors  for  their  collection, 
he  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  commitment 
ooks,  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors' 
cords  of  abatements  granted,  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
rer  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
nd  proved  to  the  bookkeeper's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices 
a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  in- 
icating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  the  bookkeeper,  town  treasurer,  and  tax 
Hector  have  been  accurately  kept,  and  the  work  of  the  audit 
as  facilitated  by  their  efforts. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
nd  checked.  The  receipts  from  dog  licenses  issued  on  be- 
alf  of  the  county  and  for  sporting  and  trapping  licenses,  the 
roceeds  of  which  are  paid  to  the  State,  were  checked  with 

e  records  of  licenses  issued.    The  payments  to  the  town, 

unty,  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were  ver- 

ed. 

The  records  of  licenses  issued  by  the  selectmen  were  ex- 
ined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
rified. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were 
amined.     The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the 

xords  of  weights  and  measures  sealed  and  adjusted,  and 

ayments  to  the  treasurer  verified. 
The  records  of  departmental  accounts  committed  for  col- 

ction  were  examined  and  checked.     The  recorded  receipts 


were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book  and  the  ou 
standing  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  availat 
records  of  all  other  departments  receiving  money  for  t 
town  were  checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  we 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  filed  by  the  several  officials  for  the  fait 
ful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found 
be  in  proper  form. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  ba 
ance  sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurei 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  tax  title,  and  departmental  a 
counts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  condition  of  tl 
various  trust  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit,  co-operation  was  r 
ceived  from  the  various  town  officials,  for  which,  on  beha 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  apprecij 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne  : 

The  School  Committee  presents  for  your  consideration 
the  following  reports. 

There  are  few  departments  of  the  average  municipal 
government  expending  more  money  than  the  School  De- 
partment. A  consideration  of  where  it  comes  from  and 
where  it  goes  should  be  of  interest  to  every  tax-payer. 

The  School  Committee  of  Bourne  is  fortunate  in  having 
the  confidence  of  the  people  as  shown  in  their  action  at 
the  last  Town  Meeting.  Wise  spending  and  efficient  oper- 
ation has  been  their  objective,  with  what  result  may  be  de- 
termined by  examination  of  the  following  reports. 

The  School  Department  maintains  more  public  buildings 
and  a  larger  personnel  than  any  other  department  of  the 
town. 

Because  of  this,  and  the  fact  that  we  must  serve  our 
children  with  the  best  material  available,  we  require  a 
larger  per  cent  of  the  town  income  than  any  other  depart- 
ment. 

Education  is  intangible  ;  the  return  on  our  money  is  not 
immediately  visible  and  it  is  easy  to  question  the  value  of 
some  of  its  methods.  Because  learning  is  abstract,  it  is 
of  course  easy  to  expend  money  in  phases  of  education  that 
afterward  prove  to  be  valueless.  Such  things  as  Greek, 
logic,  rhetoric,  banking  practice,  etc.,  have  gone  from 
schools  of  our  type  and  Latin  will  probably  follow  natural- 
ly. Other  things  have  taken  their  places,  some  of  which 
may  also  go  in  time,  but  we  believe  we  have  a  minimum  of 
these  types  of  method  in  our  curriculum. 

Education  is  experimental  because  the  human  mind  is 
constantly  evolving  and  new  methods  must  be  adopted  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  a  civilization  that  is  changing 
with  bewildering  rapidity.  To  strike  out  wild  speculation 
and  adopt  a  policy  of  sane  progress  is  the  aim  of  every 
school  board.    To  do  this  we  must  have  money. 
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Our  only  source  of  revenue  is  the  public  purse.    The  j 
annual  appropriation  and  a  small  sum  realized  through  the 
sale  of  tickets  and  by  a  private  gift  is  our  only  income.  I 
The  first  is  expended  for  routine  operation,  the  second  fot  | 
such  extra  curricular  activities  as  are  not  wholly  provided 
for  by  public  taxation.    In  certain  cases  there  is  a  sum  that  [ 
is  returned  through  this  department  to  the  town  treasurer  [ 
by  reason  of  the  State  refund.   The  cut  in  teachers'  and  bus 
drivers'  salaries  returns  about  $1713.26  to  the  town;  the 
State  refunds  $6600.00,  and  other  sources  $1677.00.    These  J 
amounts  are  not  applied  to  the  school  budget  but  should  j 
be  deducted  from  the  appropriation  by  the  tax-payer  who  1 
wishes  to  find  out  what  has  actually  been  spent.    The  ap-  I 
propriation  for  support  of  Bourne  schools  last  year  was  [ 
$78,000.00. 

The   money  actually   expended  by   the   tax-payers  of 
Bourne  amounts  to  $68,000,  in  round  numbers.  Though 
the  number  of  pupils  attending  our  schools  this  year  is  | 
10%  more  than  last,  the  cost  of  our  schools  to  the  town 

I 

has  been  5%  less  than  last  year. 

Retrenchment.  ! 

The  Committee  has  adopted  a  policy  of  retrenchment  j 
that  is  proceeding  slowly  and  carefully  toward  a  definite  • 
goal,  bearing  in  mind  certain  contingencies  and  future  ex-  j 
pansion  that  must  be  made.  Adapted  to  gradual  readjust- 
ment  rather  than  sudden  transformation,  this  policy  has 
been  worked  out  to  a  schedule  that  will  accomplish  the  re-  j 
suit  with  a  minimum  of  shock  to  the  system. 

The  initial  move  was  a  readjustment  of  the  insurance.  \ 
By  this  plan  the  policies  are  divided  among  the  bona  fide  j 
agents  of  the  Town  of  Bourne  according  to  the  length  of  i 
time  they  have  been  doing  business  with  this  department.  | 
Forty  per  cent  of  all  the  insurance  has  been  placed  in 
strong  mutual  companies  from  which  we  have  received 
dividends  as  high  as  fifty  per  cent.  (We  have  been  assured  j 
by  legal  authority  that  no  risk  attaches  a  municipality  doing 
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business  with  a  mutual  concern  such  as  would  involve  a 
private  individual).  The  total  face  has  been  divided  into 
three  equal  parts,  each  third  falling  due  on  successive  years 
at  the  same  day.  The  saving  by  this  action  will  be  some- 
what more  than  $350  a  year. 

The  second  major  action  was  in  connection  with  trans- 
portation. By  a  voluntary  act  of  the  bus  owners,  plus  a 
reduction  by  the  Committee,  the  salary  of  bus  owners  was 
reduced  10%.  Contracts  had  formerly  read  a  specified  sum 
for  forty  weeks  of  service.  When  the  school  term  was  cut 
down  to  thirty-nine  and  thirty-eight  weeks  respectively 
for  high  and  elementary  schools,  it  was  still  necessary  to 
pay  for  the  full  forty  weeks.  These  contracts  were,  there- 
fore, altered  to  make  it  necessary  to  pay  only  for  the  time 
actually  spent  in  transporting  pupils.  Accordingly,  the  bus 
service  is  now  paid  by  the  day  for  service  actually  render- 
ed. The  saving  by  this  method  will  amount  to  approx- 
imately $1400  per  year. 

The  third  major  action  was  the  acceptance  of  a  pay  cut 
of  5%  offered  by  the  teachers  which  had  been  in  effect  for 
the  whole  school  year,  though  not  proposed  until  October. 
In  lieu  of  a  direct  cut  by  the  Committed  at  this  time  the 
teachers  have  retained  their  salary  rate  on  paper  while 
donating  to  the  town  Sc/o  of  their  salary.  The  saving  in 
this  item  for  the  four  months  of  this  school  year  amounts 
to  $1149.58. 

Miscellaneous. 

There  have  been  several  improvements  made  that  require 
mention  without  falling  under  any  particular  heading. 

The  Sagamore  and  Buzzards  Bay  school  grounds  have 
presented  an  aspect  of  unloveliness  for  many  years.  This 
year  a  start  was  made  toward  making  these  public  build- 
ings a  credit  to  the  town.  A  small  sum  lias  been  expended 
in  this  work  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  resumed  and  com- 
pleted by  stages. 
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The  work  of  repairing  the  roof  of  the  Sagamore  school 
was  continued  with  the  removal  of  the  cupola  which  was 
found  to  have  rotted  completely  away  and  was  beyond  re- 
construction. It  is  expected  that  the  roof  will  be  finished 
off  later  to  match  the  present  construction. 

The  School  Committee  room,  which  is  also  the  office  of 
the  Superintendent,  has  been  furnished  in  the  past  with  re- 
jected equipment  formerly  used  in  the  main  hall  of  the 
high  school.  Advantage  of  an  opportunity  offered  by  a 
chang'e  in  stock  of  a  Boston  manufacturer  enabled  us  to 
buy  some  mahogany-ply  equipment  at  less  than  half  the 
cost  of  modern  oak  or  steel  furniture.  A  new  system  of 
filing  will  be  put  in  operation  with  the  new  year. 

Suggestions  for  the  Future. 

In  order  that  the  citizens  may  anticipate  the  future  needs 
of  the  school  department,  attention  is  called  briefly  to  sev- 
eral problems  that  call  for  solution  at  some  not  too  far 
distant  date. 

The  transportation  problem  will  present  additional  dif- 
ficulties as  time  goes  on.  More  and  more  parents  are  de- 
manding transportation  for  their  children.  Either  the 
Committee  will  have  to  refuse  all  transportation  to  pupils 
not  accommodated  by  law,  or  rerouting  at  additional  cost 
will  be  necessary. 

The  school  at  Buzzards  Bay  has  been  in  need  of  recon- 
ditioning for  some  time.  Only  absolutely  essential  repairs 
have  been  made  from  time  to  time  in  view  of  possible 
changes  in  location  that  will  be  necessary  if  and  when  a 
single  bridge  is  located  over  the  canal. 

In  that  event,  Buzzards  Bay  faces  the  loss  of  her  school 
entirely.  If  this  is  unadvisable  and  a  school  is  to  be  main- 
tained in  that  village  a  modern  building  should  be  built. 
If  a  new  building  is  to  be  built,  the  present  location  is  no 
longer  suitable  for  a  school  house  accommodating  small 
children.  A  new  building,  if  built,  should  not  be  located  on 
a  thorough  fare  for  heavy  traffic. 
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The  school  at  Sagamore  has  been  in  need  of  more  yard- 
age for  ten  years.    Built  on  a  sidehill,  there  is  no  room  for 
a  playground  for  its  pupils.    We  suggest  that  the  town 
acquire  a  strip  of  100  feet  wide  along  the  easterly  bound- 
I     ary,  for  playground  purposes. 

The  Household  Arts  Department  of  the  High  School  has 
proven  to  be  very  worthy  of  its  place  in  the  curriculum. 
Its  quarters,  (the  old  Committee  room),  are  too  cramped 
for  safety  at  the  present  time.    We  suggest  herewith  that 
I     the  town  vote  a  sum  sufficient  to  either  erect  a  portable 
I     building  for  this  purpose  or  to  move  the  unused  Monument 
I     Beach  building  to  the  High  School  lot. 

Another  problem  that  must  be  solved  within  a  very  few 
years  is  that  of  the  "Washington  trip".    In  1930  this  ex- 
cursion cost  $1454.25.    In  1931  the  cost  was  $1661.00.  This 
I    figure  represents  only  fares  and  hotel  expenses.  Conserv- 
atively, it  is  about  one-half  the  cost  to  each  pupil  and  many 
I     spend  more  than  that  on  preparation.    Whereas,  most  of 
I    the  graduates-to-be  have  been  able  to  make  the  trip,  there 
have  been  many  who  could  not  afford  to  go.    The  increas- 
ing difficulty  in  raising  the  funds  necessary  in  the  ways 
formerly  employed,  and  lately  the  continued  increase  in 
the  size  of  the  classes  have  made  it  almost  impossible. 
The  time  has  come  when,  out  of  fairness  to  pupils  upon 
whom  the  financial  burden  is  too  great,  and  for  several 
other  serious  reasons,  we  should  discontinue  this  trip  and 
j    substitute  a  less  expensive  tour. 

In  conclusion  may  we  ask  that  you  give  consideration 
to  the  financial  report  and  statistics  and  to  the  budget  re- 
quested for  the  new  year,  which  we  believe  is  the  minimum 
i    essential  for  proper  maintenance.

In  1931,  the  school  appropriation  was  $80,007.00.  The 

estimate  for  1933  is  $73,725.00,  a  reduction  of  eight  per  cent. 
In  1931,  the  enrollment  was  580,  and  in  1933  the  enrollment 
is  681,  which  is  an  increase  of  18%. 

In  short,  the  schools  are  educating  18%  more  children 
with  an  8%  decrease  in  income. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Bourne : 

These  are,  indeed,  trying  times  and  governmental  ec- 
|  onomy  is  necessary.  Great  care  must  be  exercised  to  see 
that  the  less  vital  activities  are  the  first  to  be  curtailed, 
j  Economy  means  getting  your  money's  worth.  It  means 
getting  the  maximum  return  for  the  money  expended.  If 
a  school  is  carelessly  operated  and  is  full  of  extravagances 
and  wastes,  it  can  readily  make  large  deductions  in  its 
ordinary  budget,  but  a  well  managed  school  finds  it  dif- 
ficult to  make  large  deductions  in  its  budget  that  will  not 
undermine  its  effetiveness. 
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In  a  democracy,  children  born  of  poor  parents  should 
receive  the  same  educational  opportunities  as  those  born 
of  wealthy  parents.  Educational  opportunity  ought  not 
to  be  governed  by  recurring  economic  cycles.  Children 
of  lean  years  should  receive  the  same  schooling-  as  those 
born  in  periods  of  prosperity.  Every  plan  for  economy 
must  be  weighed  in  the  balance  as  to  its  effect  on  those 
children  now  attending  our  schools  and  those  who  will 
attend  in  the  near  future.  Undoubtedly,  much  of  the  men- 
tal capacity  would  have  prevented,  or  at  least  solved,  our 
present  economic  difficulties,  was  killed  off  in  the  war. 
Those  economies  which  cripple  the  educational  program 
now  are  not  only  unfair  to  the  children  of  today,  but  our 
country  will  surely  suffer  in  the  future. 

In  Bourne,  there  has  been  no  wild  development ;  no  tend- 
ency to  grow  too  fast,  as  it  has  always  been  the  policy  of 
the  school  committee  to  be  conservative  and  adopt  only 
those  procedures  that  would  improve  the  efficiency  of  the 
schools.  Although  our  schools  have  done  much  to  enrich 
the  lives  of  the  children  and  to  render  service  to  the  many 
activities  of  the  community,  they  have  insisted  upon  a  rigid 
teaching  and  check-up  of  the  fundamentals. 

Every  other  year,  our  children  are  given  standard  tests 
in  the  tool  subjects  to  see  if  they  measure  up  to  the  stand- 
ards throughout  the  country.  Although  this  procedure  is 
time  consuming  and  laborious  for  the  teacher,  it  is  justified 
because  the  children's  difficulties  are  discovered,  diagnosed, 
and  remedial  procedures  instigated. 

All  will  grant  that  our  president  is  one  of  our  very  best 
thinkers  and  it  behooves  us  to  at  least  hear  what  he  says 
about  education  in  the  present  situation. 

"Our  nation  faces  the  acute  responsibility  of  providing 
a  right-of-way  for  the  American  child.  In  spite  of  our 
economic,  social  and  governmental  difficulties,  our  future 
citizens  must  be  built  up  now.  We  may  delay  other  prob- 
lems but  we  cannot  delay  the  day  to  day  care  and  instruc- 
tion of  our  children. 
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"Our  Governmental  forces  have  grown  unevenly  and 
along  with  our  astounding  national  development.  We  are 
now  forced  to  make  decisions  on  the  merits  of  the  various 
expenditures.  But  in  the  rigid  governmental  economies 
that  are  requisite  everywhere  we  must  not  encroach  upon 
the  schools  or  reduce  the  opportunity  of  the  child  through 
the  school  to  develop  adequate  citizenship. 

"There  is  no  safety  for  our  Republic  without  the  educa- 
tion of  our  youth.  That  is  the  first  charge  upon  all  citizens 
and  local  governments. 

"I  have  confidence  that  with  adequate  reduction  of  ex- 
penditures there  can  be  ample  amounts  obtained  from 
reasonable  taxation  to  keep  our  school  system  intact  and 
functioning  satisfactorily.  Those  in  charge  of  the  schools 
must  be  willing  to  face  conditions  as  they  are,  to  cooperate 
in  discarding  all  unnecessary  expenditure,  to  analyze  all 
procedures,  and  to  carry  forward  on  a  solid  basis  of  econ- 
omy.   But  the  schools,  must  be  carried  on. 

"Above  all  may  I  ask  that,  throughout  your  delibera- 
tions, you  bear  in  mind  that  the  proper  care  and  training  of 
our  children  is  more  important  than  any  other  process  that 
is  carried  on  by  our  Government.  If  we  are  to  continue 
to  educate  our  children,  we  must  keep  and  sustain  our 
teachers  and  our  schools." 

"Roger  W.  Babson  says,  "The  W.  School  Committee  is 
right  in  taking  no  backward  steps  at  this  time.  Let  us  do 
more  for  W.  children  instead  of  less.  They  are  W.'s  only 
real  assets.  Moreover,  I  say  this  both  as  one  of  the  larg- 
est individual  tax-payers  and  one  who  knows  something 
about  practical  education."  He  states,  "If  all  parents  were 
as  fortunate  as  Mr.  S.  and  myself,  the  school  committee 
might  be  justified  in  curtailing  manual  training  and  other 
unjustly  called  frills,  but  the  great  majority  of  graduates 
must  go  out  and  earn  their  own  living.  In  fact,  the  same 
objections  now  made  were  made  by  short-sighted  tax- 
payers forty  years  ago  when  typewriting,  stenography, 
etc.,  were  being  debated  as  suitable  for  public  schools.  It 
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ought  not  to  be  a  question  of  saving  money,  but  of  saving 
children". 

Educational  opportunity  denied  to  the  children  of  the 
state  today  is  taken  away  from  them  forever.  New  roads, 
as  well  as  other  improvements,  may  be  postponed  without 
irreparable  damage  to  individuals,  but  the  education  of  a 
child  cannot  be  postponed  without  irreparable  damage  to 
that  child.  This  would  constitute  an  injustice  to  the  in- 
dividual child  by  robbing  him  of  his  rightful  American  her- 
itage, and  it  would  be  a  menace  to  the  State,  for  in  so 
doing  we  of  today  would  be  contributing  to  the  ignorance 
of  tomorrow.  Our  system  of  education  is  not  perfect.  It 
has  many  defects,  but  it  is  the  only  instrument  which  has 
been  created  to  serve  this  most  important  function  of  dem- 
ocracy. LET  US  STRENGTHEN,  NOT  WEAKEN  OUR 
SCHOOLS  IN  THIS  MOMENT  OF  NATIONAL  CAL- 
AMITY! 

There  has  been  so  much  said  in  regard  to  teachers'  sal- 
aries that  it  seems  wise  that  something  be  said  in  the  town 
report  concerning  the  matter.  No  school  is  better  than  its 
teachers  and  the  salary  schedule  is  the  most  important 
factor  in  determining  the  type  of  teacher  which  can  be 
secured. 

In  1911,  teachers  were  notoriously  underpaid,  and  con- 
tinued to  be  underpaid  from  that  time  through  the  war 
period,  —  the  time  when  common  labor  wages  were  three 
or  four  times  the  pre-war  rate.  Recently,  the  salary  con- 
ditions of  teachers  have  been  somewhat  rectified,  and  if 
the  present  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  continues, 
teachers  will  then  be  getting  only  a  fair  compensation  for 
the  money  and  time  put  into  preparation  for  the  job.  Few 
are  attracted  to  teaching  for  its  remuneration,  for  while 
financiers  and  industrialists  may  make  excessive  profits 
during  boom  periods,  such  as  1927  to  1929,  there  is  never 
any  boom  period  for  teachers'  salaries.   Does  the  following, 
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as  a  maximum  for  skilled,  experienced  teachers,  seem  ex- 
cessive ? 

The  maximum  salary  actually  received  by  the  elementary 
teachers  of  Bourne/after  years  of  preparation  and  success- 
ful experience  in  which  only  the  fittest  survive,  is  but  $25.00 
per  week,  on  a  fifty-two  week  basis.  This,  of  course,  is 
the  only  real  basis  to  figure  salaries,  as  teachers  must  live 
uring-  vacation  periods,  and  it  ought  not  to  be  necessary, 
as  has  been  the  case  in  the  past,  that  teachers  would  have 
to  depend  upon  relatives  for  support  during  these  periods. 
The  few  who  find  employment  during  the  summer  period 
are  severely  criticized  for  taking  jobs  away  from  others. 
This  work,  surely,  is  not  done  by  teachers  to  get  rich,  but 
solely  to  get  along.  Teachers  would  much  prefer  to  rest 
or  to  use  the  summer  for  professional  improvement  in  order 
that  they  might  teach  more  effectively  in  the  fall. 

Some  may  contend  that  salaries  ought  to  be  figured  on 
per  day  basis  of  actual  service.  Figured  on  that  basis, 
the  actual  maximum  weekly  return  is  $34.50,  or  less  than 
$1.00  per  hour  for  actual  time  spent  in  the  school,  with  no 
compensation  for  the  hours  of  work  done  at  home  in  the 
evening,  in  preparation  and  correction.  This  rate  is  less 
than  that  which  skilled  labor  demands,  even  in  our  own 
town.  The  high  school  maximum  is  somewhat  higher,  since 
the  preparation  costs  more  and  takes  longer,  and  due  also 
to  the  law  of  supply  and  demand. 

Be  fair  to  the  teachers  and  give  them  at  least  a  living 
wage  for  the  splendid  service  they  are  rendering  to  your 
boys  and  girls.  It  is  only  through  the  high  morale  and  in- 
tense enthusiasm  of  our  teachers  that  our  schools  are  main- 
tained at  an  excellent  standard.  A  severe  cut  in  teachers' 
salaries  would  tend  to  break  the  morale.  It  financially 
would  save  the  average  resident  tax-payer  less  than  $1.00 
year,  and  would  save  the  average  non-resident  tax-payer 
bout  $2.00  per  year.  Contented  teachers  mean  happy 
children,  with  an  enriched  activity  program  which  will  keep 
the  younger  children  off  the  streets  and  the  older  ones  out 
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of  the  pool  rooms  and  such  places.  Surely,  this  is  worth 
a  dollar  a  year  to  the  average  tax-payer. 

The  teachers  of  Bourne  have  not  been  unmindful  that 
many  of  its  citizens  are  unemployed.  They  stepped  into 
the  breach  last  year  and  volunteered  a  5%  contribution. 
Again  this  year,  they  are  volunteering  to  contribute  5%  of 
their  salaries.  This  is  quite  contrary  to  the  usual  situation 
in  industry,  for  when  there  is  a  rush,  wages  are  increased, 
rather  than  diminished. 

The  Shawme  Tachers'  Club  fund,  last  year,  for  welfare 
work  totalled  about  $400.00.  Since  the  start  of  their  five 
per  cent  contribution  in  September  (the  only  contribution 
by  public  employees  in  1932)  they  have  given  no  individual 
set  sum  for  this  type  of  work. 

Nevertheless,  they  have  furnished  a  number  of  children 
with  shoes,  clothing,  and  food,  and  have  now  made  arrange- 
ments whereby  glasses  are  furnished  to  all  those  pupils 
who  need  them,  but  who  are  financially  unable  to  pay  for 
them. 

In  considering  the  personnel,  it  is  well  for  the  citizens  to 
know  that  the  average  teacher  in  Bourne  is  above  the  av- 
erage in  training  and  experience,  and  in  professional  spirit. 
One  item  that  attests  to  the  latter  is  the  fact  that  the  av- 
erage time  spent  in  school  by  the  teachers  of  Bourne  is 
nearly  eight  hours  per  day.  This  does  not  include  the  time 
spent  at  home  in  correcting  and  preparation  of  work  or  in 
the  planning  of  extra  curricular  activities. 

A  study  of  the  expenditures  for  schools  during  the  last 
five  years  in  most  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts,  would 
show  a  steady  rise.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  such  has 
not  been  the  case  in  Bourne.

Not  only  have  we  prevented  a  rise,  but  there  has  been  a 
decided  downward  trend.  This  year  the  town  appropriated 
$78,000.00.  Due  to  the  voluntary  contribution  of  the  school 
teachers,  principals,  and  superintendent,  the  new  reduced 
contracts  for  transportation,  and  some  further  savings,  our 
expenditures  were  but  $76,272.79. 

In  regard  to  net  cost  to  the  town  for  support  of  schools, 
the  saving  is  even  greater.  We  were  able  to  get  tuition 
reimbursement  for  Plymouth  pupils,  and  for  state  wards. 
The  Household  Arts  instruction  has  been  made  a  vocation- 
al school  under  the  state.  By  this  procedure,  we  not  only 
have  an  expert  check-up  of  our  work  by  the  state  depart- 
ment of  education,  but  one-half  of  the  maintenance  cost, 
including  salaries,  is  returned  by  the  state. 

For  1933,  the  school  department  proposes  to  accept  the 
teachers'  contribution  of  five  per  cent,  and  this,  combined 
with  other  savings  will  make  the  total  needed  but  $73,725.00. 
The  approximate  net  cost  to  the  town  for  the  support  of 
schools  for  1933  will  be  ten  per  cent  less  than  the  net  cost 


The  report  of  the  superintendent  this  year  is  confined  to 
the  discussion  of  the  value  of  education  and  costs.  A  per- 
usal of  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  the  school  commit- 
tee, high  school  principal  and  special  teachers,  will  give 
the  detail  of  our  progress  during  the  past  year.  The  sup- 
erintendent expresses  his  sincere  thanks  to  all  those  who 
have,  in  spite  of  their  own  personal  difficulties,  been  un- 
tiring in  their  support  of  the  schools.

REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

There  were  twenty-nine  graduates  last  June.  Fifty  per- 
cent of  last  year's  graduating  class  are  now  carrying  on 
their  education  at  other  schools.  The  present  membership 
of  the  school  is  one  hundred  seventy-four.  This  is  the 
largest  enrollment  that  the  school  has  ever  had. 

The  problem  of  college  preparation  is  always  a  perplex- 
ing one  for  a  school  of  our  size,  for  only  about  fifteen  per 
cent  of  our  students  go  on  to  college.  Yet  in  the  same 
class,  we  must  have  pupils,  ten  per  cent  of  whom  will  go 
on  to  college,  and  ninety  per  cent  who  will  complete  their 
education  upon  graduating  from  high  school.  It  is  not 
fair  to  the  majority  to  compel  them  to  take  the  same  work 
as  the  college-goers.  The  work  for  the  prospective  college 
student  is  not  the  type  of  work  that  will  best  fit  the  non- 
college-goer  for  life.  It  does  not  seem  fair  to  compel  boys 
and  girls  who  do  not  plan  on  going  to  college  to  take  the 
same  subjects  as  do  the  minority  who  go  to  college.  How- 
ever, we  do  endeavor  to  fit  for  college,  and  thus  far  we 
have  been  more  than  successful  in  meeting  college  require- 
ments. 

The  mortality  in  the  colleges  is  high,  as  the  following 
figures  show.  Out  of  972  admitted  to  a  well-known  college, 
205  withdrew  before  completing  the  freshman  year. 

In  another  college,  where  approximately  sixty  per  cent 
of  the  students  were  fitted  in  private  preparatory  schools, 
85  out  of  205  freshmen  left.  It  is  evident  that  everyone 
we  get  into  college  cannot  stay  there.  It  is  not  safe  to 
assume  that  the  school  most  successful  in  preparing  the 
pupils  for  college  entrance  examinations  is  the  best  type 
of  school,  because  as  I  have  cited  before,  only  about  ten 
per  cent  of  the  students  attend  colleges  anyway.  It  surely 
is  just  as  important,  or  more  important,  that  the  remain- 
ing ninety  per  cent  be  prepared  to  efficiently  face  life.  In 
this  changing  world  in  which  we  are  now  living,  this  is 
indeed  a  task  that  challenges  our  best  endeavors. 
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-  This  school  is  rated  Class  A  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  This  rating  carries  with  it  the  privilege  of 
entering  students  in  Massachusetts  normal  schools,  pro- 
viding the  grades  of  those  students  are  B  or  above.  The 
school  also  has  the  privilege  of  sending  pupils  to  any  col- 
lege belonging  to  the  New  England  College  Certificate 
Group,  without  examination  provided  those  students  have 
satisfactorily  completed  the  required  amount  of  work  and 
have  attained  a  grade  of  B.  Any  pupil  that  is  planning  on 
going  to  college  should  spend  two  or  three  hours  at  home 
on  his  studies,  in  addition  to  applying  himself  assiduously 
during  the  school  day. 

There  are  at  least  three  scholarships  that  are  available 
to  students  graduating  from  this  high  school,  namely  the 
Faunce  scholarship  amounting  to  $250.00  a  year  (this  is 
now  held  by  Ruth  Avery),  and  two  Jonathan  Bourne  schol- 
arships amounting  to  $250.00  each.  The  Baxendale  schol- 
arship is  not  now  allotted  to  anyone  from  Bourne.  To 
secure  this  scholarship  is  a  little  more  difficult  as  the  towns 
eligible  include  Brockton  as  well  as  Bourne.  I  will  be 
pleased  to  supply  additional  information  to  all  parents  and 
students  who  are  interested. 

This  year  thirty  per  cent  of  the  pupils  are  now  taking 
straight  commercial  course,  while  there  are  forty-two  per 
cent  taking  some  commercial  subjects.  The  French  depart- 
ment has  thirty-four  per  cent  of  the  pupils  studying  this 
language.  There  are  fifty-four  per  cent  taking  some  science 
and  there  are  twenty  per  cent  taking  Latin. 

Intelligence  tests  were  given  in  September  to  all  pupils 
in  school.  The  summary  of  these  tests  show  that  our 
school  is  about  on  a  par  with  other  schools.  The  tests 
showed  that  Sophomores  led  the  other  three  classes  in 
class  averages.  They  were  followed  closely  by  the  present 
Freshmen.  The  results  of  these  tests  enable  a  teacher  to 
better  judge  whether  a  pupil  is  working  up  to  capacity. 

Have  you  a  girl  in  the  present  eighth  grade  that  is  com- 
ing to  High  School  next  year?    All  parents  that  do  should 
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give  particular  thought  to  having  their  daughters  take  the 
Home  Economics  course. 

I  consider  this  one  of  the  most  practical  courses  in  the  t 
curriculum.    Many  parents,  either  from  not  giving  par-  f 
ticular  thought  to  it,  or  through  failure  to  evaluate  its 
real  worth,  have  not  been  urging  their  daughters  to  take  J 
advantage  of  it.    I  venture  to  say  that  ninety-five  per  cent  [ 
of  all  the  girls  attending  our  High  School  will  be  home- 
makers  the  greater  part  of  their  lives.    Why  not  take  the  j 
course  that  will  most  nearly  equip  that  daughter  to  ful- 
fill her  destiny?  j 

• 

From  now  on  this  course  will  be  tied  up  with  the  Com-  1 
mercial  Course.  The  pupil  will  take  the  Home  Economics  j 
Course  her  first  two  years  and  during  her  Junior  and  Sen-  j 
ior  year  will  select  her  subjects  from  the  commercial  field,  t 
At  the  completion  of  her  high  school  course  three  fields  I. 
will  be  open  to  her,  viz.,  any  position  where  she  may  use 
the  skill  that  her  first  two  years  in  Home  Economics  gave  j 
her  or  she  may  choose  to  go  into  the  Commercial  field. 

The  course  as  arranged  now  will  also  enable  the  student 
to  gain  admission  to  the  State  Normal  Schools.  The  state 
evidently  considers  the  course  very  valuable,  for  they  en- 
courage its  pursual  by  making  the  requirements  of  the 
normal  school  elastic  enough  so  as  to  admit  girls  who  have 
taken  Home  Economics  during  their  High  School  course. 

One  of  the  most  commonly  encountered  criticisms  of 
this  course  is  that  it  teaches  girls  only  those  things  that 
every  good  mother  can  teach  her  daughter  at  home.  This 
is  an  unfair  criticism  and  any  parent  can  see  it  is  by  taking 
time  to  look  up  the  content  of  the  course.  I  want  to  urge 
girls  who  lack  the  money  necessary  to  finance  a  college 
course  to  select  this  course  next  fall.  This  course  will 
assure  a  success  to  such  a  student. 

The  times  that  we  are  passing  through  are  indleed 
troublesome  ones.  You  parents  are  sacrificing  up  to  your 
capacities  that  you  may  keep  your  children  in  school.  You 
will,  T  know,  be  amply  repaid  if  that  girl  or  boy  grows 
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into  adulthood  and  becomes  a  citizen  worthy  of  America. 
The  teachers  in  the  high  school  are  trying  to  aid,  counsel, 
and  direct  your  children,  and  also  to  awaken  a  responsibil- 
ity in  them  so  that  during  your  lifetime  you  will  have  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  them  take  their  places  in  society  as  hon- 
orable men  and  women.  Then  you  may  realize  that  your 
dream  has  indeed  come  true.

YEARLY  REPORT  FROM  HOME  ECONOMICS 
DEPARTMENT 

Home  economists  in  schools,  as  well  as  in  other  com- 
munity and  other  industrial  fields,  are  striving  as  never 
before  to  be  of  practical  help  socially  and  economically. 
Perhaps  the  need  for  knowledge  along  the  various  lines 
of  home  economics  was  never  so  great.  As  a  subject  giv- 
en in  school,  we  are  constantly  revaluating  our  objectives 
with  a  view  to  stressing  the  most  worthwhile  accomplish- 
ments and  those  which  come  nearest  to  solving  the  girl's 
present  and  future  problems.  We  find  that  a  girl  has  need 
of  much  by  way  of  skills,  attitudes,  appreciations  and  de- 
sirable habit  formation  in  order  to  enable  her  to  make  fav- 
orable adjustments,  to  develop  a  well  balanced  personality, 
and  to  fit  her  for  the  future  homemaker  she  may  become. 

Home  economics  aims  to  give  girls  the  desire  and  abil- 
ity to  do  well  what  women  have  always  done  —  work  in, 
and  for,  the  home.  It  aims  to  shorten  difficult  and  unde- 
sirable tasks  by  a  knowledge  of  best  methods  and  to  make 
routine  tasks  systematic  so  that  they  will  become  habits 
performed  with  a  minimum  of  time  and  effort.  Home  ec- 
onomics teaches  essential  skills  and  intelligent  interests  in 
things  related  to  the  realm  of  woman  —  things  which  ev- 
ery girl  will  find  useful  regardless  of  her  profession.  It 
includes  a  study  of  budget  making,  which  seems  especially 
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pertinent  at  the  present  time,  thus  giving  her  a  knowledg 
of  money  values,  the  ability  of  the  dollar  to  stretch,  and 
also  its  limitations. 

These  aims  and  objectives,  as  set  up  by  home  economics 
in  general,  are  the  ones  which  we  are  striving  toward  here 
in  Bourne.  The  subjects  covered  by  the  courses  in  7th  and 
8th  grades  and  in  high  school  have  been  given  in  more  o 
less  detail  in  previous  reports  and  have  not  been  essential-' 
ly  changed  other  than  to  broaden  in  scope  and  to  keep  upi 
with  changing  needs.  In  home  economics  we  discover  that  j 
the  highly  intelligent  girl  can  find  tasks  difficult  enough  tci 
challenge  her  abilities,  and  the  less  gifted  girl  finds  those* 
at  which  she  can  be  successful.

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

The  study  of  instrumental  music  in  the  schools  of  Bourne 
began  in  1928,  when  a  representative  of  the  National  Music 
Bureau  appointed  me  as  instructor  of  weekly  classes.  Since 
that  time  the  progress  has  been  marked.  In  1929,  an  or- 
chestra was  organized,  of  grammar  and  high  school  stud- 
ents, which  combined  in  1930  with  a  similar  orchestra 
group  in  Sandwich.  The  augmented  group  chose  the  name 
Shawme  Orchestra  to  honor  the  Shawme  Teachers  Club. 
Whatever  success  the  Shawme  Orchestra  has  obtained  hasj 
been  due  to  the  fine  cooperation  received  from  the  parents 
and  members  of  the  orchestra. 

All  the  members  of  the  orchestra  are  also  members  of | 
the  Cape  Cod  School  Symphony  Orchestra  which  gave  four 
concerts  during  the  years  1931  and  1932.  For  the  past  two 
years  the  Shawme  Orchestra  has  broadcast  an  hour's  pro-| 
gram  over  Station  WEEI  in  Boston. 
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At  the  State  Orchestra  Contest  held  in  Norwood  on  May 
21.  1932.  the  Shawme  Orchestra  won  first  prize  in  Class  C. 

The  Barnstable  County  Teachers'  Association  was  enter- 
tained for  a  half  hour  by  the  Shawme  Orchestra,  at  their 
recent  convention. 

As  a  feeder  for  the  senior  orchestra,  a  junior  orchestra 
has  been  formed,  its  membership  numbering  about  eighteen 
students,  who  have  had  little  instrumental  music  training. 
However,  through  the  weekly  practice  and  instruction,  they 
will  become  eligible  to  the  senior  orchestra  in  later  years. 
While  preparing  for  the  senior  orchestra,  they  will  have  the 
joy  of  being  members  of  a  smaller  musical  organization. 
It  thus  serves  two  purposes. 

Credit  will  be  given  this  year  for  participation  in  instru- 
mental music  study.  Because  a  fee  is  required  to  join  the 
classes,  there  are  talented  pupils  who  are  being  deprived 
of  instruction  under  the  present  system,  as  they  are  un- 
able to  pay  for  it.  All  the  other  towns  of  the  Cape  support 
a  salaried  instrumental  music  instructor. 

In  order  to  improve  the  orchestra,  it  is  necessary  to 
secure  the  proper  balance  by  means  of  added  instruments, 
such  as  viola,  cello,  string  bass,  flute,  oboe,  bassoon.  French 
horn,  trombone,  baritone  horn  and  bass  horn.  The  latter 
instruments  would  be  useful  in  both  orchestra  and  band. 
The  percussion  section  needs  a  tympany  and  chimes.  These 
instruments  are  not  familiar  and  are  rather  expensive,  but 
if  they  were  purchased  by  degrees  by  interested  persons 
or  organizations,  we  have  young  people  anxious  to  study 
them.  I  am  appreciative  of  the  cooperation  already  re- 
ceived from  parents,  teachers,  principals  and  superintend- 
ent. 

The  hope  of  music  today  lies  in  the  successful  teaching 
of  it  to  children  in  elementary  and  secondary  schools 
throughout  the  country.  Today  there  are  in  the  high 
schools  of  the  United  States  more  than  six  thousand  full 
symphony  orchestras  with  all  the  instruments  represented. 
There  are  thousands  more  with  only  a  few  instruments 
represented.    A  public  is  growing  up  who  will  not  only  go 
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to  hear,  but  who  also  will  like  to  play.  In  the  future  a 
large  proportion  of  the  American  people  will  be  as  skilled 
in  music  appreciation  and  in  playing  as  they  are  now  in 
reading  and  writing.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  supervisor  of 
music. 

During  the  past  few  years,  much  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  teaching  of  music  in  our  public  schools.  We 
have  been  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  a  very 
adaptable  and  progressive  set  of  music  books  in  all  the 
schools.  With  former  texts,  note  reading  began  in  the 
third  and  fourth  grades  ;  whereas,  now  this  study  is  taken 
up  in  the  first  grade.  This  modern  trend  enables  the  pu- 
pils to  master  the  art  of  note  reading  in  their  first  year 
and  prepares  them  to  take  up  word  reading  in  their  second 
year.  This  practice  so  advances  the  pupils  that  in  the 
higher  grammar  grades  they  can  carry  on  their  music 
study  quite  independently  and  with  more  thought  of  ex- 
pression. 

The  improved  quality  of  instruction  that  our  teachers 
are  able  to  give  has  greatly  aided  our  progress  in  musical 
education.  The  modern  teacher  has  had  some  previous 
training  in  the  art  of  teaching  music  and  she  can  conse- 
quently follow  the  course  of  instruction  and  the  sugges- 
tions advocated  by  the  supervisor  of  music. 

The  benefits  derived  from  the  study  of  music  are  almost 
too  well  known  to  mention.  Aside  from  the  obvious  reas- 
ons and  many  that  I  have  mentioned  in  previous  annual 
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reports,  there  are  a  few  more  to  which  I  would  like  to 
call  your  attention. 

The  conservation  of  the  human  voice  is  vitally  cared  for 
in  our  schools  by  protecting  the  child  voice  and  by  nur- 
turing the  changing  voice.  When  this  process  is  properly 
carried  out,  voice  strains  and  awkwardness  in  singing  are 
avoided.  Another  purpose  of  musical  instruction  is  to 
train  students  in  solo  singing.  This  encourages  self-con- 
fidence and  self-reliability,  not  only  in  vocal  work  but  in 
other  lines  of  endeavor. 

The  boy  or  girl  who  can  with  poise  .stand  up  before 
friends  and  entertain  with  a  song  is  immediately  in  de- 
mand for  public  use.  In  this  particular  line  it  was  very 
pleasing  to  find  that  one  of  our  former  pupils  took  part 
in  the  musical  program  that  was  presented  last  fall  at 
Bridgewater,  to  the  teachers  of  Plymouth  County. 

Health,  a  vital  factor  to  be  considered  in  these  days,  is 
directly  connected  with  the  study  of  vocal  music.  These 
benefits  to  health  come  through  correct  breathing,  sound 
body  and  correct  posture,  along  with  self  control.  In  ev- 
ery singing  lesson,  these  correct  habits  of  posture  and  of 
breathing  are  emphasized  and  executed  by  the  pupils.  An 
interest  in  good  health  through  singing  is  the  biggest 
"ounce  of  prevention"  obtainable. 

Good  articulation  can  be  well  developed  by  the  study  of 
music.  To  be  a  good  singer  means  much  more  than  being 
able  to  produce  beautiful  tones.  It  means,  in  addition, 
that  the  story  must  be  told  by  words  that  can  be  clearly 
and  distinctly  heard  by  the  listeners.  Again,  a  training 
in  music  develops  the  habit  of  properly  enunciating  all 
words. 

Furthermore,  the  training  in  music  work  with  the  study 
of  particular  songs  enables  the  school  to  assemble  a  pro- 
gram in  short  order.  For  example,  at  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  time  each  room  contributes  songs  and  together 
with  one  or  two  speaking  parts  makes  an  assembly  for 
the  occasion. 
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Our  work  during  the  school  year  has  been  supplemented 
with  a  number  of  musical  productions  and  the  music  de- 
partment has  aided  at  these  functions.  The  pupils  of  the 
Bourne  grammar  school  successfully  presented  a  Christ- 
mas operetta.  These  operettas  have  become  practically 
an  annual  affair  and  both  pupils  and  parents  look  forward 
with  pleasure  to  these  events. 

A  great  deal  of  interest  was  shown  in  the  so-called 
Cape  Cod  Symphony,  which  last  year  gave  one  of  its  fin- 
est concerts  at  the  Onset  school.  This  symphony  serves 
a  fine  purpose  in  that  it  develops  the  best  talent  and  work- 
manship possible  and  it  serves  as  a  great  incentive  to  the 
younger  members  of  the  school,  who  are  studying  vocal 
and  instrumental  music.  Anyone  who  attended  this  con- 
cert would  not  have  to  be  reminded  of  the  fine  quality  of 
music  brought  out  and  the  generally  excellent  results  of 
the  entire  performance. 

A  word  of  appreciation  should  be  issued  to  the  Bourne 
pupils  and  their  parents  and  to  Mrs.  C.  S.  Lloyd  for  the  sup- 
erior showing  the  pupils  made  at  the  Spring  Festival  at 
Providence.  It  was  indeed  an  honor  bestowed  upon  us 
when  the  high  school  received  an  invitation  to  participate 
at  this  affair. 

We  are  indeed  glad  again  to  announce  that  another  in- 
vitation has  already  been  received  for  this  coming  spring. 
I  sincerely  wish,  as  Walter  Damrosch  put  it  in  one  of  his 
recent  appreciation  lessons,  that  all  pupils  might  continue 
their  study  of  music  as  they  leave  the  secondary  schools 
and  go  out  into  various  walks  of  life. 

In  closing,  T  wish  to  sincerely  thank  you,  as  superin- 
tendent, and  the  teachers  of  the  system  for  your  loyal 
support  and  sincere  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DRAWING  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : — 

The  following  is  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Drawing  in  the  Bourne  Schools. 

In  teaching  art  in  the  Bourne  Schools  I  have  worked 
to  teach  the  students  an  appreciation  of  art,  as  it  is  a  de- 
veloping influence  in  the  spiritual  well  being  of  children. 
It  leads  them  to  recognize,  enjoy  and  use  beautiful  color. 
An  ever  increasing  knowledge  of  Order  as  perceived  in 
Nature  and  as  expressed  in  works  of  Art  leads  them  to 
express  themselves  more  and  more  creatively  in  drawing 
and  painting. 

When  correlated  with  the  students'  other  subjects  it 
helps  them  to  more  easily  visualize  and  grasp  the  princi- 
ples of  the  subjects  involved.  This  method  of  study  has 
been  illustrated  and  proved  successful,  through  the  co-op- 
eration of  the  several  grade  teachers  with  me,  making  it 
possible  for  me  to  give  the  children  lessons  in  drawing  of 
pictures  illustrating  their  history,  geography  and  other 
courses.  To  illustrate  this  I  might  say  that  when  the 
children  were  studying  American  History  we  made  pic- 
tures of  Indians,  Pilgrims,  Washington,  Lincoln,  etc. 
While  in  the  upper  grades  we  made  friezes  of  Egyptian 
life,  Modes  of  Transportation,  Landing  of  Columbus,  etc., 
all  of  these  drawings  relating  to  the  subjects  they  were 
then  studying. 

There  are  certain  requirements  such  as  neatness  and 
correct  measurement  that  are  important  through  all  work- 
manship. These  we  have  developed  through  Handicraft. 
This  begins  with  paper  cutting  and  folding  in  the  lower 
grades  and  continuing  through  the  several  stages  to  book 
binding,  etc.,  in  the  upper  grades. 

Again,  in  nearly  all  walks  of  life  man  finds  occasion  to 
express  his  thought  through  illustrative  drawing.  This 
ability  is  developed  first  by  drawing  the  circle,  square 
and  triangle  and  later  by  drawing  the  many  objects  of 
which  these  three  shapes  form  the  foundation. 
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As  the  student  develops  he  is  given  lessons  in  free  hand 
drawing.    This  includes  drawing  of  still  life  and  nature 
drawings  as  well  as  drawings  of  an  idea  from  observation,  j 
memory  or  imagination. 

The  teacher's  part  in  this  as  in  all  educational  work  is  to  \ 
make  the  pupils  think  clearly  and  express  themselves  well.  [ 
It  is  with  this  thought  in  mind  that  I  have  correlated  draw-  f 
ing  with  the  students  other  subjects  and,  in  the  free  hand 
work,  taught  them  to  draw  objects  with  which  they  come 
in  daily  contact. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  I 
School  Committee,  the  Superintendent  and  the  several  I 
teachers  for  their  co-operation  with  me  in  my  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Dir- 
ector of  Physical  Education  in  the  public  schools  of  Bourne. 

Inasmuch  as  we  are  chiefly  concerned  with  posture  in 
our  physical  education  program  at  the  present  time,  I  will 
devote  most  of  my  report  to  the  discussion  of  this  phase  of 
physical  education. 

Correct  posture  may  be  defined  in  terms  of  the  relation 
of  the  position  of  the  body  segments  to  each  other,  and  to 
their  external  environment.  It  is  not  possible  to  define 
a  correct  position  of  the  body  segments  so  definitely 
that  it  may  be  made  to  apply  to  all  individuals  alike.  In 
correct  posture,  the  neck  and  trunk  form  a  straight  verti- 
cal line  ;  in  incorrect  posture,  the  neck  and  trunk  form  a 
zigzag  line. 


-  Correct  standing  posture  is  defined  briefly  as  one  in  which 
the  different  segments  of  the  body,  namely :  the  head,  neck, 
chest,  and  abdomen,  are  balanced  vertically,  one  upon  the 
other  so  that  the  weight  is  borne  mainly  by  the  bony 
framework,  and  a  minimum  of  effort  and  strain  is  placed 
upon  the  muscles  and  ligaments. 

The  most  common  faulty  postural  conditions  among 
school  children  are  foot  conditions  and  the  traditional  "fat- 
igue posture".  Improved  position  of  the  feet  and  legs, 
strengthening  of  the  external  abdominal  muscles,  control 
of  the  tilt  of  the  pelvis,  are  important  factors  in  securing 
correct  alignment  of  the  body  segments. 

Some  of  the  causes  of  poor  posture  are  : 

1.  Structural  defects. 

2.  Poor  muscular  development  and  tone. 

3.  General  conditions,  such  as  poor  nutrition,  growth 
handicaps  (tonsils,  adenoids,  etc.),  rapid  growth,  over- 
work, bad  lighting  and  ventilation  of  schoolroom  or 
home,  acute  illness,  and  general  lack  of  exercise, 

4.  Defective  vision  which  is  uncorrected. 

5.  Defective  hearing. 

6.  Carrying  weights  improperly. 

7.  Ill  fitting  clothes. 

8.  Ill  fitting  school  furniture  ;  wrong  kind  of  school  seats  ; 
improper  seat  adjustments. 

9.  Too  long  sitting  in  one  position  without  relief. 

10.  Habitually  incorrect  positions  assumed  while  standing, 
walking,  sitting  and  sleeping. 

11.  Fatigue;  lowered  vitality  due  to  loss  of  sleep,  worry 
and  other  conditions  of  strain. 

A  posture  examination  was  held  prior  to  the  Christmas 
recess  by  Mrs.  Stowell  and  myself.  The  results  of  this 
examination  were  very  gratifying,  due  to  the  fact  that  very 
few  defects  were  found  in  the  grades  above  the  second  and 
third.  More  defects  were  found  in  the  first  grade  than  in 
any  other  grade,  and  the  examination  showed  thai  the 
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higher  the  grade,  the  fewer  the  defects.  These  results 
were  pleasing  to  me  and  proved  that  the  physical  education 
program  as  conducted  in  these  grades  was  fulfilling  its 
object  or  goal,  namely,  the  correction  of  posture  defects 
and  the  building  of  sound  bodies  in  the  pupils  of  the  gram- 
mar grades. 


Manual  Training 

May  I  touch,  briefly,  upon  this  almost  forgotten  subject. 
Manual  training  has  been  carried  on  for  the  past  six  years 
for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  Bourne  and  Sagamore 
grammar  schools.  One  and  one-half  hours  per  week  is 
devoted  to  each  class.  Work  is  given  that  will  give  instruc- 
tion in  the  care  and  use  of  tools  commonly  used  around 
homes.  We  do  not  attempt  to  teach  the  pupils  a  trade,  but 
simply  give  him  an  insight  to  the  proper  use  of  tools  and 
teach  him  how  to  make  small  projects  that  are  useful  in 
the  home.  Some  of  the  projects  made  by  the  boys  are  as 
follows :  foot  stool,  necktie  rack,  ironing  board  (folding 
type  on  stand),  bread  board,  watch  stand,  sewing  tray, 
knife  and  fork  tray,  magazine  rack,  smoking  stand,  tabor- 
ets  (various  types),  lamps  (electrical),  shoe  shine  box,  pen 
and  ink  tray,  book  rack,  book  ends,  and  various  other  pro- 
jects too  numerous  to  mention. 

Manual  training  is  a  real  worthwhile  subject  and  it  is 
my  honest  belief  that  it  should  be  carried  on  for  high  school 
pupils. 

In  concluding  my  report,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  all  those  who  have  cooperated  with  me  in  making 
my  work  a  pleasure.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

The  regular  physical  examinations  of  the  pupils  of  the 
Bourne  schools  has  been  made  by  the  school  physician  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  as  in  former  years.  We  now  have  an  ex- 
amination made  in  the  summer  of  all  children  who  are  to 
enter  the  first  grade  in  the  fall.  Notices  of  defects  found 
which  need  attention  are  sent  to  the  parents  and  as  a  rule 
these  defects  have  been  corrected  as  far  as  possible. 

The  Schick  prophylactic  treatment  for  Diphtheria  is  giv- 
en all  those  entering  the  lower  grades  whose  parents  give 
their  permission.  A  large  percentage  of  permission  slips 
are  turned  in  and  this  year  about  ninety  pupils  received  the 
treatment. 

Occasionally  we  find  a  pupil  whose  heart  is  not  quite 
normal  and  if  he  goes  in  for  strenuous  games  the  physical 
director  is  advised  of  the  condition  and  requested  to  note 
how  he  reacts  to  exercise.  So  far,  we  have  not  found  any- 
one whom  we  felt  should  give  up  any  game  which  inter- 
ested him. 

I  think  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  give  a  good 
lunch  with  milk.  This  is  especially  needed  this  winter,  I 
feel  sure.

THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 

The  year  1932  has  presented  a  variety  of  problems  to  the 
school  nurse.  There  is  no  use  to  say  much  about  the  econ- 
omic condition  of  affairs  in  the  outside  world,  except  as 
they  directly  affect  the  health  work. 

The  year's  work  must  be  carefully  planned  —  and  no 
effort  spared  to  keep  a  good  line  of  defense  against  disease. 
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A  careful  physical  examination  by  a  physician  is  the  foun- 
dation upon  which  this  work  rests. 

Early  in  the  summer  the  children  who  will  go  to  school 
in  the  fall  are  given  an  opportunity  to  be  examined,  "The 
Summer  Round-up".  Whatever  the  doctor  finds  wrong 
in  the  youngsters'  physical  condition  we  try  to  correct  so 
that  the  children  may  have  a  fair  start  in  the  autumn. 

During  the  summer  months,  a  tonsil  and  adenoid  clinic 
is  maintained  at  Pocasset  Hospital.  The  fee  is  reasonable, 
and  barely  covers  the  actual  cost  of  the  operation  and 
after-care.  We  are  proud  of  our  record — nearly  500  cases 
in  four  years — and  every  one  successful. 

At  the  clinic  the  school  physician  advises  about  nutri- 
tion, posture,  skin  defects,  teeth,  eyes  and  ears.  If  a 
child  needs  special  treatment,  we  try  to  cooperate  with 
the  parent  so  the  child  may  benefit  by  it. 

When  the  child  enters  school,  he  or  she  is  again  exam- 
ied,  as  is  the  whole  school  body.  The  work  goes  on,  fol- 
lowing the  same  line. 

We  believe  in  vaccination  against  small-pox,  only  two 
children  in  the  whole  system  being  exempted.  Little  by 
little,  our  tonsil  and  adenoid  cases  are  being  taken  care  of. 
For  the  last  two  years  98%  of  the  entering  classes  have 
been  taken  care  of  before  school  began.  This  year  we  suc- 
ceeded in  removing  some  very  bad  cases,  and  there  has 
been  a  noticeable  improvement  in  each  child's  health. 

We  believe  in  the  Chadwick  Clinic  and  the  follow-up 
work  which  goes  with  it.  Over  400  of  our  children  were 
examined  to  determine  whether  or  not  they  had  had  any 
tubercular  infection.  Of  these,  ten  children,  after  the  skin 
test,  X-ray  and  physical  examination,  were  selected  as  need- 
ing care.  Five  of  these  were  followed  carefully  by  the 
nurse  and  taken  by  her  to  Falmouth  for  reexamination. 
They  all  showed  great  improvement  in  physical  condition, 
and  a  noticeable  gain  in  weight.  The  other  five  were  di- 
vided as  follows : —  three  under  the  care  of  private  phys- 
icians, and  two  with  whom  nothing  could  be  done,  owing 
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to  lack  of  cooperation.  The  three  under  the  care  of  pri- 
vate physicians  did  very  well. 

We  believe  in  nutrition  work.  Bourne  grammar  school 
and  high  school  have  the  benefit  of  the  regularly  estab- 
lished lunch  room ;  Buzzards  Bay  children  can  go  home  to 
•a  hot  lunch.  The  Sagamore  teachers,  with  the  help  of 
interested  friends  who  contributed  funds,  have  maintained 
a  lunch  room  during  the  winter  months.  If  a  child  could 
pay  he  did ;  if  he  couldn't,  he  was  taken  care  of.  Of  thirty 
children  fed,  only  two  failed  to  show  a  gain  in  weight. 

We  believe  in  prevention  against  diphtheria.  Therefore, 
we  have  given  toxin-anti-toxin  to  the  first  and  second 
grades  in  Sagamore,  and  plan  to  give  it  to  grades  one, 
two  and  three  at  Bourne  (three  at  Sagamore  being  immun- 
ized) and  one  and  two  at  Buzzards  Bay. 

We  know  by  the  generous  response  of  parents  and  friends 
that  you  believe  in  these  things,  and  will  work  with  us  an- 
other year  to  push  our  defense  line  a  little  further,  and 
build  it  a  little  stronger.    Thank  you.
